CnAPTER  nL 


Till  father  of  Xfr.  Fermn  had  the  reputation  of  being  tht  mq 
of  a  once  somewhat  celebrated  atatA^man,  but  the  only  patriinonj 
ha  inheritfd  from  hia  prcaamod  parf^nt  waa  a  clerkship  in  tlio 
Treasury,  where  he  found  himMlf  drudging  at  nn  mrly  a^ 
Nattira  had  endowed  him  with  considerable  abilities,  and 
peculiarly  odapted  to  the  eoeneof  thelrdlaplay.  ttwasdilGcmlt 
to  decide  which  was  most  i«inarkables  hia  ahrewdn«M  or  hla 
capacity  of  labour.

Thii  happy  prefomient  in 
time  opened  the  whole  ofliciol  world  to  one  not  only  singularly 
quulificd  for  that  kind  of  life,  but  who  poewiHd  the  peculiar 
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gjft*  IJial  were  \hva  eoMomauiag  to  be  modi  ia  demand  ia  tboM 
circles.  "We  were  theo  enuring  that  «n  of  commeKial  and 
fioiuieiftl  leform  witicli  }iiul  been,  if  uot  eluKiIutdy  occuioDcd, 
MtUinlj  itTGuipitated,  bj  Uie  nvolt  of  our  ooloniea.  XnowIedg« 
of  6u&Dce  and  aoquaintonca  with  tarifGi  woro  then  rare  gift*,  ami 
befoR  five  jrart  of  hi*  private  ncrutoryKhtp  had  expired,  Fenais 
was  llieation«d  to  Mr.  Pitt  oa  the  man  at  the  Treasury  who 
could  do  w>metlitiig  tkut  the  grtut  miiiiater  required.  Thia 
dedd«d  bis  lot.  Mr.  Pitt  found  in  Femra  the  instrument  lie 
vutted,  and  approcinting  all  liia  qualities  placed  hitn  in  a 
podtioa  which  afforded  them  fuQ  pla;.  The  minister  returned 
Ferran  to  Parliament,  for  thft  Treasury  then  had  boroti(;lis  of  ila 
own,  and  the  new  member  was  preferred  to  an  important  and 
bboriout  po*ti  80  long  as  Pitt  and  Greuvillu  were  in  th4 
aiwandant,  Mr.  Forrara  tailed  and  Hourithcd.  lie  was  exactly 
tbe  man  they  liked ;  unwearied,  vigilant,  elear  and  cold ;  with 
a  dash  of  oetural  tarcasm  developed  by  a  sharp  and  vani-d 
«xpericnce.  He  disappeared  from  tho  active  world  in  the  latter 
years  of  the  Liverpool  reign,  wh«n  a  newer  generation  and  mora 
bustling  itluait  succccufully  Daaort«d  their  claims ;  but  bo  retired 
with  the  solace  of  a  sinecure,  a  pcnuion,  and  a  privy-councillor- 
ahip^  The  Cabinet  he  had  never  entered,  nor  dared  to  hope  to 
eater.  It  was  tJi«  privilege  of  an  inner  circle  «ven  in  our  then 
oontraeted  public  life.  It  was  the  dmam  of  Femn  to  revuiige 
in  this  respect  his  fata  in  the  parson  of  hia  bou,  and  only  child. 
He  was  retolvod  that  liis  otTsprtng  should  enjoy  all  those  advniir 
tagea  of  education  and  breeding  and  society  of  which  be  himself 
had  been  deprived.  For  him  was  to  be  reserved  *  full  initistioo 
in  tlioM  co«tly  ceremonicN  whiali,  aada  the  name*  of  Kton  and 
Christ  Clturdi,  in  hia  time  fascinated  and  dauled  mankind.  Ilia 
son,  William  Pitt  Femis,  realtaed  even  more  than  his  father's 
hopon  Extremuly  gooddoolEing,  he  was  giftnd  with  a  precocity 
of  taleat.  Ha  was  the  marvel  of  Eton  and  tbe  bo]w  of  Oxford. 
As  a  boy,  his  I»tin  verses  threir  entaptun^  tutora  into  parox- 
ysms of  praUe,  while  debating  soeietiea  bailed  with  ncclamatjoQ 
dearly  anothec  heaven-bom  niinistei;     Ue  went  up  to  Oxford 
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about  tli«  time  tbal  the  exumnatiom  were  refonned  a&d  rendered 
Nolly  tffideat.  This  only  incxuuod  hU  naovnt,  for  tbo  nun* 
of  F«iTmni  figund  unoBg  tbe  MriioA  doable-finla.  Thou  irere 
dtys  whoa  «  cradc  nniresnty  nputstloii  ofUn  qwn«d  tii«  doors 
of  th«  HouM  of  Cominoiu  to  a  young  lupinint ;  nt  Ici«t,  afUr  a 
•eaaoiL  Bat  Fenan  had  not  to  Halt.  IIU  fathn,  who  watched 
bis  camr  with  the  pauuiniitd  intcitat  villi  vhich  a  Newmarket 
man  watches  Ui«  derelopment  of  soibq  gifted  yearling,  toolc  care 
ttiat  all  the  odda  should  be  tn  his  faronr  in  the  raco  of  life.  An 
old  collc^^n  of  th«  elder  Mr.  Femn,  a  worthy  peer  wiUi  many 
boTougbs,  placed  a  Mat  at  the  diipoaal  of  tho  youthful  hero,  the 
moment  h«  waa  |>r(;pared  to  accept  it,  and  lie  might  he  aaid  to 
have  left  the  Univanity  only  to  «nt«at  tbe  Uouse  <d  Commons 

Tboi«.  if  hi.i  career  had  not  yet  tealisod  the  dnama  of  hta  youth- 
ful admirera,  it  had  at  least  been  one  of  progniM  and  unbroken 
pfosporily.  Hjr  first  speech  w&a  succassful,  though  l!orid,  but  tt 
waa  on  foicign  affairs,  which  permit  rhetoric,  and  in  thou  days 
deauuid«d  at  loaal  one  Virgilian  qnoUlion.  In  this  latt«  branch 
of  oratorioal  adflmment  Penan  wai  never  defioient  Ko  young 
man  of  that  lime^  and  ecaroely  any  old  one,  ventured  to  addceat 
Mr.  Speaker  without  Imng  e<iuipi>od  vrith  a  Latin  paMuga. 
Femrt,  in  this  tespccl,  waa  triply  armed.  Indeed,  when  he 
entered  public  lifn,  full  of  hope  aiul  promiiti\  tliough  disciplined 
to  A  cortain  extent  by  his  niatliemalical  tiatning,  ho  luul  mad 
vety  little  more  than  lonio  latin  writen.  some  Greek  plays,  and 
some  tnatiMS  of  Aristotlei  Thoae  with  a  due  coune  of  Bampton 
Leolur«a  and  some  dipjiing  into  tlie  '  Quarterly  Review,'  then  in 
ita  prime,  quahfied  a  mao  in  thoM  days,  not  only  for  being  a 
nUimboT  of  Parliament,  Init  becoming  a  caudidato  for  tbe  reepou- 
aibility  of  atateHmanahip.  l-'orrara  mode  his  way  ;  for  two  ynars 
ho  waa  occsAionally  atkcd  by  tho  miniater  Lu  speak,  and  tlion 
IjokI  Caatleroagh,  who  liked  young  men,  nutdo  him  a  Lord  of 
tbe  TrtoLfiiry.  lie  was  Uuder-Sccrctary  of  Stotn,  and  'very 
rising,'  when  the  drotli  of  I<onl  Liverpool  brouHlit  about  llio 
severance  of  Uie  Tor)-  jmrty,  and  Mr.  Kenars,  maiiJy  umler  the 
s<lviae  of  Zeoobia,  reaigned  hia  office  when  Mr.  Canning  was

•jypointod  Uinister,  and  cut  in  hia  lot  witb  Ibe  great  dwtfny  of 
IIm  Duko  of  Wellington. 

Th«  elder  Fermra  b»d  llw  reputation  of  being  ireallhy.  It 
•W*»  mppOMd  that  fae  had  eixjofcd  opportunitica  of  making 
aonej,  and  hod  availed  tiiuuelf  vt  thum,  but  lliis  was  not  Inie. 
Though  a  cj^ic,  nnd  «ith  littlo  n^pect  for  bit  felIow-<;n»itur««i 
tViran  had  a  prido  in  ollicial  purity,  and  when  the  Government 
wan  charged  with  venatitj  and  cutruplion,  fae  would  obAorve, 
wilfa  a  dry  chuckle,  that  he  had  soon  a  gnni  deal  of  life,  and 
that  for  hia  juirt  lie  would  not  mucli  trust  any  man  out  <A 
Downing  Street.  He  bad  beeu  tmuhle  to  Katst  the  temptAlton 
of  cooaectiog  his  life  with  that  of  an  individual  of  birth  aod 
isnk ;  and  in  a  weak  monieot,  perhaps  Ha  only  ooe,  he  bad 
t[i*an  bis  son  a  stepmothei  in  a  etIU  good-looking  and  nrj 
•ZpeuEiv*  ViKonntoM-Dowager, 

&tr.  Pcrmrs  was  anxious  that  his  ton  should  make  a  gnat 
nllionoe,  but  he  vraa  so  dixtractcd  between  prudonliol  coosiilam- 
tioaa  and  hia  deain  tliat  in  tlia  veins  of  his  gtand-children  then 
•houM  flow  blood  of  imdotibtod  nobility,  that  bo  could  nover 
bring  to  his  ptirpoae  that  clear  and  concetitmtcd  wilt  whidi  ii-as 
aae  of  the  oau»es  of  his  succeM  in  life ;  and,  in  the  midst  of  his 
jHTploxities,  hia  eon  unexpectedly  settled  tlie  queatiou  himself. 
Tlioafth  naturally  cold  and  calculating,  William  Ferran,  like 
most  of  us,  lisd  a  vein  of  romanoa  in  his  being,  and  it  BsMrt«d 
ttaelf.  There  was  a  Miss  Carey,  who  suddenly  became  tlie 
beauty  of  tlw  season.  She  was  an  orphan,  and  reputed  to  he 
no  incORsiderabla  heiress,  and  was  introduMd  to  the  world  1^ 
an  aunt  who  was  a  duchass,  and  who  meant  that  her  nioca 
sboold  be  the  aanui  Everybody  talked  about  them,  and  ibuy 
west  nTerywhero—omnig  other  pJac««  to  the  House  of  Commonly 
where  Ikliss  Carey,  spying  the  senators  from  the  old  ventilator 
in  tlie  ceiling  of  St.  Stephen's  Chspel,  dropped  in  h^r  excite 
meat  bcr  opcragbus,  which  fell  at  the  feot  of  Mr.  Un<Ua^ 
Bectetary  Ferrars.  Ue  hastened  to  raitore  It  to  its  bnuttful 
owner,  whom  be  found  aoompanicd  by  several  of  his  friends, 
and  ho  was  not  only  thanked,  but  iuvit«d  to  rcuuin  with  tbeiu ; 
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and  Ibe  next  <Uy  1m  cdlod,  bimI  Iw  callod  rer;  ofUo  ofUrmrds, 
and  many  otbei  things  happened,  and  at  the  end  of  July  Um 
beauty  of  the  tcaaon  vm  HiBrrifiKl  not  to  a  Duko,  but  to  a  rising 
man,  who  Z«nobia,  who  at  Gnt  diMppTorcd  of  th«  match — for 
Zonobin  nevcT  tikcd  hoT  mate  friends  to  marry — was  sun  woold 
one  day  be  Prime  I^Iiniater  of  England. 

Kn.  Femin  irai  of  the  eaine  opinion  as  Zenobia,  lor  ah*  waa 
ambitious,  and  the  drmm  n-ts  captivating.  And  Mrs.  Fenan 
soon  gained  Zeni)bia'a  good  gracea,  for  dM  had  many  chanlll^ 
and,  tliongb  haughty  to  the  multitude,  ma  a  flnt-mte  flalt«nr. 
2«iiobia  like*]  flattery,  un<l  almys  said  lihe  did.  Air.  Dndor- 
Societary  Fcmrs  look  a  nuinsian  in  Hill  Street,  and  fumisbad 
it  with  befitting  splendour.  His  dinnets  were  c«]ebnU«d,  and 
iln.  Ferran  gar*  suppnn  nftor  the  vpoi*.  Tbo  oqnjpagoa  o( 
iin.  Fermn  were  distinguiahed,  and  they  had  a  ]Arff!  Rtinuo  of 
■orranU.  Tboy  had  only  two  children,  and  they  wore  twias^  a 
brother  and  a  sister,  who  were  braaght  up  like  the  chiklren  of 
]>TincM.  Partly  for  them,  and  partly  beeaUM  a  minieter  should 
Imvv  n  TuMulum,  thu  Fnrmn  aoon  engaged  n  mn^ilioent  Tilla 
at  VTimbledon,  which  had  the  advantage  of  admirable  stablea, 
conrpniont,  as  Mra.  Femrs  was  fond  of  horsos,  and  liked  the 
cliildrru  tooy  with  their  fancy  ponies,  to  be  early  accustominl  lo 
riding.  All  this  occasioned  expenditure,  but  old  >[r.  Femia 
made  his  son  a  liberal  allowance,  and  young  Mr*.  FocTmrs  wm 
an  belNsa,  ta  the  world  thought  so,  which  is  nearly  the  aame, 
atiil  then,  too,  young  Ur.  Ferrara  was  a  rising  man,  in  office, 
ami  who  would  alwaj-a  be  in  office  for  the  rtat  of  his  life ;  at 
leant,  Zenobia  aald  ao^  because  be  was  on  the  right  side  and  the 
Whiirg  wcTV  nowhM«,  and  nover  would  bo  anywbcra,  wliich  was 
quill'  ri);til,  as  they  bad  wished  lo  mako  ns  the  slarea  of  Boniu 
par1«k 

When  th«  King,  after  randi  hnitntion,  sent  for  Mr.  Canning; 
on  the  resignation  of  Loid  Liverpool,  the  Zenobian  theory 
seemed  a  little  at  fanlt,  and  William  Fermrs  abaohitely  out 
of  ofBco  liad  rooTO  tlian  ona  misgiving;  but  after  somr  mouths 
of  doubt  and  anxiety,  It  seemed  after  all  the  great  lady  waa 
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tl^liL  Tho  annxpccfcd  disaj^wmnc*  of  Mr.  Cuining  (toid  Dm 
•cene,  followed  bj  the  tansienb  and  emburasaed  phantom  bt 
I^rd  God«ncfa,  sopm«d  to  Indicat*  ta  iDozonbl«  dwiUny  that 
£DgIaad  iliould  bo  nilnd  bjr  tho  mrat  eminent  man  of  tlie  age, 
and  the  inoat  illmtrioiu  of  h«r  citiieiie.  Wiliiam  I'emrs,  undor 
tho  intfiratinn  of  /.ctiobio,  hiul  throvn  in  bit  fortune  iritfa  Uw 
Dak«,  and  &flvi  itiue  months  of  disquietude  found  his  du« 
TcwanL  Id  the  Jnnusrj  tliat  saccttodod  tho  August  cooreraa- 
tion  in  St.  Jnott*'  Street  with  Sidney  Wilton,  William  Ferran 
was  sn-oni  of  the  Priry  Council,  and  lield  high  office,  on  tho 
vurico  of  tho  Cabinet. 

Air.  Fetran  had  a  dinner  party  in  Hill  Street  on  the  day  hk 
biul  returned  from  Windcor  with  the  smIs  of  hie  new  office. 
Tho  catantro]^  of  tb«  Goderich  Cabinet,  almost  on  the  ere  of 
the  nesting  of  PaiUaueutv  had  been  so  sodden,  that,  not 
uitidpaling  eucli  a  ktate  of  sfTaire,  Femn,  among  his  other 
guests,  had  invited  Sidney  ^Vilton.  Ho  was  rather  regretting 
tliia  vben,  as  his  carriage  stopped  at  his  own  door,  he  observed 
that  very  gentleman  on  his  thnsbold. 

Wilton  greeted  bim  warmly,  and  oongratulatad  Itim  on  his 
promotion.  '  I  do  nt  at  oiic:c,'  he  added,  '  because  I  shall  not 
have  the  opporiunity  tliis  evening.

Fenon  uprMWd  hii  rt^t^  tlwu^  in  tad  bo  vu  greatly 
telioved,  ami  they  parted. 

Zenofai*  (ltd  diiio  with  t]i*  ^Villiam  Forran  to-dsjr,  aiut  bor 
fatUHlsoms  hnaband  cams  witli  bcr,  ft  kni^'lit  of  the  gsrUr,  uid 
ju«t  ni>pi>ititcd  to  a  high  offioo  in  tb«  botl«^lK)ld  b]*  th«  now 
^renimcnl.  Even  the  exciU:ni«at  of  the  hour  did  not  disturb 
bis  indigonoiu  repose.  It  was  a  dignified  Mrenity,  quit» 
natuml,  und  quits  compatible  iritfa  euty  and  noa  cordial 
maaoen,  at^  an  addrcaa  alwajs  eoBud«rat«  «v«n  wliea  nol 
qmipRlbotic.  Ilo  vnu>  noi  a  loud  or  a  long  talker,  but  bii  tont 
renaarlu  *tn  full  of  iMto  and  a  just  appnciatinn  of  things 
If  tlioj  ven  BomelioiM  trrncbant,  tli«  hJad»  waa  of  fln«  tempw. 
Old  Mr.  Ferntn  vin  litem  aiii  tlie  Vijrcmntrjt*  Edgwan,  Hi* 
bair  had  hMonie  quite  fiilvereil,  and  liia  chMk  rosj  aa  a  Deoembar 
applo.  ilis  bniol  eyes  IwinkW  with  utiafootioD  at  be  n* 
m«mbered  the  family  hod  notr  jwHliioed  two  privy  oonncUlonL 
Lord  FotnOToy  was  Ihore,  the  gront  lord  who  hod  returned 
William  Fermrt  to  I'lulinmont,  a  lillla  man,  rjtiiitt,  shy,  ratbw 
Eotignillcant  in  appentauoe,  but  who  obeorvod  everybody  and 
erorything ;  a  ooneciontioua  man,  wbo  was  alwaya  doing  good, 
in  sil«noe  and  secncy,  and  denouncod  as  a  boroughmonger,  bad 
Dover  toM  a  f«at  in  his  lifc<,  and  waa  always  looking  out  for  able 
men  of  diameter  to  introOuoe  tli«m  to  pubUo  affain.  It  waa 
not  a  formal  party,  but  had  grown  up  in  great  degree  out  of  tbo 
circumstances  of  tlie  moment.  Thci«  wore  Dioro  m«n  than 
women,  and  all  men  in  office  or  devoted  supporters  of  the  now

aod  1  do  Dot  see  how  Fcrtars  can  h&re  much  more  than  five ;  aad 
yet  he  lives  ma  h  ea  we  do,  perhaps  better.  I  know  Gibson 
ehon-ed  me  a  hone  lut  vcck  that  I  very  much  wantpcl,  but  I 
would  not  give  htm  two  hundred  guineas  for  it  I  called  there 
to-dfflj  to  look  after  it  again,  for  it  would  have  eniled  rae 
exactly,  but  1  was  told  I  was  too  lat«,  and  it  irai  iwld  to  iin.

JtMO  a  year,  and  old  Lord  Pomeroy,  who  had  not  yet  admitted 
French  winea  to  his  own  tablo,  aermed  ((uita  abaahed  with  the 
number  of  hli  wine-glassea  and  their  various  colours,  an<l,  as  he 
taatod  one  succiilent  dish  after  another,  felt  a  proud  saliafactioo 
In  having  introduced  lo  puhlia  life  so  distinguished  a  man  as 
William  Fenaifc 

With  the  deswrt,  not  without  some  ceremony,  were  intro- 
daoed  the  two  moat  remarkable  guests  of  the  entertainmenty 
and  th«M  were  the  twine;  children  of  eingulnr  beauty,  and 
drenod,  if  possible,  more  ^cifully  and  brilliantly  tliiui  tboir 
mamma.

Mrve^  bat  aoiao  canilaeoeitaioD,  to  the  good-oatured  bat  half- 
hnmonma  inciuiriei  of  the  fauifaand  of  ZoooUa.

The  country,  long  e«eii)tonied  to 
ft  atmng  and  nndinturW]  a>Itnini*tinti<)ii,  and  fri^ltmiad  by  the 
elian|[«i  and  catst'lrophus  which  bad  fDllowcd  tho  ti'tinment  of 
I.ord  Li  varpool,  took  rutut^e  in  the  powerful  will  and  splondiil 
reputation  of  a  real  hunx  ' 

Mra.  Femrs  waa  aa  ambitioiu  of  social  diitlitolion  aa  hei 
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btailxinil  inu  «f  ]>6l]tieil  power.  8ha  wu  *  woroin  of  Uxu, 
tint  of  luxurious  teste.  She  bad  a  puaion  for  spk-mlour,  which, 
though  «TOT  T«gulated  by  &  fine  pwceptton  of  the  fitntM  of 
thu)):*,  wu  tttU  coetly.  Tliongfa  her  mien  was  la  ccncnl  haughl^i 
■he  Battered  j^^emobia,  and  coQUuromatcly.  Zeoobia,  who  tiked 
lumdaraM  people,  er<:n  hnnilMmie  wooien,  and  penona  who 
were  dreeeed  beaatifullf,  and  delighted  her  eje  hj  their  grace 
and  fim  manitan,  wa*  quite  won  hj*  Mr*.  Ferrara,  ^ninat  whom 
at  flirt  diD  was  incltued  to  be  a  little  prejudiced.  There  waa 
an  entire  alliance  iMstwcen  them,  anil  though  Hra.  yermrt  gieall; 
inSncncod  and  almoet  ruled  Zeuobia,  the  wife  of  the  mUtiater 
wu  careful  alwajra  to  acknowledge  the  Queen  of  Fuhion  as  her 
etuerain. 

The  great  world-then,  compared  with  the  hiif;;e  society  of  the 
pittsant  periotl,  waa  Itmiled  in  Jta  proportion^  and  coropoeed  of 
eleneote  mora  n)6ned  Ihoiigb  far  lea  variooa.  It  conristed 
mainlj  of  the  great  landed  aridtocrncy,  who  had  quite  abaorhed 
tlie  naboba  of  india,  end  had  n««rly  appropriated  the  hufte 
Weet  Indian  forluneft,  Occuiionally,  an  eminent  huikor  or 
merchant  Invealed  a  large  portion  of  his  accumuhitions  in  land, 
ofld  Id  the  ptirdiaeo  of  parliamentary  influence,  end  was  in  lime 
■luly  ftdniilted  into  the  eanctuary.  Bat  those  yakI  and  bucom*- 
ful  iaraaions  of  aodety  by  new  classea  which  have  «in<«

diacoreren  of  nan^te,  bad  not  yet  found  their  place  in  aociety 
and  the  fenate.  There  were  then,  perbapa,  moi«  great  housee 
opwi  than  at  the  pifitcnt  day,  but  there  wen  very  few  litlte 
OMi,  The  nwteaity  of  providing  tvpitar  ocniaiona  for  the 
■MVDhUng  i>f  the  miBeoDancoua  world  of  faihion  led  to  the 
liiBtilution  ol  Almaek'a,  which  di«-d  out  in  the  adrent  of  the 
ticW  aynti'm  of  «ociety,  and  in  the  fierce  comjictitioii  of  iU 
Isexhauatible  piirete  eotertaiiituente. 

Tim  aaoaon  tl»D  wna  brilliant  and  aastninod.  but  it  was  not 
flurried.  People  did  not  f;o  to  variouii  jinrtiox  on  the  mme  ni^lit. 
They  remained  where  they  were  aaaombled,  and,  not  being  in  a 
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hatij,  mm  mom  igrMkUs  Ibui  Ibey  an  at  t)t«  present  daj. 
Convoaalion  wu  mora  enlUvaUd ;  mannera;  though  nnooo- 
Btnined,  were  more  statdy  ;  and  the  world,  being  llmiuH^  IcottW 
iucif  miich  licttor.  On  tha  other  hand,  tha  aympathu*  of 
aodisly  wen  more  oontrvctod  thra  tiutj  am  at  prsMQb  Tbm 
pretsure  of  popuUtion  had  not  opened  the  heart  of  man.  Hm 
'  vortd  attonded  to  its  poor  in  iU  counUy  parish«,  and  siibacnb«d 
[and  daneed  for  the  SiiitAlUalds  woaTor*  when  thdr  nonaal  dia- 
Iran  had  OTerDoved,  but  their  knowledge  of  the  people  did  not 
oxeeed  Uien  bound*,  and  tha  people  knew  veij  Uttfe  mon 
about  thoiQtelvea.    Thej  were  onl;  half  bora. 

The  dnrkoit  hour  pncodes  the  dawn,  and  a  period  of  nniiEual 
ittUnesa  otisn,  peifaapa  itHiudljr,  herald*  the  aociid  conrultioo. 
At  thia  moment  the  general  tTanquUlity  and  even  content  were 
ivniiuknblo.  In  politic*  tli«  Whig*  were  qutto  prepared  to 
extead  to  Um  Duke  the  tamo  provisional  oon&daoca  that  had 
bam  necepted  bj  Mr.  Cniinin};,  cldiI  condlialioa  bogan  to  bo  an 
Boceptcil  )>ltm*o,  which  meant  in  practice  some  share  oa  tlieir 
|NiTb  of  the  good  tliinga  of  the  Stale.  The  countrjr  iteeU 
nquirtd  nothing.  Thnra  wn*  a  genuml  impreiaion,  indeed,  that 
th«y  had  been  adTaDctn^;  at  a  rathw  rapid  rate,  and  that  it  waa 
aa  well  that  the  niiii  thould  be  eotraatod  to  a  wary  dnror. 
ZoRobia,  who  lepreaented  socjety,  waa  enraptured  that  tha 
caner  of  i«Tolution  had  bean  etayed.  She  Gtill  mourned  orer 
;  tbe  eoncoation  of  llie  Manchotter  aad  I.iverjiuol  Railway  in  a 
'  nomont  of  Liberal  infatuation,  but  Battered  herself  that  any 
«xt«n«on  of  the  railway  •yntem  might  certainly  Ite  aneiUd, 
and  on  Ihi*  head  tlie  majority  of  society,  pothaps  even  of  the 
country,  was  certainly  on  her  tide.

One  brigbt  ^[Ily  moniin);  in  t}t«  spring;  that  f^owod  tlio 
formalioa  of  the  govcminc'nt  that  was  to  la»t  for  ever,  Mra. 
Fomm  receirctl  tbo  world  at  a  fanciful  cntcrbiintneiit  in  thn 
Ixwitifiil  gToands  of  her  Wimbledon  rilla.  The  day  was 
genial,  tbo  scene  wiu  Bushed  with  roscj  and  pink  thoms,  and 
InUliaut  groujxt,  amid  bunt*  of  muoiu,  duatt^tod  &nd  tauulered 
on  the  gr«en  turf  of  bowoiy  kwna.  Mis.  Fetian,  on  a  matic 
throne,  with  the  wondrous  twins  in  riiU  moro  wonderful  attire, 
distributed  alteraato  obsorrations  of  sympathetic  gaiety  to  a 
Rnssiaa  Grand  Dnke  and  to  the  mtcjio  heir  of  a  Uermon 
princijMiIitj.  And  yet  tliero  was  reallj  nu  expreviuon  on  her 
eo<ml«Banca  of  i«stl«ssDaai,  not  to  say  anxiety,  which  tU 
•ooonled  with  the  dulcet  tones  and  tlte  wrdstliod  amilea  which 
dunned  kei  augost  oompaDioii&  Zenobia,  tbe  great  Zenobia, 
had  not  arrived,  and  tlM  houn  wera  adrancing.  The  Grand 
I>tike  played  with  the  beautiful  and  hauijhty  iufauta,  and  the 
G«rmui  Prince  inquired  of  Endyntion  whether  he  were  destined 
to  b«  one  of  m*  Iblajesty'a  guards ;  but  atiU  Zenobia  did  not 
tamt,  and  ilrs.  Ferrara  could  scarcely  eoDCoal  hoT  v«i3tioii. 
itat  Ui«t«  was  no  r«al  oocosion  for  it.  For  even  at  tliii  moment, 
with  avant-couiier  and  outriders  and  bodged  postilliooa  OQ  her 
fow  borssa  of  race,  tlie  todg^vg^tcs  wore  opening  for  the  recep- 
tion of  the  great  lady,  wholitmOf  soon  apfieared  in  the  dia- 
lanes  ;  and  Mrs.  Fensrs,  accompanied  by  her  dislinguiahad 
gassta,  immediately  rone  and  advanced  to  rcceivo  tlte  Queen  of 
Fwhion.  No  one  appreciated  a  royal  preeence  mors  highly 
than  Zanobia.  It  was  her  habit  to  iiDpren  upon  her  noble 
fellon  of  both  Baxea  that  lli«t»  were  relations  of  inlimaiey 
between  herself  and  the  toyat  housos  of  Eur»pe,  which  wera  not 
tharvd  by  bcr  olasa.  She  liked  to  play  the  port  of  a  aocial 
mediator  between  the  aristocracy  and  royal  boiueo.  A  QermaB 
Saienity   was  her  daligbt,  but  a  Bussian   Gnuid  Duke  wua 
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her  cmbodinMDt  of  power  and  pomp^  and  toiud  prindplw 
ta  their  rarat  authontte  and  ortliodox  form.  And  7«l  tbini^ 
sba  addraued  th«ir  highncaaes  with  her  iwml  oourtly  macit;, 
and  poured  ftntb  ii»iDiiJea  whieh  aecoted  to  indioata  the  moat 
familiar  ocqtuintatica  with  th«  Utait  tocident*  trcm  SchOa- 
tminn  or  th«  Rliioo,  tliotigb  aha  enbnoed  her  beataaa,  and  ev«D 
kived  Ui«  cbildr«it,  Uia  pracliaed  eya  o(  Mn.  Fcrran,  whoM  life 
waa  a  atnd;  of  Zenobia,  dcteclud  that  bar  lato  appraranco  had 
bean  occnaioned  hf  an  impoiianl  cause,  and,  what  was  more, 
that  2«itol>in  wiu  niiximiii  to  commuDicata  it  to  hor.  With 
ftminhio  tact  Mrs,  Femn  moved  on  with  her  fniwta  until  the 
oecnsion  olTnrwl  when  abo  could  preanit  aome  groat  ladici  to  Uie 
princes  ;  and  tbun  ditmiasing  the  children  oo  apinupriata 
miariona,  sbo  was  not  aoipriaed  when  Zenobia  inuuedistely 
exdaioied  :  '  Tkanlc  h«ftTcn,  wa  are  at  last  alone  I  Yon  inaat 
htvt  bean  suryriwd  I  was  eo  lata.  Well,  gwm  what  haa 
happened  t '  and  than  aa  Mtc  Fcrran  abook  her  Load,  sba 
oontlnDod  :  *  Tkoj  are  all  four  oat  I ' 

'  All  four ! ' 

*  Yea ;  Lord  Dudley,  Lord  Paltnenton,  and  Cbarlaa  Gmiit 
follow  Ilusktason.  I  do  not  heliove  the  first  erer  meant  to  go, 
but  the  DulcD  wouM  nnl  lixUn  to  bia  hy|)ocntical  oxploiialiona, 
and  the  r«&t  bars  foUoweiL  1  am  siirpriaod  about  Loid  Dudley, 
aa  I  know  bo  lorod  hi<  nflico.' 

'  I  am  alarmed,'  nid  !dr8.  Fermnk 

'  Not  the  (iliglitMt  canao  for  (ear,'  axclaiiued  tli«  intrepid 
Teuoliia.  '  It  must  liara  happ«nMl  aoonur  or  lni«r.  I  ana 
delighted  at  it  We  shall  now  have  a  cabim^t  of  our  own. 
They  never  would  haro  rMt«i.l  till  tboy  Itad  brought  in  aoiao 
VHt^  and  the  country  liates  tiM  ^Vliiga.  No  wonder,  when 
wo  renwrnbiT  thnt  if  tbey  had  had  their  way  we  should  have 
been  woorinj;  mtiols  at  this  time,  with  a  Froitch  jirefoct  probably 
in  Ilollnnd  House.' 

'And  whom  will  tboy  put  in  tho  cabinet  I'  inquired  Mra, 
Fumua. 

'  Out  good  friends,  I  bopt^'  said  Zenobia,  with  an  iaqiiring 
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Binile;  'but  I  Imvb  hcnnl  imthlng  nlwut  Ibat  j-et  I  am  a  little 
florrj  about  Lord  I>udl«j,  sa  I  think  they  bav«  dnwn  bim  into 
their  lawh  ;  but  ns  for  tha  otb«r  tbroe^  MpRCuillr  HualciMon 
and  Ixxrd  Palmentan,  I  con  tell  you  the  Ouke  iua  nuvor  luwl  a 
quiet  momont  since  they  joined  bim.  'Wn  slkall  nonr  bc^a  to 
reign.  Tlio  only  iniauk*  wiu  ernr  to  )iave  iflmitted  lliem. 
I  Uiiok  DOW  we  hav«  got  dd  of  Libenli^ju  lot  evcc' 


CHAPTER  VL 

>rii.  FxBRAU  did  not  become  a  utbinet  inlnirter,  but  thin  vu 
B  Tr.xatioD  nther  than  a  dinappointmont,  and  trsusitDt.  Tlie 
nnupeeted  vtoancies  were  fillrd  by  unnxiiectrd  ]«nonn;;uiL  So 
gTMi  a  change  in  the  frame  of  the  ministry,  williout  any  promo- 
tion for  binmclf,  wax  on  lli«  tir^i  improMtion  not  ^piwablo,  Init 
lelloction  and  th«  san^^ine  wisdom  of  Zenobja  soon  convinced 
him  tlut  all  wu  for  the  bmt,  tlist  tb«  thought  of  such  rapid  pr*- 
formcnt  wu  unroaKuiiable,  and  tlut  lime  oud  the  due  veaiiou  muni 
itieritably  bitng  nil  that  be  could  desire,  especially  as  any  t«Tm 
to  (lie  dumlinn  of  ibo  ministry  wiu  not  now  to  bo  forcaMii : 
■caroely  iodeed  pouible.  In  aliort,  it  was  ahown  to  him  ttiat 
the  Tory  party,  renovnl^^  and  reetored,  had  tntemil  upon  a  new 
laMQ  of  authority,  whith  would  stamp  ila  chamct«r  on  t]ie  r» 
naindcr  of  tbe  nineteentli  century,  as  Mr.  Pitt  and  bis  tchool 
had  marked  it*  cnrliar  and  memorable  yuro. 

And  ye4  thia  very  recon^tnx^lioa  of  t3ia  goveniinent  neoas* 
aarily  lad  tn  an  incident  which,  in  it*  conMqaenooa,  clianged  tba 
vrhoto  clianctor  of  Eiiglidi  politic*,  and  coiuaieuoed  a  scries  of 
nTnlollonK  which  hat  not  yet  cloMd. 

<Jfie  ol  the  now  tnini*t«ra  who  hod  bc«n  prnferrcd  to  a  pUoa 
which  Mr.  Kurnira  nii^ihl  have  filled  waa  an  Iriili  genlbninn, 
•ml  a  member  for  one  of  tha  mo«t  conndenbte  counii**  in  Lia 
wuntry.     lU  waa  a  good  spoalcer,  awl  tho  government  wa*  d«- 
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fld«nt  in  debating  power  in  tba  Houm  of  Commoiu;  h«  «u 
pof  nUr  anil  iii(lH«ntia]. 

The  r»tum  of  a  cabinet  mintsUi  hj  a  UTg«  coDstitueocy  w«s 
mora  approciaUd  tn  tba  days  of  cImo  borongha  than  at  prannt. 
Then  waa  a  nitnoar  that  Ibo  navr  minUter  ns  to  be  opposed, 
but  ZoRobia  Iaug)i«d  tbe  ntmout  to  scom.  As  ahe  ineuBtibly 
ivmiuketl  at  ono  nf  bcr  Qvening  galbcnngn,  '  Erorj  landowner 
in  the  county  is  in  ItU  favour ;  tbenfora  it  ia  iinpossiblB.'  Tlie 
■tatixtics  ot  Znnobtn  w«rn  (|uita  eorroct,  jot  tli«  result  iraa  diffo- 
taot  from  what  aha  aoticlinted.  As  Irish  lawjer.  a  professional 
agitator,  himself  a  RocnaD  Catholic  and  tharefbra  indipble, 
annotmeed  himaelf  aa  a  caniliilntc  in  opposition  to  die  new 
minister,  and  on  the  day  of  election,  thirty  thousand  peaaanta, 
•etting  at  defiance  all  the  Luidowiioni  of  the  county,  returned 
O'Coonell  at  the  h«id  of  the  poll,  and  placed  aniong  not  the 
koot  neuomUo  of  bistorical  eventa^the  Clare  election. 

Thb  erent  did  not,  howercr,  occur  until  the  end  of  Uie  jmu 
1828,  for  the  state  of  the  law  then  prevented  the  writ  from  being 
moved  until  that  time,  and  during  the  whole  of  tliat  year  the 
FeiratB  family  liad  punued  a  eouim  of  nnDagging  diapiay.  Cou- 
rage,  expenditure,  and  tact  oomblned,  had  roolised  almost  the 
height  of  that  aocial  ambition  to  whicit  Mrs.  F«mrB  soared.  Even 
in  the  limited  and  exclusive  cirvlo  which  tbon  pmrailcd,  she  begnn 
to  be  counted  among  the  greet  dnnu-K.  As  for  the  twina,  they 
BMmed  quite  worthy  of  their  beautiful  and  luxurioos  niolhor. 
Frond,  wilful,  and  irlfish,  tlinr  luit  onn  rvdeeining  quality,  an 
inteDM  affection  for  each  other.  The  sinter  seemed  to  have  the 
oommanding  spirit,  for  Endymion  was  calm,  but  if  he  wore 
ruled  by  bis  aister,  alte  was  over  willing  to  be  hia  slave,  aiut  to 
aacrifloa  every  consideration  to  hi«  caprice  and  hia  ooovonience. 

The  year  1859  wu  ercntfiil,  but  to  Fcrrars  mora  agitating 
tlion  anxious.  When  it  was  flrtrt  Icuowu  that  the  h«ad  of  the 
cabinet,  whoee  coiteoguo  had  boon  defeated  at  Clare,  was  him- 
adt  about  to  propoee  tlie  emancipation  of  the  Ruman  CotfaolJca, 
tliete  w*a  a  thrill  throughout  the  country ;  but  after  a  time  the 
•ucoMB  of  the  opemtioD  wu  not  doubted,  and  was  anliciixitod 
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I  a  fresh  proof  of  the  ineaietible  fortune  of  the  heroic  BtiitM> 
DiAB.  Then)  «u  somo  popular  cUMOotcDt  in  the  country  at 
the  propoatl,  but  it  iraa  Bi&mly  oixuuiitud  and  *timulat«d  bj 
the  Dimenten,  aad  Uiat  Hction  of  Churchmea  who  most 
nwnibled  them.  Ilie  nigh  Church  pnrty,  the  descendAuts  of 
tile  old  Gonnectiom  vtuch  lud  nllied  loand  Bacheveiell,  bad 
luhrided  into  fonaalism,  and  shrank  from  any  verjr  active 
co-opemliun  with  their  evangelical  bntliran. 

Tbn  EngUsh  Charch  had  no  coiapet«Dt  leaders  anoog  lb« 
cleigy.  The  spirit  that  baa  uum&ted  and  disturbed  our  lallet 
times  seemed  quite  dead,  and  no  one  anticipated  its  iwun*etion. 
The  huhops  bad  been  eelected  from  colleKu  ilon%  men  pro- 
foundljr  ignonmt  of  the  condition  and  the  wants  of  the  country. 
To  have  edited  a  Greek  play  witli  seound-rato  nuccou,  or  to  have 
been  the  tutor  of  eomo  counderable  patridan,  wss  the  qualilles- 
tion  then  deemed  deursUe  and  NuHioient  tor  an  oRictv  which 
Kt  tbit  day  is  at  least  teeerved  for  eloijuence  aud  energy. 
The  social  influeoco  of  the  opifcopel  bonub  was  nolhiag.  A 
firelaU  was  tarely  wen  tu  the  saloons  of  Zmobia.  It  is  since 
the  depth*  of  nligiitus  tbonght  have  been  probed,  and  the  inHu- 
ence  of  vximan  in  the  iprewl  and  luitrnnnee  of  rdigiouji  feeling 
has  again  be«n  teco^iud,  that  faiciualinj{  and  fealiiooaUe 
pnlatee  have  become  favoured  guests  in  the  rotined  csJoona  ot 
the  mighty,  and,  while  apparenlty  Indiil^citi^  in  the  vtmitiea  of 
the  hour,  have  n>-cttabli»hed  the  influence  which  in  old  days 
guided  a  ^fatilda  or  the  mother  of  CoiidAutiue. 

The  end  of  the  year  1629,  however,  brought  a  private  event 
of  moment  to  ttio  Ferran  family.  The  older  &fr.  >'emiis  died. 
The  world  olwerTed  at  tlie  lime  how  liuoply  alTected  hU  »on  was 
at  Uiis  cTi-nt.  The  roktions  between  father  and  son  had  always 
been  eommendabln,  but  the  world  was  hanlly  prepared  for  Mr. 
Penalty  junior,  being  ho  entirely  overwhelmed.  It  would  Mem 
that  notlung  but  the  duties  of  public  life  could  have  reslored 
hfm  to  his  frieuds,  and  even  these  duties  he  relint|uijhed  for  an 
nnusnal  time.  The  world  was  curious  tc  know  the  amount  of 
fail  inheritouee,  but  the  proof  of  the  will  was  uuuauuily  delayed, 
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and  public  evetita  toon  ooenrred  vhicli  aSik*  consignod  tfa*  will 
uul  tbo  will-Buker  to  obliviun. 


CHAPTER  VIL 

Tm  Dukfl  o(  Wellingtoa  applied  himtplf  to  tin  tmbaeDt  of  t1i« 
critiotl  drcuoiiUiKU  of  1830  iritli  tliat  blended  |«^euM  and 
quickneai  of  perci^iitioD  to  which  he  owed  the  succea  of  nun; 
camiAigna.  Quit«  concdout  of  the  difBcultio*  ha  bad  to  en- 
counter, bo  wu  iKTcrtbclcm  full  of  confiilemoe  in  hit  abihtj  lo 
contiu]  tliMs.  It  b  probable  that  tiie  patanouDt  deeire  of  the 
Duke  in  lii«  nfTorl  to  confiim  bia  power  wu  to  nllj  uiil  natora 
the  nnica  of  the  Torj'  portft  disturbed  rather  than  Iwokeu  ap  b; 
Ui«  jNUsing  of  th*  K«lief  BiU,  During  th*  rrry  boat  of  tha 
atrii^C^lte  it  wai  si^iGcnnllf  obterred  that  tbe  liaad  of  ilia 
powerful  family  of  LowUier,  iii  Ibe  IIouot  of  Commons,  was 
never  oakad  to  roaign  hU  office,  altliou^  botfa  binuelf  vid  hia 
fallowing  votod  invuiably  against  the  Oorenuneat  tneonire. 
Tito  order  of  tfao  daj  waa  tfao  utiaoat  oourtMjr  to  the  rvbcls  who 
wuie  treated,  aa  aonie  alleged,  wiUi  more  eonsidention  titan  Itia 
compliant.  At  llio  t&m«  time  the  d«ure  of  iLa  ^^'lli^  lo  cou« 
neeti  porhaps  OT«n  to  merge  themadvca  in  the  minictcrial  raiika,  ' 
waa  not  oogleoted.  A  Whig  hiwl  been  apjioinled  to  aucceod  tbe 
eocentrie  and  too  nnoompromiaing  Wetherell  in  the  olBce  of 
attonioy-general,  oth«r  poata  had  been  placed  at  their  disposal, 
and  one  even,  an  old  companion  in  arms  of  tbe  Duke,  had 
entered  the  cabinet.  The  coniidenc*  in  the  Duke'e  stiir  was  not 
dimintRhcd,  and  under  otdiaary  oLrcunulAticM  this  l>nliinced 
atnile[;y  would  prulahly  have  beett  attOOOBsfuL  But  it  vnu  dei- 
tined  to  oo-pn  with  gruat  and  unexpected  eventa. 

The  lir»t  waa  llie  uuexpectMl  dcmfjM  of  llie  crown.  Tlte  daatlt 
of  Kinf{  George  tlie  Fourth  at  Die  end  of  llio  month  of  June^ 
according  to  the  then  exiating  oonatitulion,  nocoaaitatad  a  diaao> 
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hitiott  of  purliunent,  and  so  deprived  ths  mhutter  of  that  fn- 
Taluable  qoalitT  ol  Utno,  Docvoarr  to  totlea  and  win  lock  his 
cstian^  (fieiide.  NeverthelcM,  it  ia  nol  improbabla,  that  tlM 
I>uk«  mighl  >tUl  hav«  sncooedod,  liad  it  not  been  for  tlie  ooour- 
noM  of  tho  Frendi  insuirectian  of  18-30,  ui  the  mrf  heat  of  Uie 
pteparatioQs  for  the  g«iieta]  election  in  Englnntl.  Tim  Wbig*, 
wija  found  tlie  Duko  going  to  tlie  country  without  tliat  reeou- 
atrnctioo  of  hia  amiigtr;r  ■>"  which  IJKijr  hod  coimtcd.  taw  th«ir 
ep^iortunilj  and  actaed  it.  The  triumphnut  HoIa  of  Paria  yrcn 
dignified  into  '  the  three  glorioDs  days,'  and  the  three  Ktonous 
daya  were  univoraally  reeogniwil  &■  Iha  trium^ih  of  civil  nnd 
reli^oua  liberty.  The  names  of  PoUi^tiuc  aud  Wellington  wore 
■druiUy  connected  together,  and  the  j>iinuo  I'arliunentary  Ro- 
form  beg^u)  lo  cirvulatA 

It  was  Zenobia'a  Uit  reception  for  the  aeaaon ;  on  tlte  morrow 
alie  WON  uliout  to  depart  for  her  eounty,  and  canrM*  for  lier 
eandtdatne.  ^ho  wat  atill  undaonted,  and  never  more  liia|i{finK. 
Tlie  cxcileinRDt  of  tlie  time*  waa  rtiHccltd  in  hrr  inanoer.  She 
addreaind  her  arriving  guasta  aa  thoy  made  tbeir  obuMoca  to 
ber,  asked  fornuwxniwl  itiiparlod  it  before  she  could  be  anavered, 
dodwed  that  Doltiiii^;  tiad  been  wore  critical  aLnce  '93,  Unit  tlinre 
Waa  oDiy  one  man  wlio  wu  able  to  deal  with  the  aitiiniion,  and 
thanked  Ilcnvcn  lie  waa  not  only  in  England,  but  in  her  dnw- 
itig-roooL. 

Fcrran,  who  liail  bwn  dining  irith  his  patron,  l^onl  PoiiiDroy, 
and  liod  tJie  aatixfaclion  of  feeling,  that  at  any  rate  his  return 
to  the  now  purltaRK^nt  waa  certain,  wliile  het]>ing  himwlf  to 
coffee  could  not  rvfmin  from  aaying  in  a  low  tone  lo  a  gentleman 
who  waa  perfortning  the  same  office,  '  Ooi  Whig  friemU  t««iu  in 
high  apiriU^  Inron.' 

The  genlleiiun  thus  addressed  was  Itaron  SergiuB,  a  man  of 
middl'  age.  ilia  countenance  wa*  cinnplnrly  intelligent,  lem- 
pen»l  with  an  exprotsion  mild  and  winning,  tlo  had  attended 
tlio  CoDgrees  of  Vienna  to  reprMcnt  a  fallen  party,  a  dilIl>-iiU 
and  unftracioiu  U*k,  but  he  lind  cluiwn  aadi  high  qunlilie*  in 
the  fulfilment  of  lua  [Miinful  dutiee— ao  much  kuuti'lcdi;«,  to 
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much  wU-Goittrol,  And  bo  muoh  irbe  and  un&ffccUd  cotKilintioa 
— that  h«  had  von  uoivonal  mpect,  uid  Mpeciallj  with  the 
Eii|;li«l)  plc&ijKitcDtiahi:*,  »o  tbat  when  ho  Tuit«d  Kn^and, 
whicli  h«  did  frequetitl?,  the  hoiiMs  of  both  paittes  were  opeii 
to  him,  utid  he  ms  u  intimate  with  the  ^\^igs  na  lie  wu  with 
the  RKAl  Duke,  hj-  whom  ho  wu  highly  Mtoamed. 

■  Aa  WB  have  got  oot  eoSee,  let  oa  sit  down,'  eaid  the  baron, 
■nd  tltcj  witlulrcw  to  h  kHoo  agnintt  the  wall. 

*  Yon  know  I  am  a  libenl,  and  have  alwap  been  a  Lil)«ntl,' 
■aid  the  Wron ; '  I  know  th*  v&la*  of  civil  and  nltgiout  Ulwrty. 
tot  I  was  bora  in  a  countij  wlwre  ws  had  neithsr,  and  wharo 
we  have  since  ecyojed  wther  nry  fitfully.  Nothing  can  be 
much  dicarier  than  the  prcocnt  lot  of  my  country,  and  it  ii  pro- 
bable that  these  doings  at  Paris  may  help  my  fri«inds  a  little, 
nnd  tliey  iiiAy  ajpiin  hold  uji  tlirir  lioad*  for  a  limo  ;  but  I  have 
Ken  too  much,  tnd  am  too  old,  !o  indulge  La  dreaois.  You  &re 
a  young  nuin  and  will  live  to  leo  what  I  can  only  predict.  The 
world  is  thinking  of  something  else  than  civil  and  i«ligioua 
liberty.  Tlioee  an  phrases  of  the  ughtwnth  century.  The  men 
who  have  won  tbcM  '  three  glerloiu  dayt'  at  Pari*,  wnnt  nciilier 
civilisation  nor  reli^ou.  They  will  not  be  content  till  tbey  have 
destroyed  both.  It  is  fNMaiblo  tlut  they  may  bo  parried  for  a 
time  ;  that  the  adroit  wisdom  of  tlie  houM  of  Orleena,  guided 
by  Talleyrand,  mny  give  this  movement  the  resemblance,  and 
eron  the  cluiracter,  of  a  middle-class  revolution.  It  is  no  euoli 
thinf; ;  the  barricades  were  not  erected  by  the  middle  cloM^  I 
know  thete  pooi>le ;  it  is  a  fmtemity,  not  a  nation.  Europe  is 
honeyoonibed  witli  tli«ir  Mcret  focif^lica.  Tliey  an  sprtiut  nil 
ovw  Spain.  Italy  is  entirely  mined.  I  know  more  of  the 
■outhem  than  tlio  northitm  Diktions ;  but  I  have  beon  snared 
by  one  who  should  know  that  the  brotherhood  nra  onmniiidil 
thionghout  Germany  and  even  in  RuBtia.  I  have  spoken  to  tlie 
l>ukc  about  tli«9«  thinj^  n«  is  not  indilToRint,  or  altogether 
iuci«dul(iua,  bat  be  is  so  easentially  pmcticd  tbnt  be  can  only 
deal  with  what  be  boos.  I  have  spoken  to  the  Whig  leaden. 
They  l«U  me  that  then  is  only  one  sgwcifie,  and  that  a  oooiptete 
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on«— consMtaiional  f^overamBnt ;  that  with  repnsoDbttir*  insti- 
tnltonK,  Ktcmt  toriotioa  cARnot  co-exifit.  I  nuj  b«  vrronf;,  but 
tl  aeema  to  me  thnt  with  thoM  socrct  tocwtiea  nprocntttive 
inetitQtui&s  rath«t  will  diMppeoc' 
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Wn^T  nDRxpcctA;!! J  iaok  pliu«  in  tbn  KiuthcTD  part  ot  Engknd, 
siul  especially  io  tie  roantime  eoDDti«s,  dimng  tho  autunm  of 
1830,  teamed  rather  to  confirm  the  intimntiDiu  of  litmo  Sorgiui. 
TIm  people  in  the  rutal  diatiicta  Iiiul  become  ditaffecteiL  Tlieir 
diseonlent  mta  g«nenUy  attnbut«il  fa>  the  aWes  of  tho  Toot 
Law,  and  to  tlin  Iowtimh  of  tboir  irageit.  Bui  tlie  abuites  of 
the  Poor  law,  though  iotolenble,  w«t«  gonontly  in  favour  of 
the  bhourrr,  and  thou^  wag«  io  loiiio  pnrtu  went  uii<iu«liaii- 
abiy  low,  it  tras  ofaserr^d  that  the  tninutttioui  aaaemhlies,  eudinff 
trn]u«ntlj  in  riot,  vnen  held  in  digtrict«  where  this  cauM  did  not 
prevail.  The  mott  f«arftil  fenturo  of  tho  approaching  anarchy 
wa«  the  frCiqiicDt  acte  of  inc«ndiariefi.  The  bluing  hoaaKtcails 
haffled  the  feeble  police  and  the  helplesa  roagiattatee  ;  and  the 
gorecDmeat  had  teaaon  to  believe  that  foreign  ageste  wan 
aetlvely  promoting  theac  myiit«rioi»  crimoi. 

Amid  partial  discontent  and  general  dejection  came  the  crash 
of  tho  Wellington  nuniitri',  and  it  rcriuii«d  all  the  in«pinlioii 
of  Zaaohia  to  miatain  Wtilinm  yerrara  under  the  triaL  But  the 
waa  undaunted  and  nnguino  nn  a  morning  in  xpring.  Kolhing 
Mold  penuwle  her  that  tlie  \^*liipi  could  over  form  a  govenh 
ment,  and  ahe  waa  qniUi  «are  that  tho  ckrks  in  the  public  olficoa 
alone  could  turn  them  out  When  the  Whig  goTsmment  v-a« 
formal,  and  il«  terrible  programme  announced,  she  ktigheii  it  to 
Mora,  and  d>*rt(lud  with  inextinni^lihlc  merriment  the  idi>a  of  the 
Bowe  of  Common*  pouiug  n  Kuform  Bill.  Bha  hcl<t  a  gn»t 
Heetubly  the  night  that  General  Goacoyne  defeated  the  Bret 
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BMMMTs,  «ad  fsaMd  an  srening  ol  ecittuf  In  glTins  and  ra- 
eetTing  congntutationa.  T1i«  monov  faraughl  s  graver  braw, 
but  slill  nn  indanitable  spirit,  and  throngfa  all  th<!M  tomprntnoiu 
tii&es  Zenobia  n«T«r  quatl«il,  Uunigb  moba  buml  Um  castlea  of 
dukiM  and  tlio  palaoea  of  bubopa. 

SoiiotiB  a*  ma  the  aut«  of  aflhin  to  WiDJaro  F«mTS,  bis 
eonditioa  was  not  so  desf^raUi  ««  tbab  of  aome  of  hia  frien<k 
Bia  Mat  at  Imxt  wiut  aafe  in  ibe  now  ^rliaracnt  tbat  was  to  pints 
a  Reform  Itill.  As  toi  the  Tories  g&nemllyi  tbej  vera  swept 
off  the  board.  Scarcoir  a  coiutitucncy,  in  wbicb  mu  a  popular 
lament,  waa  faithful  to  them.  Tlte  oo<iuiUes  in  those  days 
weM  th«  great  expounden  of  popular  principles,  and  whenever 
England  wa«  excttad.  vfaidi  waa  nt%  tbe  apolie  Uirougli  liur 
freehoMenL  In  tbts  btttaaea  almoei  evevy  Tory  knigUt  of  the 
diire  lost  hia  scat  except  Lord  Chandoe,  the  member  for  Duck- 
Ingbamibira,  who  owed  bis  succea  entiielj  to  hU  personal 
popularity.  '  Never  mind,'  anid  Zvnobio,  '  what  does  it  signify  I 
The  Lords  wtU  throw  it  out.' 

And  bravely  and  unceasingly  aha  worked  for  tbis  end.  To 
laust  this  purpose  it  was  necessary  tbat  a  lengtbooed  and 
powarfol  redetsnce  to  the  meaeure  should  be  made  in  tba 
Commons;  that  the  public  mind  should  be  imprv**cd  with  its 
dangerous  principlw,  end  its  proraoten  cheapened  by  the  expo- 
■are  of  their  coinipt  arrangement*  and  tbair  tnaconrate  details. 
It  musL  be  confessed  that  tbeee  objeota  wer«  reaolutcly  kvpt  in 
view,  nnd  thnt  tlM)  Tory  oppoailion  evinced  energy  and  abiiities 
not  uitunrttiy  of  a  great  parllamenUry  occasion.  Fcmn  parti* 
enlsily  distingiiished  hiiDMlC  lie  rwe  immensely  in  the  asti- 
mAtion  of  the  nome,  aiid  aonn  the  public  began  to  talk  of  him. 
Hit  KUtistioa  about  the  con<lenined  borouglia  mm  s«t«\inding 
and  unanswarabla :  ha  was  the  only  man  who  aeetiied  Lo  knnw 
anything  of  the  elemenls  of  the  new  ones.  Ho  was  as  eloquent 
loo  as  exact, — sometimes  «a  fervent  aa  Bnrko,  and  always  oa 
Bcenrate  as  Cocker, 

'  I  never  tliouglit  it  wot  in  WiUUm  Forrajs.'  said  a  member, 
muiingly,  to  a  companion  as  they  walked  boma  one  night ;  '  I 
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■Iwnyi  tbottght  hita  i  good  man  of  bu»tD*is,  and  ftlt  that  tort  of 
Ihing — but,  somuhow  or  other,  I  did  not  Uiiuk  Uii*  waa  in 
him.' 

*  Woll,  ho  liM  a  good  dtal  at  stake,  and  that  bringe  it  out  of 
a  fellow,'  said  his  fritud. 

Il  was,  howorer,  pouring  wat«r  apoQ  sand.  Any  substantial 
iwiatunctt  to  tho  iscaaun  vm  tnia  tho  first  out  of  tho  qu«cition. 
Lord  Chandos  accom|>!tBlied  the  only  important  feat,  and  that 
was  the  MifTtti}chieom«nt  of  the  farmers.  This  poipotiuU 
•trugglo,  however,  occasioned  a  vaat  deal  of  tixciUnient,  and  tlte 
ftCtOfS  in  it  often  indulged  in  the  «-ild  credulity  of  impoaaiblo 
•zpcctatiotu.  Tho  a^ooo  of  Zcnobta  nna  over  thronged,  and 
aha  waa  nav«r  more  oonfldent  than  when  the  bill  poased  the 
Commou.  Sho  knew  that  the  Kinn;  would  nevsr  gir«  hia 
uMot  to  tbe  hUL  Bit  Miycetj  lisd  had  quite  wunif(h  of  going 
down  in  bAckney  coachoa  to  carrjr  revolutions.  Afl«r  aU,  he 
•Koa  tlM  von  of  good  Ring  Geor^,  and  tho  covrt  would  save 
the  country,  aa  it  hod  often  done  before.  ■  But  it  will  not  come 
to  tliat,'  afae  aililmL     '  Tlio  Loida  will  do  their  duty.' 

'  But  Lord  Warorlcy  l«Ik  me,'  «aid  Ferrars,  '  Uial  there  are 
forty  of  them  who  wore  against  the  bill  last  year  who  will  rote 
lor  the  (•oond  rending.' 

*  Nerer  mind  Lord  Warerley  and  nich  addlebrains,*  said 
Zmobio,  with  a  nnilo  of  triumphant  Dtyalery.  'So  long  as  wo 
have  Ui«  court,  the  Duke,  and  Lonl  Lyndhitrst  on  our  aide,  we 
can  aflTon)  bo  langh  at  such  conceited  poltroona.  Hit  mother 
wn4  m;  dcArmt  friend,  and  I  know  he  used  to  have  fits.  Look 
bright,'  the  continued  ;  '  things  never  were  bettor.  Befora  a 
week  has  passed  tbue  people  will  be  nowhere.' 

*  Bat  how  is  it  pomiblo  1 ' 

*  Trust  me.' 

*  I  always  do — and  yet* 

*  Yoo  iMTar  wera  lunror  being  o  cabinet  mioister,'  iho  said, 
with  a  radiant  glanceL 

And  ftenohia  was  right.  Though  the  gonrnmeot,  vith  tho 
aid  of  tho  waverei*,  carriod  Ute  second  reading  of  the  bill,  a 
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w«ek  afterw&rdB,  on  ilny  7,  t/yri  Lyndhunt  rallM  tb» 
mrcntni  af^ain  tA  liia  HUitwlard  oud  curtod  hut  fomoiu  ntoltt- 
tioD,  that  the  enfranchiaii^  cIaiims  ebould  pre««de  th«  diBfran- 
cJiisonwi&t  in  tbo  grwt  mMrarn.  Lovd  Gray  and  hb  cnllnagura 
iwigned,  and  the  Kiojit  o^ol  for  Loid  LyodtmrsL  T)i«  knid 
eliief  baroa  ftdviMd  IGa  Mqj««^  t«  conEiilt  tho  Dnke  of 
WellinKtitii,  and  wu  Ithneclf  tii«  beu«r  of  the  King'a  mwaaf^a 
lo  Apeley  UoiiBe.  Thi>  Dtiko  fmind  tha  King  '  in  groat  Au- 
trav,'  and  h«i  tlienTfot«  did  not  lituitaU  in  proniaing  lo  endea- 
vour lo  fonn  a  ministry. 

'Who  was  rightt'  Miid  Znnohia  to  Mr.  Femni.  'He  h 
W  bnsj  h«  could  not  wht«  to  you,  but  he  told  me  to  tell  jaa 
lA  call  at  Apfllef  Uoiue  at  twelvfl  to-morrow.  You  will  be  Cn

'  I  have  got  tt  at  laat  1 '  said  Ferraja  lo  himselt  '  It  ia  worth 
VviDg  for  and  at  any  periL  All  the  caraa  of  life  kIiiIc  into 
Ineigniflcanco  under  rach  circnrnvUncM.  The  dilficnlties  ai« 
gnat,  but  tlieir  very  gnwtnctt  will  fnraiali  Uie  meana  of  their 
•olatiotL  The  Crown  cannot  be  dragged  in  the  mnd,  and  tbs 
Duke  waa  bom  for  eoDi{tie)it.' 

A  day  pa»od,  and  another  dny,  luul  Ferrsn  was  not  a^ain 
Bsmmoneii.  The  affair  soomal  to  lung  Br«.  Zoiiobta  waa  ctiU 
brave,  but  Fmmra,  who  konw  h«T  thoroughly,  could  detect  her 
larktBg  enxiety.  Then  the  told  him  in  confidence  that  Sir 
Bobert  nuulc  di^cultiiw,  '  but  themt  »  nothing  in  it,'  alie  aiidud. 
'The  I>uke  bos  provid-id  for  ererythiiirc.  and  be  meona  Sir 
Robert  to  be  Pramief.  He  coald  not  refiue  Hut ;  it  would  be 
Klmoat  ail  act  of  troiwon.'  Two  days  after  she  sent  for  Utv 
Femn,  eiuly  In  tbs  rooraJag,  and  recMved  him  in  her  boudoir. 
Iliit  countonanee  mx  oxcttud,  but  aorioui.  '  Don't  be  alarmud,' 
A»  laiA ;  '  nothing  will  prevent  a  government  being  formed, 
but  Sir  Robert  has  thrown  u«  over;  I  neror  had  confidence  in 
him.  It  !•  mo«t  piuvokin;;,  aa  Mr.  Baring  lud  joined  ub,  and 
It  waa  such  a  good  Daia«  for  tbo  Citj*.  But  the  fnilurc  of  one 
mn  IB  tho  opportunity  of  another.  We  want  a  leader  in  the 
BouH  of  Commons     He  uuit  be  a  man  who  can  epwk ;  of 
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upchcDc^  wbo  knowa  tba  IIoum,  itn  fi>nn*,  ftnJ  all  thnt, 
TIten  13  onljr  one  nan  indicated.  You  c«niiot  doabt  about 
him.  I  told  jrou  honours  would  be  tamblu^  on  joar  hood. 
You  are  tho  man ;  you  are  to  have  oii«  of  th«  higkost  offl«a  in 
the  cabiao^  and  Itad  the  House  of  Commons.' 

'  Pcd  deelina,'  nid  Femn,  ■jwaking  tlowljr  and  tliaking  hia 
head.     '  Tliat  u  veij  serioui.' 

'fot  himself,' said  Zau<M*,  'not  for  you.  It  nuk«a  jour 
fottuna.' 

■  Th«  difficulties  nem  too  great  1«  oontend  with.' 

'  What  difficulties  ara  then  I  Von  liara  got  tho  conrtr  txA 
3roD  have  got  tli«  HouM  of  Lords.  Mr.  Pitt  woa  not  nearly  aa 
well  ofi^  fox  he  bad  never  be^n  in  office,  and  had  at  tha  saom 
time  to  fight  Lord  Norlh  and  tluit  wicked  Mr.  Fax,  the  oratoi 
of  the  day,  while  you  have  only  got  Lord  Althorp,  who  cant 
ofder  his  own  dinner,' 

>  I  ain  in  ainateiueut,'  said  Ferrara,  and  he  seemed  plunged 
in  thought.

As  he  uoved  along,  he  was 
bating  his  courage  and  c«iiacity  for  tho  sharp  trials  that  awaited 
liiuL  Ue  felt  himself  not  unequal  to  oonjuuetnres  in  which  he 
had  nevot  previinuly  indulged  even  in  imaginatioa  His  had 
basB  an  ambitious,  ntliec  tlian  a  scaring  spirit.     He  had  nerei 
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eontomplated  the  posaMaion  of  powar  oxwpt  tind«r  the  »gis  of 
■OBW  oooiBiuuliiig  clitof.  Now  it  wu  (or  him  to  oontrol  KiutlM 
and  guide  coundliL  He  scnwed  fainuelf  up  to  the  alielcuis- 
potnt  UiHf«nttioa  is  fomctimo  «■  powarfnJ  an  impinr  u 
genluA. 

The  great  man  was  atone, — calm,  eaajr,  and  oourteona.  He 
bad  nnl  for  Mr.  Fcrran,  becatua  having  liod  ooo  inlnnnuvr  with 
him,  in  which  hie  co-operatioo  bad  been  raqiwated  in  the  con* 
dact  <rf  affaira,  the  Vnko  thon^t  it  waa  daa  to  him  to  give  him 
the  eailimt  tntimatiun  of  lh«  eltaQ};o  of  ciTcumvlonot!*.  The 
vote  of  tlie  House  of  O>mmons  od  the  motion  of  Lord  Ebrington 
had  phiccd  an  ininrmoun  table  txtrrior  to  Llie  (onnation  of  a 
^orerament,  and  hut  Gmoe  bad  accordingly  ie1inqui*h«d  the 
conaiMion  with  which  he  had  bcaii  outnutwl  by  the  King.

Ataiuxo  himsfllf  of  his  latoh-Vey,  Formn  le-antered  hit  bom* 
unnoticed.

HIa  GoUaague,  a  relative  of  the  heiress,  had  died,  and  care  was 
taken  that  no  one  should  be  substituted  in  his  stead.     All  this 
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luul  boon  dinovOTid  bj  T«n^  od  hit  &t)in^  doath,  bot  ninbi- 
tion,  and  tfae  excitemeDt  of  a  life  of  Mended  datioD  aoA  peril, 
bod  tu«uin«d  him  onder  the  cODCUBsioii.  One  bf  one  ev^r; 
chance  bad  vanishtnl :  firxt  ha  privat«  mean*  and  thsu  hii 
pnbiitpraapects;  be  lad  lost  oDtce,  and  uuw  be  was  about  t« 
lose  pultamcnt  IIiR  whole  position,  ao  long,  and  carafuUxi  and 
alciUull^  built  uji,  SL-cmod  to  diwolve  and  dinipate  into  iiingni- 
fiont  fragments  And  now  he  had  to  braak  tlie  situation  to  lua 
wife.  She  was  to  become  the  unprepared  partner  of  tho  tocnt 
which  lud  flawed  at  his  hoort  for  yean,  during  whidi  to  licr 
hia  nticn  had  often  been  Bciiliag  and  alwars  eeKoo.  Mm. 
Penan  wm  at  home,  and  alone,  in  her  luxuiioui  boudoir,  and 
he  went  to  her  at  once.  After  years  of  diasiinulation.  now  that 
all  waa  over,  Korron  could  not  bear  tho  nupcnae  of  fout-and- 
twentjr  boon. 

It  wna  difUcuIt  to  bring  Iiat  into  a  mood  of  mlud  capable  of 
eoniprolieuiling  a  tithe  of  wlial  she  bad  to  learn ;  aad  yet  the 
dafkeat  pari  of  the  tale  ihe  waa  never  to  know.  Mra  Forrara, 
though  sLngularJj  intuitive,  ehranlc  from  coiitroversj,  and  settled 
ererjrthing  by  eontimitctioD  and  aasertion.  She  maintiuncd  for 
a  long  tiuie  tliat  wbul  hur  hudband  coniinunicated  to  her  could 
not  be  i  that  it  waa  abeurd  and  even  iiupoMihle,  After  a  while, 
abo  talked  of  ti>Iling  her  dianionda  and  reducing  lier  cquipagva, 
MeriBctng  which  she  aaeuined  would  put  e7er}'thing  right.  And 
when  aho  found  her  huxbond  still  grave  and  still  intimating  tliat 
Uie  aacrificM  mutt  be  beyond  all  thin,  anil  tliat  tlicy  uiuirt,  prajMin 
(or  the  life  and  habits  of  another  aooal  sphere,  she  became 
TioluDt,  and  wapt  and  declared  her  wrongs ;  that  she  bad  been 
deceived  and  outraged  and  infamously  trMted. 

Ramembsring  how  long  and  with  whnt  appareot  serenity  In 
ber  piMVnoe  he  hud  endured  hi*  secret  won*,  and  how  o»«  of  tha 
principal  objecta  of  bis  life  had  ever  been  to  guard  her  even 
ftom  a  eliado  of  solicitiKle,  eron  the  rpstrained  Fen«r«  waa 
afTectod  ;  his  cotiiilejiiiiice  cliangnd  and  his  eye  liecame  sufluaed. 
When  she  olwerwed  this,  she  Middenly  threw  her  anus  round  hia 
neck  and  with  many  embraces,  amid  sighs  and  toan,  exclaimM], 
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<0  WUliam  I  if  w«  1ot«  Mwb  otber,  vbit  doM  utj-tliing 
dgnifjt' 

And  vbat  coaM  tnytlUDg  aignif j  under  each  cumuBBtanon 
■nd  on  «iieh  condition*  t  An  Fenara  pcwaod  his  beautiful  wifo 
to  his  heut,  be  remeabeKd  odIj  Us  earij  1ot«,  wliicfa  cecmwl 
«Dtii«l7  to  nrivo.  UiiooilbckxuI;  to  hiiBMlf,  too,  li«  ww  gmatly 
idisved  hj  Uila  bunt  of  tcndernuM  iw  hor  ]KUt,  tor  the  pnwpoct 
of  this  iDt«rvtew  bad  been  tuoet  distneafiil  to  bim.  'My 
darling,'  ha  nid,  'oun  is  not  a  cwa  of  eoairaon  impnidaDoa  or 
BuefoTtuiML  yfa  ate  tlie  victiau  of  a  nTolutioo,  antl  wo  lansl 
bear  otu  lot  aa  becomes  va  under  snch  circtUBataneee.  Individual 
tnigfortiinM  ar«  merged  in  tbo  groator  catastrophe  of  the  coontrf.' 

'  That  is  lh«  true  fi«w,'  eaid  hia  wife;  'aad,  after  all,  tbe 
poor  King  of  Franco  ia  much  wotw  off  than  we  ar»,  Howwur, 
I  conoot  now  buy  the  Ducbeaae  of  S«vn»'  Uoe,  which  I  had 
ptoi&iMd  W  to  do.  It  is  nth«r  tvtwani  HoweTfit,  Uh  butt 
-  wajr  olwaja  ia  to  wpwk  the  truth.  I  inn«l  loll  the  dnchaw  I  aa 
poworlusa,  and  that  we  are  the  victima  of  a  revolution,  Uk* 
horaelt' 

Then  they  bpgnn  to  talk  quite  coeflj  together  over  their  pro- 
apede,  he  Bitting  on  the  sofa  bj-  her  side  and  holding  her  haniL 
Mm  Femr*  wotild  not  hoar  of  retiring  to  the  continent.  '  No,' 
she  said,  with  all  her  aanguine  vein  retumiog, '  you  nlvriiTii  used 
to  aay  I  brought  jtouIqcIl,  and  I  will  bring  yon  luck  jet.  Then 
must  be  a  reactiou.  I'bo  whccJ  will  turn  and  bring  round  our 
triotulft  again.  Do  not  let  us  then  be  out  of  the  vaj.  Your 
dofms  are  immonse.  Thejr  mutt  do  something  for  you.  Tbejr 
ought  to  give  you  India,  and  if  we  only  mI  our  mind  ujion  it, 
we  slioU  get  ii  Uepond  upon  it,  things  are  not  so  bod  as  they 
aeeni.  Whnt  appear  to  be  cnlainitieM  are  often  the  sources  of 
fortune.  I  would  mnth  aooaer  that  you  should  be  GoveIIlo^ 
Goneral  than  ■  cabinet  minister.  That  odious  Honso  of  Com- 
mons [a  very  weaiieom&  I  sm  not  R\ire  any  coiiitilntion  can 
bear  it  very  long.  I  am  not  sura  whether  I  would  not  prefer 
being  GoTemor-Gonertd  of  India  even  to  being  Frime  Minister.' 
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Ix  DO(ueqti«nc«  of  the  ngirtmtioa  niider  Uia  Roform  Act  it  win 
not  poMitilo  for  [larlumunt  to  hn  disMlred,  and  on  cppul 
»ad«  (o  t)i«  n«w  coMtilueucy,  natU  tlie  end  ol  the  jear.  Thu 
-was  adviuiUigeoiu  to  Mi:  Fernn^  ud  aOordad  him  tix  moDthi 
of  jMrauMl  Mcurit;  to  aitanse  bis  aflAin.  Bulh  hiulond  cad 
wife  w«n  prond,  «ad  mn  uixioua  to  quit  the  world  wttb 
digntlf.  All  wen  so  busy  about  tbemtelvM  at  thut  period,  and 
the  victButudee  of  life  botwcuMi  conttneDtal  tevolntionft  and 
English  refonn  so  varioun  and  cxtnnniro,  that  it  wm  not  itifliealt 
to  avoid  the  icnitiny  of  ioci«ty.  Ura.  Fenan  btuke  to  Zuuubia 
that,  aa  bor  hushsod  was  no  longer  to  be  in  [•ailiuoent,  tbejr  had 
ntolrod  to  retire  for  Home  time  to  a  country  life,  though,  a*  Mr. 
Fenara  liad  at  leoglh  eiicccixlcd  in  impTeuiDg  on  his  wife  that 
thair  futun  iacoinc  vriu  to  bo  cuimled  by  hundieda,  InitMHl  of 
tbonsanda,  it  was  difGcult  for  her  to  leali^ea  rural  estahUshioeiit 
that  ahooJd  oombino  di^Tiity  and  ooonoay.  Without,  however, 
dbaolntely  alle^^ing  tlie  cause,  she  cootrivud  to  ballla  the  various 
propositions  of  this  kind  which  the  aDaigstto  Zanobia  mad*  to 
hor,  and  whila  she  listened  with  apparent  inteiest  toauonntaof 
deci  parks,  and  exlensiv*  shooting,  aud  delightful  nsightioiir- 
hoods,  would  just  exclaim,  '  Chiinniu^  I  but  rsUier  uiore,  I 
finejr,  tlum  ire  require,  for  we  Diein  to  be  very  quiet  till  oij 
girl  is  preaentod.' 

Tlisi  jroung  lady  was  now  thirtoen,  and  though  her  parcnta 
were  careful  to  say  nothing  in  her  presence  which  would 
inaterially  rav«al  their  rati  situation,  for  which  tliey  inliuidsd

He  knocked  gaily  at  the  door,  a  ichoolboya  knock, 
and  waa  banll;  tn  the  halt  wli«n  bis  oaiue  vaa  aU«d,  aud  be 
oKigbt  the  f*oe  of  his  «ut«r,  leaning  o*«r  tbe  faeltutfade  of  the 
luKUng-plaeoi  Ho  no  npMaiis  vitb  wondioaa  epeed,  and  vaa 
in  an  ui«tant  lockod  in  ha  uibm.  8bB  kiiaed  bim  and  kused 
him  again,  and  wbcn  lie  tried  to  apeak,  ahe  alopped  fail  moiith 
with  bieaoa.  And  then  ibo  add,  'Somelfaing  has  happened. 
What  it  ia  I  cannot  make  out,  but  vo  an:  to  hjiTe  no  more 
panius.'

The  difficulty  of  linding 
a  tenant  fur  mdt  a  place,  ncvi-T  eavy,  iru  incrcaaed  bj  its  re- 
iDot«ne««  from  any  railway  communication,  which  wm  now 
Iwgintiitig  to  figur«  a*  an  important  clumcnt  in  tuch  airnnge- 
m«nt«.  The  M&ster  in  Chancery  would  he  aatiafied  with  « 
Dominal  nnt,  provided  only  fa*  eoutd  obtain  a  Eamily  of  oon- 
aideration  to  luild  uiuk-r  liim.  Mr.  Ferront  was  ]>ersuaded  to  go 
down  sloDQ  to  Teconuoitre  the  place.  It  pleased  him.  It  waa 
ariatocntic,  y<t  ein^lariy  innxp«iisire.  Tho  lionse  coataincd 
an  immense  ball,  which  readied  the  roof,  and  which  would  have 
become  a  baronial  mansion,  and  n  Tast  ataiicase  in  keeping ;  but 
the  living  rooms  were  luoderale,  ercn  small,  In  dimensioua,  and 
not  nnmorona.

It  WB>  doak  when  tiny  atrived  at  Huntley,  and  the  melan- 
choly hoiir  did  not  ttnd  to  rai**  their  iipinte.  HowcTer,  Uw 
II«rdeneT'«  vrife  had  lit  a  good  6r«  of  beochwood  in  Ui«  drawing 
rooni,  and  throw  as  Ihoj  antanHl  a  pannier  of  conn  upon  the 
toga,  whiuh  cnulcled  and  cheerfutlj  hfatiod  away.  Etvq  Mjia 
Mamed  intoiwted  by  the  novelty  of  the  wood  fin  and  the  iron 
AogL  She  remained  by  their  lide^  looking  abetiactodly  on  the 
axpiring  logi^  while  her  parents  vand«rtd  about  the  houae  and 
examitiMt  w  pnpaied  thia  nquirite  arrnn^racnts.

On  tho  teconit  lUj  ntUx  thoir  arrivsJ,  ths  N«tar  and  hia  wif« 
tnade  them  a  visit.  Mr.  Peoraddoek  va»  a  Daluraliet,  and  hod 
irritt«n  tho  history  of  iu»  fmnib.  Ha  had  «cap«d  being  aa 
Oxford  don  by  being  pTcfurTcd  early  to  thb  ooEIega  Living,  but  ha 
had  raan-ied  the  duugtitcr  of  a  don,  who  apfwociated  th«  gnod 
Diannare  of  their  ncn-  acjuainlaDccs,  and  whc^  when  alw  bod 
orenoma  lh«ir  fint  rutber  ano-tiuipinng  itnpnst«ioa,  bc<»ma 
eoramimicative  and  ftmnfml  th«m  much  vith  bor  details  mpect- 
tng  til*  tiltln  world  in  wliich  Uiey  were  now  (o  lire.  She  oanld 
not  eonceal  ber  wonderment  at  the  bnaty  of  the  twins,  thooKh 
(hey  were  no  longer  habit«d  in  those  diwscs  which  bad  onco 
astontthed  even  Mayfair. 

Part  of  th«  achem*  of  tlio  new  liU  was  th*  education  of  the 
children  by  tbeir  parents.  Mr.  Femra  had  been  a  distingui»bcil 
sdioUr,  niicl  wnj<  still  a  good  ODC^  lie  was  pntjent  and  metbo- 
dtoal,  and  deeply  interested  in  his  contemplatad  taak.

Sbu 
loaned  with  a  glanoo,  and  remeaibered  with  oxtraonlinary 
tenacity  everything  sbe  bad  ooquiied  But  alia  wu  neither 
tender  nor  defer«nt)al,  and  to  in'liice  her  to  study  you  oauld  not 
depend  on  the  affections,  but  only  on  bnr  intelltgenca.  So  she 
was  ofI«Q  ntful.  capTieiou^  or  proroking,  and  ber  mother,  who, 
tboiigfa  accomplishod  and  mger,  had  m^ithf  r  the  method  nor  tha 
*o1f>i«stTnint  of  Mr.  Penaia,  was  often  nniioytNt  and  irritable. 
Then  there  was  scenes,  or  mthcr  ehalli^ona  on  one  side,  tot 
Myia  w«r«  aln-ays  nnmoTciI  and  cniagii^  from  h«r  total  want  of 
wqislbility.  Sometimes  it  beunnM  nnceemry  lo  apptial  to  \h, 
Porrars,  and  ber  nmtncr  to  h«r  father,  though  devoid  of  feeling, 
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t  *l  laut  a«4  contenptuoas.  yerertbeless,  «a  the  whofo  the 
■chuao,  M  tima  w«nl  od,  promisod  to  bo  not  naroccawfaL 
Sadjriniion,  though  not  n)>idlj,  advanoed  tun-lr,  and  mada 
•one  WRcnda  for  Ui«  yean  lliat  bad  boen  wasted  in  fHshionablt 
priratA  wchooU  and  Uw  llieii  frivolity  of  Etoii.  Ikfym,  who, 
LOtwithEtAiiding  Iter  early  day*  of  indulgoDce,  had  enjoyed  Iho 
advanto^  of  admirable  govcrucMco,  waa  well  ^ouiulcd  in  innn> 
Uian  oiM  tuod»ra  laDgBage,  aod  aha  soon  maslvrc<l  ttiuin.  And 
in  due  Utn«,  thoogh  modi  &ft«r  the  period  on  which  we  are 
BOW  touching^  she  anttounced  bcr  dc«iru  lo  became  actiuaioted 
villi  Geiman,  Id  thow  daya  «  much  rarer  acqoirement  than  at 
proatuL  llcr  motlicr  could  Dot  help  hm  la  thin  rapnct,  aii<l 
that  waa  perliapa  an  additional  reason  for  the  atu<ly  of  Uiia 
tongue,  for  Myra  was  iinjmtioDt  of  tuitjon,  and  not  unjiisUy  full 
of  •oK-confideiice.  Slie  took  abo  tlio  keenust  inturust  in  the 
ptogteai  of  her  hrothuTi  mado  !inii«lt  aciunintcd  n-ith  all  lUa 
lenciDi,  aod  oumctiDita  bdjivd  Itim  iu  lliuir  adiii^veitii.-iit. 

Though  they  bad  absolutely  no  ecquaintanco  of  any  kiud 
■xc«pt  ibo  roctor  and  hia  foniily,  life  was  not  dull.  Mr.  I'orrara 
waa  alwaya  employed,  for  beatdu  the  education  of  lii#  children, 
he  had  aystomatically  retiiraod  a  habit  in  which  he  had  before 
oocuionally  indulgcil,  and  that  was  political  oompoaitioa  He 
had  in  hia  lofty  days  been  the  anthor  of  more  than  one  eeeay, 
in  the  meet  celebrated  [wriodical  publi»lion  of  the  Tories, 
which  had  commanded  attention  and  obtained  celebrity.  Many 
•  public  man  of  hig^h  rank  and  reputation,  and  even  more 
than  one  I'riute  MiutiUr,  liad  coittrilmtud  in  thvir  tlico  to  ita 
fUBOua  pnges,  but  never  without  being  paid.  It  ww  the 
organic  law  of  thia  publication,  that  gratuitous  cnntributiona 
alionld  nnver  be  admiiud.  And  in  thia  princi]>lc  Ihvre  waa  aa 
much  wt^om  as  pride.  Celebmted  statMnum  would  point  with 
oonipbocncy  to  the  aiiufT-box  or  the  picture  which  had  been 
purchased  by  their  literary  labour,  and  tlipre  ■am  mote  than  one 
branlet  on  the  arm  of  yin.  Fvrran,  and  luore  than  one  genet 
tn  ber  atalilc,  which  had  been  thu  regard  of  a  I'tufouud  ot  a 
■UshiBg  article  by  William. 
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What  ha<l  been  tfae  o«casioiuU  divenion  lyf  politicB]  lib  vm 
now  to  bo  tiM  souroa  of  rpgnlar  ineome;  Tliough  livin;;  to  pr»- 
toaai  BoliUiile,  Fenan  had  a  vait  mia  oE  political  *xperiene« 
to  draw  upon,  and  thoogh  tus  tcatbing  and  genenl  bLdligcnco 
wtmt  in  nalitj  too  exclnuve  and  academical  for  tli*  atiRiDi; 
age  wMcb  lud  ooiv  opened,  and  on  which  ha  had  nnhappil; 
falI«D,  thfl;r  n«Ti[thel<«a  roittd  tha  atidienoe  to  which  they  wum 
puticulailf  adtlfeaMcL  His  Corinthian  styla,  in  which  tlio 
Mrenad  o(  Xl  Borka  was  habited  in  Ui«  lartnodaof  AlnMclc's, 
hta  nreaxma  agniiut  tha  illitarato  and  his  invectives  agaiiut  the 
low,  his  desoriptions  of  the  eoimtry  life  of  the  arigtocracj'  con- 
tfaat«d  with  tha  horron  of  th*  gaillotioe,  hia  Homttan  allimons 
and  hi*  TltglUan  poaamea,  comhEoed  to  produce  a  whole  which 
etiually  fatdnated  and  alannod  hia  readers. 

Thme  contribution*  ocnamoned  aomn  com mnni cations  with 
th«  tditoi  or  pal)luh«r  of  the  R«viisw,  which  w«n  not  withoal 
intttTcaL  I^uoeli  caiM  down  by  the  eonch,  oocloatng  not  meralj 
)iroof  sheets,  but  ftW|aeDlly  new  booka — the  pamphlet  of  the 
hour  bofote  it  was  pabliduMi,  or  a  Tolana  of  disoorariM  in  un> 
known  liuida.  It  waa  a  link  to  the  world  they  hod  quitted 
withont  any  painftil  associations.  Otherwise  their  communloa- 
tiosa  with  the  onter  world  wore  slight  and  race.  It  is  difficult 
for  us,  who  lire  in  an  a^  of  railraailn,  tcle;,'nipha,  penny  poata 
and  penny  newspaper*,  to  realin  how  nncrentful,  how  limitad 
in  thougiht  and  fewlinf;,  as  well  as  in  inddont,  wn*  the  life  of  an 
English  family  of  retired  haMla  and  timitcd  meana,  only  forty 
ycATS  ago.  The  whole  world  lecmod  to  ba  morally,  aa  well  os 
nu>t«naUy,  '  odncrijiti  glehce,'

the  '  Krmin;;  Mail,'  nliirh  arrived  three  timea  a  weak,  and  was 
the  '  Timea '  u«wai>n|)eT  with  alt  ita  contents  cxcejit  iU  adveHfae* 
inontB,  Aa  the  'Timm' newspaper  had  tlie  credit  of  mainly 
eontribuling  to  lli«  [xuiMng  of  Ij>nl  Gny's  Reform  Bill,  and  woe 
then  whi^iund  to  enjoy  tlie  incredible  aale  of  twelve  Ihuuaand 
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enpiiM  lioilv,  ^[r.  Fvmn  Msamad  tlut  in  !U  columiu  ha  voold 
tRioe  the  most  auUientic  inUmationa  of  ooming  erenta.  TIm 
co*t  of  po^Mgt  vM  then  »  hmrj,  ihaX  domcotie  coimpondoncs 
wti9  nooesBaiily  ver^  redricted.  But  this  rexations  limitation 
hanUr  apjJied  to  t}ie  Perrars.  Th«7  hod  novcr  paid  pwU^ 
Tbuy  wore  bum  ami  hnil  nlwnya  lived  in  tliu  fmuktng  wotlJ, 
aod  alihongb  Mr.  Funan  bad  now  himself  lost  tho  privilcga^ 
both  official  and  pailiamontary,  stitl  aJt  lh«ir  comMpondeata 
w«re  baitkera,  and  thoy  addrnsad  thetr  KpU«s  without  com- 
punction to  tliose  vho  were  tw^  Hovertholcw,  it  waa  aatod- 
iahing  bow  liitJc  in  Uioir  now  life  tbo.v  cared  to  avail  thomMlvea 
of  thi«  oornwpondenoB.  At  IJrel  ilenobia  wrote  every  woek, 
almoet  eveir  day,  to  Mn.  Fvrran,  but  after  a  time  Mro.  Fomrt, 
tfaongb  at  first  pleawd  by  the  attention,  fcit  it*  rrcngnition  ■ 
buTthon,  Then  Zcnobio,  who  at  length,  foe  tho  fml  lime  in 
Iter  lif(^  had  taken  a  gloomy  riew  of  aiTaira,  iv'lapsod  into  a  long 
ailence,  and  in  fact  liad  nearly  forgotten  the  Ferram,  for  aa  aha 
heraeU  tued  to  aay,  '  Uow  can  one  tecoUea  people  whom  oo« 
turn  meets  t' 

la  the  meantime,  for  we  havo  boon  a  little  snticipatinfc  in  our 
htat  remarks,  the  family  at  Huntley  were  much  pleaised  with  the 
country  timy  now  iiibahited.  They  made  exconionsof  diicorery 
inio  the  interior  of  llii^ir  woilil,  Mn.  Fermrt  and  Mym  in  the 
pooy-ohair,  her  husband  and  Endymion  walking  by  their  Bid«, 
and  Kodymion  sometimes  taking  hia  Biater'a  teat  a^-ainat  hia 
wlab,  but  in  defoience  to  her  irreetctible  will  Even  Myn 
could  baldly  be  inaeoiiible  to  the  sylvan  wildnoes  of  the  old 
duM,  and  tho  romantic  village*  in  the  wooded  clefttt  of  tlia 
down&  Ab  for  Endymion  he  waa  dvlitfliteO,  and  it  aeem^d  to 
bim,  p«Thap»  h«  nnconscionsly  felt  it,  that  this  larger  and 
mure  fro<|neflt  experieuoe  of  nature  was  a  compenBatlou  for 
mtMb  which  lltey  had  lost 

After  a  lime,  when  they  had  become  a  little  acquainted  with 
their  simple  nejghboaihood,  aixl  tho  fint  {mpnusion  of  wildneM 
and  DOTolty  had  worn  out,  Uie  twina  wwe  permittod  to  walk 
topthor  aloDo,  tbotiijb  withtn  eartoin  liniita.    The  Tillage  and 
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Ita  rieinitj  vu  quiu  fieo,  but  the;  irere  not  peraiittM  to  eater 
the  woods,  and  not  to  wander  on  the  chua  out  of  ngbt  of  the 
nmiuioa.  Thoee  walks  alone  with  Endyuion  wem  the  gT«al«at 
pleaaara  of  hii  autcr.  She  dclightod  to  make  him  toll  h«r  of 
hu  life  at  Etoo,  and  if  she  ever  sighed  it  wu  n  h^u  she  lamented 
thai  fais  rwidenee  t3iero  had  bean  ao  short.  Then  tbay  found  an 
ioexbaiutible  fund  oi  inlenwt  aud  sympatlij  io  Uie  post  They 
wondered  if  tbaj  ever  should  have  ponies  again.  '  1  think  not,' 
said  Hjn,  *  and  jvt  how  men;  to  scuaper  togothei  over  tltis

moe,  hal  which  oosl  him  nolhlnf;. 

Ur.  Ferrara  liked  to  have  a  chat  erery  now  end  then  with 
Fann«r  Tboruberry,  who  bad  a  ihrcwd  and  idiomatic  itylo  of

Mm 
i'anra  poeeMBM)  inott  feminino  qualiti«s,  and  nuny  of  thwo 
in  flxwaiL  Bho  eould  not  nauoa,  but  hcc  Lntuilioo  wu  remark* 
aUe.  She  was  of  o]>mion  that  'those  people  norcr  could  go 
on,'  and  that  Ihejr  must  necwMiily  be  inccoodod  by  William 
and  hi*  friciul*.  In  Toin  her  husband,  wh«n  aha  pleased  her 
TMws  and  coovictiona  on  him,  would  shake  hia  h«ad  over  Um 
unpreccdMitcd  mnjorit]:'  of  tha  govemmont,  and  iii(,'h  while  ha 
edmowledged  that  the  Tories  abB0lutel7  did  Dot  now  command 
on«-fiIth  of  Ui<s  Houao  of  Common! ;  hia  ahnlte*  and  sighs  vera 
equally  disregarded  bj  her,  and  she  peTsisled  in  her  dreants  of 
riding  upon  clophants. 

AfUt  all  lin.  Perrsrs  was  right.  There  Is  nothing  mors 
remaikable  in  politiral  history  than  the  suddeo  break-up  of  the 
^Vliig  party  after  their  suroeMfuI  revolution  of  l&^i.  It  ia 
one  of  the  moat  ttrikiug  inatauces  on  reooid  of  all  the  elements 
of  political  power  being  uaelem  without  a  commanding  indt- 
Tidnal  will  During  the  second  year  of  their  exile  in  the 
Berkahire  hilln,  alTnirs  looked  so  black  that  it  eeemed  no  chan;^ 
eoold  occur  oxceitt  further  and  more  cnUmitoua  ruvolution. 
Zenobia  went  to  Vienna  that  she  might  breathe  the  atmonphers 
of  law  and  order,  and  hinto.d  to  Mn.  Fenurv  tliat  probably  she 
ahoald  nerer  return — at  leeut  not  until  I'arlianicDt  mot,  whoD 
•be  trusted  the  Mouse  of  Lords,  if  thoy  were  not  abolished 
in  Iha  interral,  would  aave  the  coontry.  And  yet  at  the 
eomniBOCement  of  the  following  year  an  old  collonguo  of  Mft 
Teimv  appriacd  him.  in  the  dnrkiMit  and  the  deepest  confidence^ 
that  'lli«rs  was  a  aciew  loose,'  aud  he  most  'look  out  for 
•qnalU' 

lo  the  mcantlmo  Mr.  Ferora  increased  and  e»lablished  bit 
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cUinu  on  bi>  patty,  if  they  ergr  did  ndly,  by  hit  matterly 
MtidoR  in  their  great  Rcviow,  which  drcumstascM  fAvwirod, 
mnd  which  kept  up  tlut  iucruuing  feelitt][  of  tenor  uid  doipoii 
irhich  then  was  deemod  neoosMiy  to  the  advanoeiBCiil  of  Con- 
Kmtiv«  opiaiano. 

At  borne  a  yeu  and  more  had  elipoed  withotit  Ghang&  Tbo 
occauDUol  sppcftTuic*  of  Sigot  P«nnuldock  wu  the  ooly  event. 
It  iru  to  oU  a  pleasing,  and  to  tomo  of  Um)  family  a  deeply 
inteneting,  on&  Kigel,  though  a  Mudcnt  and  devoted  to  this 
holy  profoaion  for  which  be  was  destined,  wu  also  a  spoita- 
man.  HU  Chmtianity  was  moscular,  anil  Endyinioa,  tu  wliom 
he  had  taken  a  bncy,  became  the  companion  of  bia  paetimea. 
All  Iho  «linuting  of  the  estate  waa  at  Nigd's  comouind,  but  aa 
thete  werv  nu  kcc]>iM^  it  waa  of  eoune  veiy  rough  work.  Still 
it  was  a  novel  and  animating  life  for  Endytoion ;  and  though 
tbe  Bpurl  waa  slight,  the  pursuit  wse  keen.

■nd  that  lady  of  Ma<laae  Euphioayne.  She  aaatired  Mtb. 
Timra  that  Hbo  waa  pionder  of  divMing  Mn.  Fcrmn  than  all 
the  other  tine  ladiea  in  London  together,  and  Mrs.  Ferran  bo- 
Berved  hcv.  UnrortnnaUlT,  while  in  tbe  way  ol  making  a  kiga 
iOrtitue,  ^Indnrou  F.uphroayne,  wlio  wiu  rumonlie,  fell  in  Ion 
with,  and  married,  a  reiy  bandaoine  and  worthleea  huab«iid, 
whose  good  look*  haid  obtniiied  for  him  a  poeiticin  in  the  componf 
of  Drury  I^ne  Theatre,  then  a  place  of  refined  rmort,  which  hia 
abilities  did  not  justify.  Attor  pillaging  and  plundering  hia 
wif>  fur  many  yean^  he  finally  inrulved  her  in  auch  ongng»- 
mtnte,  that  the  had  to  take  refuge  in  the  Bankruptcy  Court. 
ITer  bntinoM  va*  niiiiod,  and  her  apirit  wna  broken,  and  eha 
dinl  ahofliy  after  of  adrersity  and  chagrin.  Her  daushter 
Sylria  wai  then  eighteni,  and  had  tnharited  with  the  grace  of 
hrr  mother  the  beuuty  of  her  leas  n:[iutabl«  jiorcnt.  Her  figure 
waa  alight  and  tmduUting,  and  she  was  altruya  exijtuailely 
ilwaaed.

WM  her  fortune,  uid  that  sbe  must  provide  for  herself,  in  which 
•1m  would  find  no  diflkultjr.  But  Sylvin,  though  eho  had  atvn 
tatjojed  th«  advaulA^  of  nay  training,  moral  or  leiigious,  Imd 
no  bibd  impulse*  ereu  if  sbo  had  no  good  ones,  was  of  a  rather 
cM  chanctor,  and  cxtrfimd^  prudent.  Sha  ncotlod  from  th« 
Ufa  of  riot,  and  diaoKter,  and  irregularity,  in  which  ah*  had 
nnwittin^y  paand  hsr  daj^a^  and  which  bad  terminated  ao 
tmf^collj,  and  aha  leaolred  to  make  an  effort  to  aecure  for  ber- 
a^  a  dilfeieDt  caroer.

quently Mr*.  Ferrars'  oam]mniaQ  in  lier  carriage. 

Sylvia,  though  not  by  nature  impulsive,  really  adored  her 
patfonesa.  She  governed  her  manners  and  she  modelled  her 
drt«  on  Uiat  gimt  i>ri;jina],  and,  next  to  Mr^  Fenats,  Sylvia  in 
time  became  nearly  the  finoat  lady  in  Londoa  There  was, 
mdeed,  much  in  Mn.  Pcimra  to  captivate  a  pcison  like  Sylvia. 
Ura.  Penan  was  beautiful,  fashionable,  gorgeous,  wonderfully 
expenatve,  and,  where  h«r  timte  was  pleased,  profuaely  genorona. 
Her  wisning  nuancr  wna  not  Icaa  irreaiatiUe  becauie  it  wu 


wVQiatimM  uQcettain,  and  sIm  tiad  tti*  art  of  iMog  ihttmato 
witlioul  Wing  familiar. 

Whtn  the  cnab  came,  Sjlvia  mu  reaHy  brolcea-h«art«d,  or 
believed  ah«  wu,  and  implond  tbftt  sbo  might  attend  Um 
deposed  BOTcraigns  bito  exile ;  but  that  was  impaaaible,  how- 
over  anxioua  they  might  be  oa  to  tfae  future  of  Hmr  farourilak 
Hi;t  ilLiitiny  waa  wonuT  dncidcd  titxa  thoy  could  have  anttd* 
p*l«d.  There  was  a  neiubcr  of  the  boiuehald,  or  rather  family, 
i»  Kill  Stroet,  who  bore  ftlino^t  the  same  rolnlion  to  IiIt.  Fcrran 
aa  Sylvia  to  liia  vilt.  This  wna  Jtr,  Rixluey,  a  remarkably 
Kood-looking  penon,  by  nature  rcnity  a  little  ncanblijig  his 
goincipd,  and  completing  tbo  n-j^mblonce  by  conaamraate  art. 
The  eoartiera  of  Alcxandei  of  Muc«di>n  could  not  study  their 
diicf  with  more  devotion,  or  more  Hxlulotinly  imiteto  bit  mien 
and  cairiage,  than  did  ^fr.  Roihifiy  that  diatiii^'oiBhed  individual 
of  whom  hi!  vrns  the  humble  friend,  and  who  ho  waa  convinced 
wo*  defcliued  to  he  I'riuio  Mitiiat^r  of  Eujjlaud.  Mr.  Kodney 
vaa  tlte  eon  of  tlie  oflico-keepor  of  old  Mr,  Fenrnrs,  and  it  waa 
the  amhitiou  of  tlie  fatlien  tliat  hU  Mm,  for  whom  h«  hod 
(ectued  a  cound  education,  should  beioonie  a  member  of  the  civil 
•erviec.  It  had  become  an  apothegm  in  the  Fermn  family  that 
•UBietUing  must  be  done  for  Rodney,  and  irhenevor  the  apparent 
oenuiion  f&il«d,  which  wan  not  unfroijuent,  old  Mr.  KomuB  used 
always  tu  add,  *  Kover  mind  ;  ao  long  ts  1  tive^  Kudaey  ahoU 
never  want  a  home^'  The  object  of  all  tliia  kindneas,  huwovor, 
waa  UtLla  diiilrtMM'it  hy  tlieir  fatlunM  in  hix  prefermitnt.  Hs 
hod  implicit  fiiith  in  the  careur  of  his  friend  and  uasler,  and 
lu':>krd  forvurd  to  tlio  time  vhen  it  might  not  bo  impOHJble 
lliitt  be  hiiiiKolf  might  find  a  hnvrn  in  a  commttaioncnhlpL 
i:<.i;untly  Mr.  Ferrars  had  been  able  to  confer  on  him  a  small 
pnat  with  ttutios  not  too  mgrossing,  and  which  did  not  provunt 
his  regnlar  jindenoe  in  Hill  Street,  whore  he  msde  hiloaoU 
gBoeFally  u^'IuL 

If  thrni  were  anyltiing  cnnfKl'iiitiul  to  hn  iiei'iiiiijilinhcd  in 
thdr  domcalic  Hfe,  evci}Uiiiig  might  ba  Iruitwl  to  liia  diseietioH 
tad  cntirt  devotion,     lie  f^upervitcd  the  egtaUiehni«nt  witlioat 
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papers  for  Mr.  Femre,  anj  vbea  that  g«nUenuo  was  out  of 
olBea  act«d  ok  his  pnvBt«  wccroUrjr.  Mr.  Rodnojr  vu  tha  moct 
offldal  |i6ieoDDge  ID  the  inmbt«rial  di«l«k  He  coiuiilored 
hwnao  nntun  only  with  rvfor^nco  to  offiui  No  odo  viu  «o 
tnliiMtdy  MquaintMl  wtDi  all  tlie  detttib  of  the  hetta  pattutmge 
U  himself,  mod  his  hours  of  study  were  passed  in  the  pe^  of 
tine  '  Peerage '  and  in  [Jciwtntiiii;  the  m/stories  of  the  '  Koj'ul 
CftlADdu.' 

Hie  event«  at  1 832,  thitrtforc,  to  this  genUotnan  wero  warotl; 
a  less  severe  Mow  than  to  the  Femrs  family  itselt  Indeed, 
like  his  chief,  ho  looked  npoD  hiroeelf  oa  the  victira  of  a  revolu- 
lion.  Mr.  Rodnej  had  almtys  be«ii  an  admirer  of  Sylviit,  but 
BO  more^  Ho  hui  aocomp-tnied  hei  to  Ui«  thoati«,  and  haJ 
attended  her  to  the  park,  but  this  was  quite  nndentood  on  both 
MdM  only  to  be  gallantij ;  both,  perhnps,  in  their  prospority, 
with  nepeet  to  the  eerious  step  of  life,  had  indulged  in  higher 
dreonia.  Bui  the  syaipalby  of  sonov  ia  stronger  than  the  syni- 
pathf  of  pro^writf.  In  tlio  dorkjicn  of  their  lints,  each  required 
oomfort :  he  naarmtiied  some  aeoenta  of  tender  solace^  and  Sylvia 
agreed  to  become  Hre.  Rodney, 

Vrlifto  they  oonaidei«d  their  position,  the  prospect  was  not 
free  from  anxiety.  To  marry  and  then  separate  is,  irhcre  there 
la  affeotion,  trying  His  inoomo  would  secure  them  little  more 
tlun  a  mcif,  but  how  to  live  under  that  roof  was  a  mystery. 
For  her  to  become  a  |toveJTloa^  and  for  htm  to  become  a  aecro- 
lory,  and  to  meet  only  on  an  ooouioiiai  Sunday,  was  a  sorry  lot 
And  yet  both  |io8Beeti«d  SMOmpJishmeiits  or  ac()uiremcnts  which 
on^t  in  some  dofrreo  to  b«  productive.  Kodney  faod  a  friend, 
and  he  determined  to  eonsult  him. 

Thai  fiieud  was  no  common  person ;  he  w*s  Mr.  Tl^,  by 
birth  a  Vorlcshiremnn,  and  gifted  with  all  the  attributuv  phy- 
sical and  iniellncUial,  of  that  celebrated  rac&  At  present  hu 
WH  the  nuwt  fnAjiionablo  tailor  in  London,  and  one  whom  many 
pgnons  consulted.  Besidee  being  consummato  in  his' art,  Air, 
Vigo  had  the  reputation  of  being  a  man  of  siii^arly  good  jnUg- 
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tnent.  lit  wu  otM  vfao  obtained  inflneitM  orei  all  with  vbom 
h«  came  in  oontact,  and  u  hia  buaiuosi  ptocod  him  in  ci>ntact 
with  variutu  cUaM«,  bat  eap«ctally  irith  the  daas  locially  most 
ilifitingnisbed,  hi*  inflDenoo  was  great.  The  golden  youth  who 
n-paircd  to  his  counters  came  there  not  merely  to  obtain  raiment 
of  ih«  beat  material  and  the  most  perfect  cut,  but  to  mo  and 
talk  with  Mr.  Vigo^  aiid  to  aslc  liis  opinion  on  vniious  poEntti. 
There  was  a  spacious  room  whece,  if  th^y  lUcnd,  tboy  luight 
tmoke  a  cigar,  and  '  Vigo'*  cignrs'  wore  Mmelhiiig  which  no  on* 
cootd  rivaL  If  tliej'  likitd  Ut  lulce  a  glau  of  hook  witti  iheii 
tobacco,  then  was  a  bottle  mtdy  from  tiie  (eilars  of  Jobannift- 
berft  Mr.  Vigo's  stable  was  almost  as  famous  as  its  maslor;  h« 
drovfl  the  finest  horses  in  London,  and  rode  the  heat  htintom  in 
Um  VaU  of  Ayliwbury,  With  all  this,  his  manners  were  exactJy 
what  tlicj  aliouM  b&  He  was  neither  prctemltotis  nor  Bcrvile^ 
but  aiiDple,  and  with  becoming  respect  for  others  and  for  him- 
M-lf,  He  nerer  took  s  liberty  with  any  one,  and  such  treatinont, 
at  is  geMraliy  the  case,  was  reciprocal, 

Mr.  Vlgd  was  much  sttnohud  Ui  Mr.  Roilnny,  and  was  proud 
of  his  intiniata  aetiQaiiitance  with  him.  Ue  wanted  a  fii«iid 
not  of  his  own  onlcr,  for  that  would  not  increase  or  imj'mn 
his  ideas,  but  one  conversact  with  the  liabiu  and  foelingti  of 
«  inperior  class,  and  yet  ha  did  not  want  a  tine  grntleman  for 
■n  iotitoate,  who  would  have  been  tiilhvr  an  iniiolent  patron  or 
a  deeigniag  parasite.  Rodney  had  rdationa  with  the  atieto- 
crttcy,  with  the  political  world,  and  could  fee)  the  pulse  of 
public  lifn.  Hia  appesram^i^  was  <!n)(nging,  his  niaunere  gentle 
if  not  gentletaanlik^  and  he  bad  a  temper  Devec  disturbed. 
This  is  a  quality  highly  appreciated  by  men  of  energy  and  &n, 
who  tnay  happen  not  to  have  a  complete  Kclf-controL 

When  Bodooy  detailed  to  his  friend  the  catastrophe  that  hiA 

ocnmd  and  all  its  sad  cooM^iuonces,  Mr.  Vigo  hRonl  him  in 

'  nbmoOi  ooeasionelly  nodding  hts  head  in  sympatliy  or  sppn^ 

IhIwh,  or  Bcmtiiiising  a  statement  with  his  koen  haul  ey^ 

Wh<m  hb  riattor  bad  finislin^,  bo  laid — 

'  \MieD  then  has  been  a  crash,  t]t«re  la  nothing  like  a  changa 
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at  icnw.  I  propow  Qat  yi>a  rad  Hn.  Bodney  tboaM  eona 
ud  slay  with  mo  a  wt«k  «t  my  houn  *t  £011100,  and  tWa 
•  good  many  things  may  occur  to  □&' 

And  »ov  tawud*  the  cmt  of  tho  week,  when  the  Rodneys  had 
Bxbntiiiled  thcor  whol«  prognmme  of  pn>Jec(a,  againitt  every  one 
of  whidi  th«i«  soemfd  some  iarincibl*  objection,  their  host 
Btkl,  *  YoQ  know  I  rath«r  upeeiilate  in  hotueA,  X  Ijoughl  ono 
butt  yeai-  in  IVarvnch  Stroei  It  ia  a  laigo  toamj  bwiae  in 
a  quiet  situatioti,  though  in  a  basiling  quiutcr,  jut  whcro 
OHmbera  of  |iarIiiini<Mil  would  tiko  to  loilj^c.  I  biive  put  it  in 
thorongU  nptur.  ^^'hat  I  propoae  is  that  you  sbouiJ  live  there, 
let  the  Gret  and  second  Boors — th«y  era  equally  good — end  live 
on  tho  ground  floor  yourwiviw,  which  is  amply  convenient. 
'We  will  not  talk  about  tent  till  the  year  is  oi-or  and  we  see 
bow  it  answon.  Tlia  hou«  is  unfiiniiKb«il,  but  that  is  nothing. 
1  will  iiitroJuoe  yon  to  a  friend  of  mine  wlio  will  furnish  it  fur 
you  solidly  Mid  hancUomely,  you  paying  a  percentage  ou  the 
■mount  expended.  He  will  want  a  guarautc«^  but  of  course 
1  wiU  bo  that.  It  is  an  vxiwrimunt,  but  try  it  Try  it  for 
a  year ;  al  any  rate  you  will  be  a  bousehotder,  and  you  will 
hare  tbe  opportunity  of  Lliinlcing  of  sonwthing  «lso.' 

Hitlivrto  tho  Kodnoys  liad  b««n  tuooMsful  in  tli«ir  onlerprise, 
aad  the  soundDess  of  Mr.  Vigo's  advice  had  bean  proved.  Tticir 
bouse  was  full,  and  of  tlio  Ixvit  t«nantA,  Their  firat  floor  was 
taken  by  a  <I]»t>ii;;iiiahud  TtLP.,  a  county  mnmbtir  of  rvpulo 
whom  &Ir.  Koduoy  had  known  before  tba  '  revolutioa,'  and  wlio 
VM  ao  plMwod  wiUi  his  quartcn,  and  the  comfort  and  refin» 
inent  of  all  about  liini,  that  to  ensure  their  constant  enjoyment 
he  became  a  yearly  lenauL  Their  second  floor,  which  was 
nntrty  at  good  as  tlieir  lint,  wu  inhabited  by  a  young  gentle- 
man of  fashion,  who  took  tbem  originally  only  by  the  week, 
Slid  who  wan  alwars  going  to  give  Ihem  up,  but  noTor  did, 
Tlitt  vruvkly  Imljinr  wvul  to  Fiuis,  end  he  went  to  German  baths. 
Slid  he  went  to  country  houMA,  nnd  he  was  frwiuenUy  a  lung 
time  nway,  but  he  nnvt^r  gave  up  his  lodginga.  When  theiefnre 
Ur.  Fcrtais  called  in  WarwiiJi  Street,  the  truth  la  the  house 
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wft  iaSl  and  tlun  was  no  Yacant  Tootn  for  hioL  But  tlUi  Uw 
Sodb^  V9uld  not  otlmit.  Tliuttgh  thoj  wcin  worldlj*  p«opl«s 
ukI  it  aeaned  imponible  tbat  aitTthing  mora  could  be  gained 
bwa  Ui«  nitnad  honao  of  liunUey,  thef  had,  lile  many  other 
jteoplav  a  tiipentilion,  and  tlieir  lupvixtitioa  vns  nn  adoratioit 
<d  the  family  of  Fenacs.  The  gij;ht  of  lh«ii  forai«c  mutec, 
who,  had  it  not  been  for  tlie  niroltitioii,  might  hare  bc«ii  Pfim* 
Minut«r  of  Ei^flaud,  and  the  recollection  of  theii  f ormui  miaticM 
and  all  bcr  ^locdour,  and  nil  the  ri«h  drossu  which  she  uaed 
to  give  BO  pToiiudy  to  bet  de]icDdent,  quiUt  overu'h«!mnd  tbcin. 
TTilhout  ooiuultati'm  this  eympathi^ng  couple  laapt  to  the 
mno  inclusion.  Thejr  o-iiunHl  Mc.  Fi-rmn  thny  ccmld  accom- 
modale  bim,  and  that  be  should  find  OTecything  prepared  for 
him  when  ho  called  again,  and  they  resigned  to  him,  without 
■cknuwlL'di^iug  it,  their  own  oomuiodiouH  and  wrJI-ftiraifibcd 
ehunhtt,  wliich  &fn,  Kndncy  prepared  tot  him  with  the  atraoel 
■olicitude,  arran^ug  his  writing-tahlo  and  mateiials  a*  1m  ii«e>l 
to  h«To  them  in  Hill  Street,  and  Bbowing  bj  a  rarietj  of  modce 
■Iw  lenwmbercd  all  hU  wuyt.

overlloving  witb  impatient  candidaU«  of  rank,  and  woaltb,  and 
power. 

TbiM  yean  a^  Femn  bad  boon  one  of  tba  leading  aptrita 
of  tliia  gml  eonfedenoy,  and  now  b«  entered  tb«  euperb  cImuiv- 
ber,  and  it  sMnied  to  him  that  he  did  not  rocogniM  a  biinian 
bcin^  Vnt  it  wa«  full  to  OTorflowing,  and  excitetoont  and 
anxiety  and  bustle  WL>re  impresMd  on  every  oonnUnanoa.  If 
he  had  heard  aome  of  the  whiipom  and  rcmntka,  as  he  «nt«TCiI 
and  Ino^'ed  about,  his  Klf-coiii]>liiccncy  would  tuuvuly  liaro  been 
gnitiried.

A  dissolution  waa  ttierefora  in  bis  iiit«r«»tb  And 
pH,  what  a  pTiwpect  I  A  conKJdomblo  expenditure,  anil  yut 
with  a  considerable  oxpondilute  a  doubtful  rviulL  Then  rccon- 
MraoUon  on  a  broad  baaia— what  did  that  mp;tn  I  Naithor  more 
DOT  kaa  than  rival  candidatoa  for  olfico.  Ttierv  wna  no  lack  of 
oniwrtJL  Hu  dare  ny  not.  A  f^real  deul  bwl  di^vctoped  sine* 
hie  nxile  at  IlnTslley — things  which  are  not  loamcd  by  nvwa- 
|aixni  or  even  private  coirupoiidcnce.     K«  Ajii^ke  to  itonoa 
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atUir  dinnw.  Ha  had  tetmm  to  bcJittvo  Batron  «nu  kii  ttitaA. 
Varna  oouM  gtre  no  opinion  about  dttsoluUoD ;  all  depended 
on  Ped.  But  tbo;  ware  atiiag,  and  had  bwm  actjng  for  «om« 
titn«,  aa  if  a  dissolution  wan  on  tbe  cards.  Fcnmia  had  bett«r 
call  upon  bim  to-moiTOW,  aod  go  otct  tho  li^  and  aoa  wlukl 
wuld  be  doa«  tut  him.     Hb  liad  every  elAtm. 

The  mim  wilh  eirer^  claim  called  on  ItArron  on  the  monow, 
and  mm  hi*  went  lift,  and  li*t«ii«d  to  all  bU  itccrst  prospecta 
and  secret  plaiia.  Tbeie  was  more  lion  one  manufacturing 
bnra  where  there  was  an  opening;  deddad  reaction,  and  a 
gennine  Conwrrative  feeling  Barron  bad  no  doubt  that, 
althou^  a  man  might  not  get  in  the  first  time  ha  utood,  ha 
voulil  ullimatelj.  Ultiiimtiily  wna  not  a  won!  which  suited 
Wr.  i'errara.  Tboie  wore  raveral  oW  boron^  wh«re  the  faoe- 
tD«n  ittill  oulnumbeied  tlie  Utn-pounders,  and  when  the  pro-

SoiiiiMliin»:  mi)(l)t  Iw  done  with  an  Irisli 
borough;  expenso,  coni]>arjtiTelj  epesking  inconudenblo,  but 
tho  politics  dcc]>ly  Offlii;,>o. 

Gloom  settled  on  the  countenance  of  Uiia  cpoiled  diild  of 
peptic*,  who  had  always  uta  tot  a  does  borough,  and  who 
recoiled  from  a  eontest  like  a  woman,  when  ba  pictured  to  him- 
■elf  the  rtniggia  and  oxortiou  and  jtononal  snfTcring  he  would

She  sgreiid  with  Bajron 
that  the  gnat  thing  vas  to  be  od  the  ^M>t  She  felt  sure  that 
Bomethin^  wouM  turn  nj).  fjho  was  oonvincvd  that  Sir  liobrrt 
wodM  send  for  him,  offer-bini  the  cabinet,  and  at  bh«  same  tima 
provide  him  with  a  «aaL  Her  own  incliiution  was  still  in 
faroitiT  of  a  gnat  colonial  or  for«ixn  a|>)XiiiitiiienL  8ho  still 
honkoTod  after  India ;  but  if  the  cabinet  were  offered,  as  vm 
cerUin,  she  did  ool  consider  that  William,  a*  a  mnn  of  honour, 
eoold  refuse  to  accept  the  trust  and  stiare  Uia  peril. 

80  Trmn  remained  in  London  under  tlie  loof  of  the  Redn«7S. 
Tho  fevrtifh  dnys  possed  in  tli«  Gxcit«iai-nt  of  pnlili<Al  life  in 
«U  its  manifold  forms,  graro  council  and  light  gossips  dinners 
Witb  onlf  one  subject  of  convcrwilion,  and  that  n«v«r  pftiiing,

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A  litUe  Dot  an&iiiiaUo  weaknoas  this,  but  it  poased  off  In  Hm 
moniing  IDce  a  dram,  wlien  Mr.  Fcmn  hcanl  that  Sir  Kobcrt 
hut  aniv«d.

(•Tiring  frrao  their  ti>Tpi<l  condition.  Kir.  Fcmin  Ium)  alao 
bnnght  n  Gennaa  book  fot  Myra ;  and  '  a«  for  ; oiu,  Eodymion,' 
he  said,  '  I  1uit»  bc«n  much  more  nraocwftU  for  foa  than  for 
yotir  father,  tliough  I  hope  I  aluill  not  have  myMlf  in  the  long 
ran  to  compkuiL  Our  frienda  are  faithful  to  as,  and  I  have  got

Tlte  gontrn]  eIi.-ciioD  in  1634-9,  though  it  restored  the  hatonw

Boxioty  of  the  faintly  at  Ilurelley  waa  proportionntn  to  the  ocoa- 
MOO.  Burron  was  alwnys  nnguino,  but  Itia  rote  on  the  ijpeaker. 
thip  could  not  hut  aUroi  thorn.  lUrron  mid  il  did  not  signify, 
and  that  Sit  Robert  had  leaolred  to  go  on  and  had  conlidcnce 
m  hia  meMUrea.  Uis  mieuuree  wore  excellent,  and  Sir  Robert 
Barn-  displayed  more  roiourcn^  more  cnet^y,  and  more  skill, 
|li«n  h»  did  in  the  spring  of  1835.  But  kiiowlnil^  of  huutau

If  il  were  Jamaica,  the  offer  might  be  coiuud«ml, 
tliuDgh  it  oonld  «caroelj  bo  aooeptod  witbont  great  ca«tiBo6.  TIm 
children,  for  inotonfla^  mnst  1m  Wt  at  bonxi.  Strange  to  say, 
Ur.  Fcimrt  wat  not  disinclined  to  tccopl  the  inferior  po«L 
EDdymion  he  looked  upon  lu  virttullr  providod  for,  and  Myra, 
he  tboncbt,  might  sccuni[isiiir  Ibem ;  if  only  for  a  ruar.  liut 
be  ultimately  yiokled.  thoagb  not  without  a  atiuggle,  to  the 
atroBg  fading  of  lit*  wif& 

■  1  do  not  see  why  1  al»o  should  not  be  left  behind,'  aaid  Ujra 
U>  Iiirr  brother  iD  one  of  tlieir  confidential  wallu.  '  I  ahuuld 
lilce  to  lire  in  London  in  lodgings  with  you.' 

The  npiyronching  appointment  of  her  lirothiiT  filled  her  from 
the  &nl  with  the  (peatcat  Lutereet.  She  was  always  talking  of 
it  when  they  were  alone— fancying  hii  future  life,  and  planning 
how  it  nttglil  bo  ha]>p{er  and  more  eaaj.  '  My  only  )oy  in  lifo 
Is  leeing  you,'  elie  eometjmea  (aid,  'and  yet  this  ee[amtioii  doea 
not  raalce  me  unlmppy.

Perhape  Lord  John  Kuaaell,  wlu> 
was  the  loader  of  the  opposition,  folt  Uita,  in  aome  degree, 
himacif,  and  he  determbied  to  bring  al&ura  to  a  crisla  by  notice 
of  a  notion  nspecting  the  appropriation  of  the  revennea  of  the 
Irith  ChtircL  Thou  Bumm  wrote  to  Afr.

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Tbs  tniniibr  ven  fai  a  miniyrit^  on  tba  IHsh  Church  on 
A  pnl  2,  the  day  on  which  Mr,  Feirars  mrrired  in  towa  The; 
did  nci  r««igii,  bat  the  aXUek  wu  to  be  tcpcnteit  in  uiothn 
form  on  the  6lh.  During  the  t«rnl>Ic  inti^Tal  Mr.  Femtrt  nude 
dutlftol«d  TiaiW  to  Downinj;  Street,  sow  cccietaries  of  utate,  who 
■jminthUed  wilh  him  mitwithiitAniliiig  tlidr  own  ctii^rin,  and 
n-aa  dceot«d  daily  and  bourl.v  with  DndeT-e»:retarie»,  parliamei^ 
tKTf  and  permanent,  who  mlly  aliltc  wished  to  serve  him. 
But  tfacM  waa  nothing  to  be  bad.  He  na«  almost  meditating 
mlcing  Si«na  Lrane,  or  the  Gold  Coast,  when  ikt  tetigaation  ^ 
Sir  Robert  Ped  wiu  announced.  At  Die  lant  moiuont,  there  beiu^ 
of  coiirwv  no  vacancy  in  the  Foreign  Office,  or  the  Tnoatuf,  be 
obtained  from  )liirT«>ii  an  appointment  for  Knil>-mian,  aod  ao, 
aflur  havinif  left  Huntley  Gvu  nioiithi  bofutu  to  become  Ooronior- 
G«n«ni  of  India,  this  man,  '  who  had  claims,'  letnmed  to  hia 
mortilled  home  widi  a  dcikehip  for  his  son  in  a  Moond-nta 
go*  «nuaent  office.

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UatA  him,  twl  mre  bim  frotn  he'iag  nut  oror,  toil  giiid«  uid 
f^aid  hiiu  in  idl  tli«  <liOi<niltt«a  tod  daagen  of  this  mundaaa 
exittenoel  It  ns  tnadncM,  it  ms  impomiblo.  But  iit, 
Vmam,  tbough  Rnntle,  «u  firm.  Ko  doubt  it  wh  to  bo  wiafaod 
that  tfae  «T«att  could  have  b««ii  postponed  tor  a  y«ar ;  but  its 
oocnrrence,  udIom  all  pcocpect  o(  MUbliahiiwnt  in  Ijfo  w«r« 
anneodeted,  was  iiMritAble,  and  a  alight  d«laj  would  hardly 
Kodtr  Um  «ciDilitjona  under  which  it  happened  l«a  trying. 
Though  EDdymion  wa*  Mily  iiixtccD,  ho  was  tall  and  manly 
beyond  his  age,  and  dmutg  Uie  latter  yean  of  his  life,  btc  t>atiu> 
ally  swMt  Uimper  and  genial  dispo«ilioa  bad  been  achoolMl  tn 
aelf-disoipUua  and  self-eachticft.  He  wu  not  to  be  vhoUy  kft 
to  stiangera  ;  Hr.  Fermra  had  epoken  to  Koilncy  about  reeejviag 
bim,  at  ivtut  for  the  prcnnnt,  and  itep*  would  be  taken  that 
thoM  vbo  presided  over  Us  offi«e  would  be  influenced  in  his 
fiToni.  The  appointment  was  certainly  nut  equal  to  vhat  had 
been  oridiiiully  anticipated;  but  still  the  department,  though 
not  distinguished,  wu  bigbly  rcspectablo,  and  thcro  wu  no 
naeon  on  earth,  if  the  opportunity  olTered,  Ih&t  Eudymion 
should  not  be  removed  from  bis  piesent  post  to  one  in  ths 
higher  dupnTtmcnti  of  the  sisit*.

•xpreaioii  wu  firm  and  determtucd.  Ue  went  forth  into  the 
gaiden,  and  tliero  ho  «nw  Myia.  '  How  long  yoa  have  been  I' 
she  utd ;  ■  I  hare  be«n  wfttditCK  for  you.     What  i»  MUledt' 

He  took  hor  turn,  snd  in  silence  led  h«r  awaj  into  odo  of  tb« 
gladea.  Then  he  nid :  '  I  hare  fotUod  lo  go,  Dn<L  [  am  loolvotl, 
to  long  u  I  lire,  that  I  will  norer  cost  dear  papa  auotliet 
•hilling.  Tilings  hem  aro  vwj  bad,  quito  aa  had  as  jira  have 
aometimes  ianciod.  But  do  not  say  aii)'tliiug  to  poor  mamma 
atviut  them.' 

Mr.  Ferrara  reiolved  tlutt  Emlymion  should  go  to  London 
immedJat^ily,  nit'l  the  prefutmtiona  for  hia  departure  were  argent. 
Mjrra  did  everything.  If  «h«  had  ^icen  tlio  head  of  ■  &inilj  aha 
could  not  hava  been  more  thoughtful  or  apparenUj  more  experi- 
enceiL  U  she  bad  a  doubt,  slie  stepped  over  to  Mm  Petmid- 
dock  and  consulted  her.  Aa  for  Mra.  Femra,  she  had  become 
Tvry  unwell,  nixt  tiiinl>le  to  altciul  to  aiijtliiiig.  Hor  occasioaal 
intcrfcrcnoe,  fitful  and  feverish,  and  without  adequate  reguid  to 
circuBultinoui,  onlfcmbnnaMod  th«m.

It  was  noai'ly  thi«e  7«*ra  since  EadymioB  had  travelled  down 
to  Huntley  by  tba  aana  oooch  that  waa  now  csnying  him  to 
Loodon.  Iluiagb  apparanUy  ao  anevenlfa],  the  period  bad  not 
been  niUuiporUiit  in  tlie  (onoaUoo,  doubtku  yet  partial,  of  hi* 
dianict«t  And  all  ila  inHneocea  bad  benn  Iicit<^icial  to  biin. 
The  croM  of  pride  and  selfisbDMS  with  wlucb  large  prosperity 
and  tlliiaitnbl*  indulgenoo  had  VRcaaad  a  kind,  and  far  from 
pnatunpluoiu^  dispodtioD  had  been  rcniorcd ;  the  doincHUc 
Bentiments  to  th«it  «we«tDeet  and  purity  bad  betm  developed ; 
h«  had  aoimrfd  some  skill  in  scbolarabjp  and  no  inconaideAble 
fund  of  aound  infonnntiun  ;  and  tb«  routine  of  retigMKit  thought 
had  been  superseded  in  bis  inEtance  by  an  amonnt  of  knowledge 
MSiA  fetling  dd  tnnttot  theological,  nnussal  at  bii  Um«  of  liff . 
TlMUgh  appttreully  not  gifted  with  any  dangeioiu  vivacity,  or 
fatal  facility  of  acqtiisition,  hia  mind  Baemed  clear  and  paina- 
tnking,  and  dintinguiahed  by  common  wdm.  He  was  bmva  and 
Bcctirata 

Mr.  Kodney  ww  in  wntting  for  h!in  at  tbn  inn.  Ha  sMnned 
■  moxt  diatin^^shcd  gontleman.  A  hackney  ctneh  carritd  tliem 
to  Wanrick  Street,  where  ho  wm  welcomed  by  Mm  Kodney, 
who  wu  oxquiutely  dreened.  There  woe  alao  lier  sirter,  a  girl 
not  older  than  Endymion,  the  very  ini&ge  of  Irfrs.  Rodney, 
exeept  that  she  wn«  n  brunolte — a  brilliant  bnmetle.  This 
■iitor  bom  the  rontsntic  name  of  Imo^^ne,  for  irliich  she  wu 
indebted  to  her  falh<?T  performing  the  [«rt  of  the  husband  of  the 
heroine  in  Maturin'a  tragedy  of  the  '  Ca/itte  of  St.  Aldobnind,' 
and  whicii.  under  the  inspintiun  of  K<«n,  had  sot  Uie  tov,-n 
in  a  blaze  abuut  llto  time  of  Ik-t  birth.  Ten  wm  awaiting  him, 
and  there  wiu  a  mixture  in  tlieir  tevtmii  maunera  of  not  un^ce- 
ful  hospitality  and  the  remcmbnuioe  of  past  d«i>endenoe,  whidi 
WM  gnnuiiie  and  not  ouinloTtuting,  tbouj^  Eudyniioii  wat  yet 
t»o  inexperienced  to  obmve  all  this. 

Mrs.  Kodnoj  talked  vary  much  of  Entlymion't  mother;  her 
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voDdmns  iMMtj,  her  nu>i«  vondroos  dreaiM ;  the  splandoor  d 
h«r  fStM  and  •qnipagvs.  As  sho  ditatcd  on  Uia  pact,  the  (mcmoil 
to  Bhara  it*  luMra  and  its  triumpJis.  *  The  llrat  of  the  luid  wen 
ali»7a  to  attendance  on  hor,'  and  for  Mra.  Kodne/i  part,  she 
never  lav  a  teat  hoTMwumaD  since  her  deat  lad]-.  Het  aister 
did  not  gptak,  but  liBt«&ed  with  npt  attention  to  the  gorgeous 
diitaili,  oecaiionalljr  itcnling  a  glauco  at  Eiidjnnioii — a  glaaoe  of 
deep  ictenttt,  ol  aduintion  mingled  as  it  were  both  with  revei* 
•oce  and  pitj. 

Mr.  Rodacy  took  up  the  conTentaUon  if  his  wife  paused.  He 
apoke  of  all  the  leading  Ktstesmea  who  had  been  the  habitoal 
BOinpantoiis  of  I^Ir.  Kenan,  and  Uircw  out  scvcnl  ancodotei 
respecting  them  from  peraocal  experience,  '  I  knew  them  all,' 
oontiflued  Mr.  Rodney,  '  I  might  khv  tntiinatcty  ; '  imd  th«n  ho 
tolil  his  peat  oneodotet  how  he  hod  been  to  forlunato  «s  peihapa 
eTca  to  are  tlie  Duke's  life  during  tlia  Reform  Bill  tiota.  *ffia 
Crace  haa  never  foigolten  it,  and  only  the  day  before  yesterday 
I  mol  lum  in  St.  Jamra'  Street  walking  with  TAt.  Arlmthnot^ 
and  he  touched  his  hat  to  me.' 

All  this  goeiip  and  good  nature,  and  the  kind  and  Uvtly 
•cea«,  saved  Endyoiion  from  tlie  iaeTitnblo  pang,  or  at  least 
gmlly  softened  it,  wtiieh  accompani<«  our  Brst  eeparatioo  from 
homo.  In  due  acoaon,  &Irs,  Rodney  obaorved  that  she  doubted 
uot  itt.  Kitdfmion,  for  so  tlicy  i-Tor  called  lum,  must  be  wearied 
with  his  journey,  and  would  like  to  ^;tinl  to  his  luom ;  and  Iter 
huslMnd,  immed iu lei y  lighting  a  caudle,  prepured  to  iutrodnca 
their  new  lodger  to  his  quart«». 

It  was  a  tall  hoaee,  which  hsd  rocmtly  been  nnontod,  with 
a  story  nddMl  to  it,  and  on  this  story  was  Endymion'scliamberj 
not  sb*olul«ly  a  garret,  but  a  modem  subetitute  for  that  sort  of 
apoiUnenL  '  It  is  rnthur  hi^li,'  mid  Mr.  Rodney,  half  apologfa- 
Ing  for  the  ascent,  '  but  Mr.  Ir'ert&ra  himself  choae  the  toora, 
Wa  took  the  liberty  of  lighting  a  tiro  to-night.' 

And  the  cheerful  blans  was  welcome.  It  lit  np  a  room  deAD 
iiwl  not  nncomfortabli^  feminine  solicitude  had  fsahioned  a 
tuilettc' tabic  for  him,  and  thcic  was  a  bunch  ut  genuunma  it>  ■ 
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bine  TftM  on  its  sr^rlcting  dlmltir  garnitnrei  '  X  rappoM  yon 
h*va  in  jonr  bug  all  Ui>l  jron  •mat  »X  prcMiit  I '  nid  Mt.  Kod- 
nejr.  '  To-motTow  w«  will  (iiii«dt  jour  tnuiks  and  atnnf^e  jnur 
tbingi  in  Ui«ir  dnw«n ;  and  afW  breaklut,  tf  jott  pleaw,  I  will 
■how  jtm  your  ny  to  Sorooiut  Ilouao.' 

SomenM  IIoum  I  thou^^t  Emiyinion.  ■■  he  ttood  Iwfora  Uie 
£r*  akxM  b  it  w>  iwjir  a«  thall  To-morraw,  and  I  am  to  ba 
at  Soitteruit  House  !  And  tlicu  liv  tbou^'lit  o(  what  thoy  were 
doing  at  IIurBtIey^-«(  tbnt  teniUc  parting  with  liia  mother, 
vhich  made  lijia  choka— and  of  bu  fatli«r'a  latt  woria.  And 
Umo  be  Uiought  of  Myni,  and  t)»u  teara  olole  down  lUa  duiuk. 
And  tii«D  be  knolt  down  by  hit  bedside  and  pmyed.

Mil  RnnKCT  wonld  have  acconipanied  rnd>-inkiD  to  Somerset 
Ilouae  ttnitrr  any  clrcnmatancea,  but  it  tn  hj|p[>ent<d  llmt  lie  hiul 
nouina  of  his  own  for  a  visit  to  that  celebrated  building.  lie 
htA  orxwion  to  ixe  e  ([antkoiaD  who  wu  stationed  th«ra.  *  Not,' 
•a  he  eddfd  to  EndyniioD. '  that  I  know  many  bore,  but  at  tlie 
lifuury  and  in  Downini;  Street  I  have  aeveral  aoqiiaiutiuiMe.' 
They  Mpnmted  at  tlie  door  tn  tho  great  ((uadmnfito  wliidi  led 
to  tJie  department  to  wliidi  KndywIoD  was  attached,  and  lie 
ocotrived  in  due  lime  to  ddiver  to  a  meceenger  a  letter  addressed 
to  hi*  fultint  cliii.'f.  He  was  kept  aotna  lime  tn  a  (^Iiiomy  and 
almost  uufiimiiOtn)  wniling-roou,  and  bta  thouglit«  in  a  dwpoad- 
ing  BMod  were  gathoriug  round  the  dear  onea  who  were  distant, 
whao  be  waa  sunnnoned,  and,  follo«-iog  the  ffleeaen;^?  down  > 
pirM(pi.  waa  iinliered  into  a  liroly  apArtntoot  on  wtiidi  tli«  sun 
was  ahiitin):,  and  wliicli,  with  ile  welldtned  book-shelTea,  and 
tablet  ooTerMil  with  ]Mpen,  and  bright  not^  dock,  and  geaerai 
air  of  habitation  and  buHnnui,  contnutod  hrourebly  with  the 
room  he  had  jurt  quittecL  A  gixxl-nalured-Ioolcin);  man  huld 
out  hia  ban<l  atHt  welcome)  him  conlinlly,  and  said  at  once,  ■  I 
•aivad.  Mt.  Fanar*,  under  jour  (cnndfatliei  at  the  Trntury,  and 
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■m  gbd  ta  ieo  you  hcnj.'    Thon  ho  *poke  of  tho  dutict  whicLi 

idjmuon  voutd  hare  at  imduul  to  <Ibcliur([e.     Ilu  lubi^un  at 

tint  voutd  be  Romowhat  tiMchanical ;  they  vonld  tequir*  only 

comctoeas  and  diiisenoe ;  but  tli«  office  vu  ■  lor^  ooc^  aixl 

promotioB  not  only  mtn,  but  eoiMtimvs  npid,  and  as  he  waa  m 

yixung,  he  laixhl  witli  nttcntioD  count  on  ntuining,  while  yet  in 

the  prime  of  life,  a  future  of  rery  tegi[Hnuiblo  dutJM  luiil  of  uu 

inconxidenilkle  cmoltimpat.     And  while  he  woa  sponkiiig  ho  niig 

tho  bell  and  commanded  the  altcndnuce  at  a  dcik,  andet  vrltoM 

csro  £ndymi«n  wu  cpeciaily  placed.     This  wa«  a  youug  man  of 

j^Muonl  uddrcKt,  vho  inTilcd  Endymion  with  kindncw  to  ao- 

I     compaoy  bini,  and  leading  him  Ibrougb  MTvnil  duniben,  aoine 

cajKicious,  and  all  fnll  of  clerks  seated  on  hij,'h  stooU  and  vrriting 

i      at  duks,  finally  tufacred  him  into  a  amuller  cliamber  wIictu  then 

I     ir«te  Brt  kbore  nx  or  eij^bt  al  work,  and  where  lliere  waa  » 

vacant  seat.     '  This  la  your  |i1nci>,'  ho  said,  *  and  now  I  will  {n> 

trodtice  you  to  your  future  comrndca.

All  Inu^lied,  and  nil  said  sometlllngcourteotis 

to  EndyniioD,  and  theu  afli-r  a  fi'w  minutes  tlioy  rMunted  tbeir 

Kndyntioii'a  wvrk  twing  to  copy  long  tijit*  of  fijjtires,  and 

itino  documents  of  puhlii:  ii(.-ci»mt«. 

In  the  m«intime,  Mr.  St.  liarbo  was  huiiy  in  clmwing  up  a 
iblio  tlooament  of  a  diflercnt  hitt  important  i:liantct«r,  and 
,ich  woa  ooncclved  something  in  this  ^shion  : — 
'  W»,  Uie  iindoraigncd.  highly  approving  of  tlie  persooal  ap* 
ICO  and  nuinnen  of  our  new  colloague,  are  unanimously  of 
inlon  that  ho  should  be  invited  to  join  our  sympwuuin  to-day

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Tlda  -was  quietly  pasaed  roond  bikI  signed  by  all  pnsent,  and 
tlwo  givan  to  Mr.  tWicbanl,  who,  oU  imeonBci«uIy  to  the 
oopying  Kn-lyioion,  VTOt«  upoo  it,  Uka  a  miniBtei  of  state, 
'  Approved,'  wiUi  liis  initisL 

Jm's,  more  tochnicdly  knnvm  u  'Tlie  lUuo  Podts,'  wu  a 
cd«bnl«d  diop-ltousu  in  Nueby  Street,  k  Urge,  loir-ceilioged, 
wainacAted  loom,  with  the  floor  stnwn  with  ntrilast,  and  a 
biasing  kilcliftn  in  llio  ceutoe^  and  fitted  np  wttb  wiiit  wure 
calW  bozM,  tltwe  tMing  of  various  sixes,  aud  suitable  to  the 
nninber  of  the  gumts  roqiiiiiag  them.  Alioul  this  time  the 
fMliiticiaUe  colTG^houMs,  Qcorgo'i  and  the  l*iBU*,  and  even  the 
CoiTee-iuaina  of  Stevens'  or  Long'*,  hod  hegaa  bo  fovl  the  injuri- 
Diu  cniujiuliliuii  uf  the  new  dubs  Uiat  of  lata  yeate  had  been 
Mlabliahod  ;  but  thoM,  after  all,  were  limited,  and,  comfuinUrnly 
speaking,  exdusive  societiea.  Theti  Infioenee  Itail  not  touched 
ill*  «ho]>-houce«,  and  it  reqnirod  niiotliur  ([lUrtiT  of  a  century 
before  tb«ir  clieerful  and  hospitahlo  toufa  and  the  old  taverns  of 
I^ondon,  to  full,  it  vvor  ■oomod,  of  morrimeul  and  wisdom, 
jiatded  to  tlie  gradually  iDcmoiiing  but  irrosiatilde  iulluunce  of 
tbou  innumeraldo  amocialiona,  which,  undor  clastic  names,  or 
nBectEng  to  bo  tlie  junior  bnnehes  of  oelebmted  oonfedenclua, 
bave  ainco  wcnrod  u  the  luitlton,  at  oost  prtoo,  oU  the  delicacies 
of  the  smon,  and  sub*lilul«d  for  the  lealoui  enurj^-y  of  imroortal 
Jobs  the  ineionUe  but  frigid  disciplin«  of  maBOginj;  iwu- 
nittooi. 

'  Vou  an  our  guest  to-day,'  said  Ur.  TKnclurd  to  Kndymion. 
'  Do  not  bo  ombarraawd.  It  is  a  custom  with  ns,  but  nut  a 
ruinous  oii«.  We  dine  oil  tlin  joint,  but  ttio  mral  is  fir>^t*mt«, 
and  you  nuy  have  as  much  as  you  like,  and  our  tip{)le  iii  liulf- 
and-half.  Perliaps  you  du  not  know  it.  Lot  ma  dhnk  to  yum 
bcaltli.' 

They  nte  most  iK^rtily ;  but  whoa  llieir  woU-eamed  meal  was 
despatched,  their  conversation,  assisted  by  a  luodento  portion 
d  SOD*  celobratvd  twlily,  became  animated,  various,  and  inte- 
resting. Eodymiun  was  highly  amused ;  but  being  a  ttnuigor, 
ami  tiie  youngest  prcsnut,  his  silence  was  not  uubwoniiui^  and 
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fall  nunncr  ia>}iuMI  thnt  it  im  not  oocadonod  bv  vint  ot 
■ympiilij.  The  Uik  was  very  pulitica].  They  were  all  what 
ar«  called  liberals  having  all  nf  them  ncMved  th«ir  appoint- 
ntunta  rinoft  tlie  caUilropIiu  of  1830;  but  t(i«  ihailea  Ui  tKfl 
eotour  of  their  opinioiu  were  vanotiB  and  atroiig.  Jawett  wts 
u  Ream  prom  inng ;  ruthlcjtiJy  lo^col,  hiii  principlca  hcing  cinar, 
be  waa  (or  what  be  called  '  carrying  them  out'  to  their  Just  oon- 
cliuioiu.  Trcnchaid,  on  thn  contrary,  thought  everything  ouglit 
to  be  compromise,  and  that  a  public  man  ceased  to  be  practical 
the  moment  he  vraa  logical  St.  Hnrho  believed  that  litentute 
and  the  arts,  and  intelliwt  goiifrally,  had  ea  little  to  hope  for 
fcom  one  party  an  from  the  other ;  while  Seymour  Hick)  Ira*  of 
opinion  that  the  Tories  never  wi)ul<l  m!ly,  owing  to  their  de6> 
eienc]r  in  ttocinl  inlluunce!i.  Seymour  Hicks  ROmetimos  got  an 
iiiTitation  to  a  Tuini^terial  eoir^ 

The  Tote  of  ibe  House  of  Commons  in  fnvonr  of  an  appm- 
prialion  of  ti>e  suiplaa  revenues  of  the  Irish  Church  to  ilm 
purpoaM  of  acculnr  oclucnlioo— a  vote  which  had  just  changed 
the  gdvenunent  and  expelled  tbe  Tories — was  much  diccnaeed. 
JnirMt  denounced  it  as  a  tniBRntble  rabtevfugc,  hut  with  a  mild- 
ness of  manner  and  a  mincing  ejcpreenon,  which  amusingly 
contrasted  witb  the  riolonca  of  his  principles  and  the  strcngtli 
of  bis  language. 

'  Tbe  whole  of  the  lerentiee  of  tbe  Protestant  Clmrcli  should 
be  at  onoe  appropriated  to  secular  education,  or  to  eume  otlier 
parpoee  of  general  utility,'  lie  said.     '  And  it  must  come  to  this.* 

Treiicbatd  tliou^ht  the  ministry  bad  gone  &«  far  in  tltin 
nuttur  aa  they  well  could,  and  Seymour  llicks  mniarked  ibal 
uijr  goTuminont  whioh  K^stematicnlJy  ntlturked  Ihe  Cburcli 
would  have  •  society  '  aj^-sin-it  it.  Enilyinion.  who  felt  very 
nerrouc,  but  who  on  Church  quMtiona  had  strong  conviclions, 
ventured  to  s^  why  tlio  Cbutcli  should  bo  deprived  of  its 
properly. 

'  In  the  case  ol  Ireland,'  replied  Jawctt,  quite  in  a  tone  of 
oonciliatory  oondeacension, '  because  it  does  not  fulfil  the  pu^ 
poeo  fur  which  it  was  endowed.     It  has  got  the  property  of  tbe 
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Mtioin,  and  it  u  not  the  Oiimh  of  tlia  pooplau  But  I  go  futtiiet 
than  that  1  vonid  disendow  everr  Cliiuch.  lliex  bm  not 
pnxtuctivo  inntitatiun^  Than  i»  no  ruwoit  why  tkey  Bboutd 
exist.     There  U  no  um  in  titem.' 

'  2^0  am  in  tb»  Chun:]i  I '  said  EDdymion,  ledileiung ;  but 
Mb  Tnndurd,  who  hod  tact,  h«re  interfered,  and  stitl,  '  1  told 
yon  our  friend  Jnwctt  was  a  grttt  KadiciU ;  but  lut  ii  in  a 
ninorilT  amimg  ua  on  tlioM  nutt«rs.  Erecyliody,  howei'sr, 
ears  whnt  h«  llkos  at  Joe'a.' 

'Dtrn  Ui«jr  talked  of  tliaitns,  and  eritkall;  disciUMd  tha 
arli[:i««  in  tlia  daily  |H|wn  and  tlio  lut  naw  book,  and  thec«  waa 
(Ducb  diacnsaion  raapecting  a  oootainplat«d  aubKnption  boat ; 
but  ttill,  in  gcocnl,  it  waa  ranurkable  how  thoj  nlapetd  into 
tlieir  farimrito  Hubjuct— •pecnlatioa  upon  men  in  oBSco,  bolli 
perroaneut  and  parliamentaiy,  tipon  their  cbaracten  and 
csptcity,  tlieir  liabita  and  lempen.  Ooe  was  a  good  adminU 
atiator,  anotlier  ilid  nothing ;  otM  luid  do  detail,  nnoUiu 
too  niBob  ;  on*  waa  a  acrew,  anotlinr  a  ip<atdtlirifl ;  tliia  man 
could  mak«  a  set  apeech,  Init  coulil  not  tuply  ;  Iiin  tiiral,  oipital 
at  a  nply  but  cliimty  in  a  formal  oration. 

At  thia  tim«  t/indon  was  a  vei;  dull  dty,  instead  of  hdng, 
a«  it  is  now,  a  very  amusing  oun.  ProlHiMy  then>  never  woi 
a  city  in  the  world,  wttli  so  vast  a  populution,  which  waa  eo 
iselandtoly.  The  aristocracy  probably  havo  always  found 
amnsenMDta  S4la]!tcil  to  tlm  mniuien  of  the  ttino  and  the  age  in 
which  tboy  lirod.  The  middto  olasaoa,  half  a  century  a^  Jiad 
littlo  distraction  from  tlieir  raoiiotonous  toil  and  tnaljuicholy 
nuxictiea^  exeept,  perhaps,  what  thi-y  found  in  nligioiw  and 
philanthropic  societtoik  Tlicir  generul  life  must  have  been  very 
tlaU-  Some  tiaditionair  merriment  always  lingeiml  among  the 
working  claims  of  England.  Botli  in  ttiwn  and  country  thoy 
had  always  tlieir  esniea  and  faiia  and  junkotiii;^  iwirties,  wliiuh 
Imve  dereloped  into  cxcnnion  trains  and  oolostal  pic-nics.  Dul 
of  all  dassra  of  the  oonunnnity,  in  the  days  of  our  fsthon,  Uiera 
wati  none  so  unfortunate  in  reaped  of  public  amusements  aa  the 
badielors  about  town.     Tlierv  were,  one  might  almost  say,  only 
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two  HMatTM,  tnd  tbey  bo  hngei,  Hut  it  vm  diflicnlt  to  tea  ar 
liMr  in  «th«r.  Their  tiioDopoU«s,  no  longer  indoeiiiod  hy  the 
■tateljr  gcnitu  of  th«  KomblM,  Um  f«tlioii  of  3l[im  O'Xeill,  or 
ihm  &trf  faasioa  of  Kno,  were  already  meiutoed,  aod  ir«i«  sood 
kUmt  to  fill! :  but  tha  crowd  if  dimtnutira  but  aiwrkling  «ab«ti- 
tutee,  wbicb  haw  «inci!  taken  tlii-ir  place,  had  not  yet  appcMrad, 
and  halT-iirica  at  Drury  lAna  or  Corent  (JattliMi  va»  a  dreary 
disttaction  after  a  morning  of  dradE  work.  Tltore  wen  do 
AUuunbiu  than,  and  no  Ctemomea,  do  paUc«8  of  cryeUl  in 
Unwed  piTdaiii,  ao  cannot,  no  mutic-tiall*,  no  Aqunri.i,  no  pro- 
neoade  eononrta.  Erana'  exinted,  but  noi  in  the  fulnoia  of  ill 
■DodoRi  deTelopaii«tit ;  and  the  moat  popular  i>Ia<:«  of  resort  waa 
th(^  faerlMJi>ua  eanvirinlity  of  tlio  Cid«r  Collar. 

Mr.  TrcDcfaatd  had  paid  the  bill,  coUocted  hie  qnotoa  and

tunsot  the  suure  appeared  and  pf«ud«d  at  their  t«a-tab]e,  always 
Bxqauiteljr  dicMcd ;  iieldom  alone,  for  Mr.  fiodney  liad  many 
Erkoida,  and  lived  in  a  capacious  apaitment,  rather  Tinely  fui> 
ni^ed,  with  a  lotind  labia  oovcrol  with  ^iidy  pHiil-booka,  a 
numtclpiooe  <70wded  witli  vnaua  of  mocli  Di:«u]en,  and  a  oollage 
piano,  on  wliieh  Iinogene  could  accompany  her  more  than 
plr«sing  voice. 

Somebmr  or  other,  ttie  piooeas  ta  difficult  to  tra«ek  EadynioiL 
not  anfteqacnlly  (oand  bimiwU  at  Mts.  Rodney's  tco-tabk  On 
Iba  Snt  ocoaaioD  or  to,  he  felt  himwU  a  little  ahy  and  emba^ 
iBtend.  bnl  it  eoon  becsme  netucal  to  him,  and  lie  woidd  ofleo 
■■cap*  tnrti  the  ayinjKxiia  nt  Jov'ii,  and,  itutead  of  Qm  Divau, 
lind  in  Warnick  StrueC  a  mora  congenial  acaiMu  There  vrerft 
(tiMierally  some  young  men  Lli«t«,  who  ceemed  dellglileii  with  the 
lailiea,  UslAued  with  enthusiasm  to  Imogeue's  singin;;,  and  wera 
allowed  to  smoke.  They  were  evidently  gsntlcmon,  and  indeed 
Mr.  Rodney  awuolly  mentioned  to  Endyicion  that  one  of  the 
most  frequent  gveets  might  some  day  even  be  a  peer  of  the  realm. 
BomctimM  there  was  a  rubber  of  whist,  anil,  if  wnntod,  Mm

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A  Pnmn  Us  luUtaal  fpiett  Suoh  a  luxnrj  Momcd  a  <Iaii;;i!roi» 
indnlgence,  but  fa«  could  not  nnst  it,  «od  tti«  moth  wu  aivay* 
flying  tonnd  Um  caiuIUii  Tbcni  wu  no  dknger,  howerer,  and 
that  kfr.  Roduej  soon  found  out.  Endymion  mu  born  with 
tact,  and  it  came  to  him  as  much  from  goodnesa  of  heart  u  Gao- 
n«ts  of  Uuta.  Mr.  Koilnof,  therefore,  kouu  miuin«d  hie  aoec- 
dohss  of  |;nat  men  and  bU  personal  expericncs  of  tb^tr  myingR, 
RianneTS,  and  cnstomx,  with  which  lia  wai  in  th*  bsLit  of  «u- 
lireninicor omauuntiiig  the  whUt  tsUe;  oocuionally  introducing 
Kndjmion  to  tho  notice  of  the  tnbla  hy  montioiuDg  in  «  low 
tone,  '  That  ia  Mr.  Fcrrum,  in  a  certain  senao  under  my  car« ; 
liiii  father  is  a  privy  councillor,  and  had  it  not  been  for  the  revo- 
lution— for  I  maintain,  and  always  will,  the  R«fomi  Bill  wu 
DeitJier  more  nor  lew  than  a  rerolution — would  probably  have 
tracn  Primo  Mini«^t«r.  Ho  was  my  oailiest  and  my  best  friend.' 
Wht'D  there  vera  ca^d^  Uicto  woa  lUinijs  a  littl«  nipper:  a 
lofaet«r  and  a  roanlod  potato  and  that  aort  of  ea«y  thing,  and 
curipUB  drinks,  which  the  sisters  nixed  and  made,  and  wliich 
no  on*  else,  at  lonit  all  said  sc^  could  mix  and  make.  On  fitting 
occasion*  a  bottla  of  cliampiigne  appeared,  and  tlion  the  person 
for  whom  the  wine  was  produced  was  sure  with  wonderment  to 
ssy, '  Where  did  you  got  this  champagne,  BodneyT  Could  you 
Kot  me  sorae  i '  Mr.  Rodney  shook  bis  head  and  acarcoly  gave 
n  hope,  but  subsequently,  when  the  pntse  in  oouMquenoe  had 
noiitiiiucd  and  incrtnxnd,  would  obaorre,  *  Do  yoD  really  want 
Bomet  I  cannot  promise,  but  I  will  try.

There  wns  one  subject  in  which  Kir.  Bodney  appeared  to  be 
particularly  iiiti-TCKUt],  and  that  wa*  nr.ing.  The  turf  at  that 
time  had  not  developed  into  that  vast  iiistilutloD  of  national 
demomlinlion  wliidi  it  now  exhibit*.  That  disastrous  character 
may  be  mainly  attributed  to  the  detemiiuation  of  our  legiskton 
to  put  dawn  gaminghouses,  which,  pnctically  spenling,  substi- 
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liit«>l  for  the  pemictclua  folly  of  s  compftratiririj  •iiuil«d  dun 
l\n>  nuDOUs  mailness  of  the  community.  Thora  v«te  m&nr 
i&flueoow  bj  which  in  tho  liigbe*!  cIukm  pcnoita  miglit  bo  di«- 
eonnged  or  detoired  from  play  under  a  roof ;  and  in  lh«  gmt 
ni:n,)<>rily  of  caxn  such  a  habit  wa>  <liliicult.  not  to  uy  impoa- 
iibl«>,  to  indal)^  But  in  shattio];  up  (^min;;-h(niM8,  ve  brou{;)it 
the  gaming-tabie  into  the  stroet,  and  it>  practices  becmne  iha 
pumiit  of  tltoM  wild  would  ullioTvuu  luru  never  witneaMtl  or 
even  thought  of  them.  So  doubt  Ciockf  ord's  lukd  ita  tngudie*, 
but  all  ita  dMiut«n  luid  coluaitiaa  tocher  wixihl  haidly  oqual 
a  luatre  of  the  rutbleat  havoc  irhicfa  has  ensued  from  ita  aup- 
pKMion. 

KevortheJcM,  in  1835  men  londe  books,  and  >[r.  Rcnlnor  van 
not  inexpert  in  a  composition  which  requires  no  ordinary  ^uu- 
lities  of  diameter  and  inti^lligcncd ;  m«th(Hl,  judgment)  se]f- 
rstlnint,  not  too  ntuoli  iniafpnAtioii,  perception  of  character,  and 
|>ow«r8  of  calculation.  Ail  tlicM  qiialitiM  wero  now  in  active 
demand  and  «xerd»e ;  fur  tlie  Derby  vntt  at  liand,  and  the 
Rodney  family,  deeply  iotetaatad  in  tJie  nault,  vere  to  attend 
Ibe  oeLebmted  fcatirat 

One  of  the  young  contlemcn,  who  sometimes  smoked  a  cigai 
ud  (ometimcs  laitod  a  lobnti^r  in  Ibeir  parlour,  and  who  sneiaed 
■lileo  and  e(|UaUy  d«rot«d  to  Mrs.  Rodney  and  her  aiater,  insisted 
upon  taking  them  to  Epeom  in  his  drag,  and  they  thctnuclvKS 
irera  to  select  the  party  to  accompany  them.  That  wns  not  dif- 
Bcult,  for  they  were  nalnially  all  friends  of  tbeir  muniHcent  host 
vith  one  exception.  Imogcne  slipuliitei)  that  Kiidymioa  should 
be  Baked,  and  Mr.  Rodney  eii  pported  I  be  augsestiou.  '  Ue  is  the

Mt.  Rodney  and  some  otliem,  indad- 
b^  Mr.  Vigo,  faced  *  oovplo  of  grDoma,  who  Mt  with  foldt^d 
■tin*  and  tinmoved  countcuuicea,  fwtidiously  sloli'l  amid  dl 
Um  fvu,  and  gmv«  evna  vhmi  Uwjr  opened  tbo  chuniM^nc. 

The  right  lione  won.  Ht.  Rodney  and  bis  biendfe  pocketod 
•  good  etake,  and  the;  demoUebed  their  lDiieh«o&  of  luxurioa 
with  [niDtic  ^cty. 

■It  b  almotil  as  liappT  aa  onr  little  suppets  in  Warwick 
Street,'  whispeied  th«ir  noble  drivor  to  hi*  compaoion. 

'  Oh  I  mnch  more  than  aujrtbiug  yea  can  Hud  Uiere^' ilupered 
Uia.  Kodney. 

'  I  deolaM  to  you,  loiae  of  the  liappi«st  hours  of  iny  lite  hava 
been  passed  in  Warwick  Stnwt,'  gravely  mnnnarad  hei  friend, 

*  I  wuih  1  coulil  Wlieve  that,'  said  MrtL  Kodn^y, 

Ab  for  Endjraion,  he  enjoyed  liimself  amatingljr.  The  whole 
Mens  was  new  to  liim— hu  ha>l  noror  bi^n  at  a  laco  bofora,  and 
tliia  was  the  most  famous  of  races.  He  did  nol  know  he  had 
bett«d,  but  he  fonnd  ha  too  had  won  a  litUe  money,  Mr.  Rodney 
having  put  him  on  eomoUiiii^,  tltoU{(h  what  tlial  meant  Ik  had 
not  tha  remottat  idm.

He  was 
a  yuun;:;  man  ot  alwul  three  or  four  and  twenty  yeara;  fair, 
with  sliort  curly  brown  hnir  and  blue  eyes ;  not  exactly  hand- 
some,  but  with  a  countonanca  full  of  oxpnuwon,  and  the  index 
of  quick  emotions,  whether  of  Joy  or  of  anger.  Walderahora 
was  tho  only  child  of  a  younger  sod  of  a  palridsn  home,  and 
bad  iaheiitsd  from  bis  folbei  a  modorato  but  socy  fortune,     lie 
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had  been  tha  tu&tii  lodger  of  tbe  BodiMjv,  uid,  tnliUig  Advui. 
I^[a  of  the  lutj  KHtioQ,  had  Just  been  tetoned  to  tbo  Houn 
of  ComiDoiu. 

Wlutt  be  would  do  Ihcro  was  a  subjoct  of  iiit«r««ting  .ipcculu- 
tion  to  bis  Qutnerotu  friends,  and  it  may  be  said  admiran, 
Woldoishai*  «•«  ono  of  thoeo  rivid  and  bTJUiant  oiKanisatioos 
which  exercise  a  pecali&rly  attnctivQ  inSuenca  on  youth.  Ha 
IumI  bcon  the  )i«n>  nt  the  dnlnting  dub  at  Cambridge,  and  many 
belioved  in  oonseqoeaco  that  he  must  booooM  iirimo  niiiuBtcr. 
lie  was  witty  and  bndfnl,  and,  though  c«pncioas  end  bad- 
tfimpcred,  could  flntlor  and  corcm.  At  Cambridge  he  liad  intro- 
duced tho  new  Oxford  bar«£y,  of  which  Nigel  Paniuddock  wa> 
a  votary.  Walderabare  prayed  and  fasted,  and  swore  by  Land 
and  StnSbrd.  He  tuik,  liowoTer,  a  nrnre  einiciunt  ili-gTM  at 
Paria  tbnn  at  his  original  Alma  HatAr,  and  becoming  passionately 
addicted  to  Fronch  Utenluro,  his  vien  respecting  both  Cbiirch 
nud  Stflto  became  modlltMl— at  leant  in  privnto.  His  entrance 
into  English  society  had  boon  highly  succestful,  and  as  he  had 
a  due  Bhare  of  vonity,  and  was  by  no  means  free  from  worldlinees, 
he  had  ca^joyud  uimI  punticd  his  tritunphL  But  )iis  remlile 
nataro,  which  nqnired  not  only  constant,  but  novel  •xciteownt, 
became  polled,  even  with  the  aociety  of  dudioeiea.  There  was 
a  BiODolouy  in  Umi  splsndoar  of  aristocratic  life  nhidt  wcnri«d 
him,  and  for  some  timo  he  had  penuaded  himself  that  the  only 
I>eoplie  who  understood  the  secret  of  existence  mn  the  family 
UMbir  wboM  roof  he  lodged. 

Wohlenliire  wu  prolligaUt,  but  sentimental;  uujidndjilcd, 
but  romanlto ;  the  child  of  whliu,  and  tJio  slave  of  an  imagina- 
tioD  so  frrakish  and  deceptive,  that  it  was  always  impoMible 
to  foretell  his  course.  lie  was  alike  cajiablo  of  sacrificing  oil 
his  foclinga  to  worldly  contiderations  or  of  forfeiting  tlia  world 
for  a  Tiuonsry  caprice.  At  pro«c<nt  his  favourite  scliome,  and 
one  to  which  he  eeem«l  rt«llj  etloclicd,  wua  to  educate  luogeHe. 
Under  his  tuition  ho  had  persuaded  himself  that  sli«  would 
turn  out  what  he  styled  'a  gruat  woman.'  An  age  of  vaal 
ohange,  according  to  WaldcrMliaro,  was  impending  over  us. 
There  was  no  mnlu  oin-cr  in  whicli  one  could  confide.  Must 
nen  of  mark  would  probably  lie  victims,  hut '  a  great  woman ' 
a 
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mast  always  iaak«  bar  way.  Whatevoi  th»  cucaiustanc«s,  ahe 
would  adapt  iMinelf  to  tbisjii ;  it  atceamry,  would  mould  aiid 
fashion  them.  Uis  dream  was  tliat  Iinog«i»  alioiild  go  fortb 
aiii  oanqnei  tka  world,  aud  that  in  th«  auoset  of  life  h«  should 
find  a  ivfago  in  aomA  comer  of  hor  polnuo. 

ImogeiM  was  only  a  child  whoa  Waldonluira  Snt  becaiUA  a 
lodgOT.  Sfatt  tiMd  to  britig  liis  broakfast  to  hit  drawing*ioom 
and  urange  his  tablo.  Ho  ^ncounlcrod  h«r  odo  day,  and  Iw  re- 
qnuted  lier  to  renuun,  and  always  pmide  oror  hia  meoL  He 
fell  in  lore  with  lier  uame,  and  wrote  hei  a  sori«fl  of  BOnneta, 
idealising  bcr  past,  paacgyrliing  her  pcacitt,  and  pioplietM  of 
her  futUM  life.  Inutgena,  who  waa  neither  shj  nor  obtro^Te, 
was  calm  amid  all  Ilia  vagnrito,  hvmioured  liis  fandea,  otdii  when 
she  did  not  ludorstand  tham.  and  r«ad  his  verses  as  aba  would  a 
lonigB  laafcoagft  which  she  was  determuied  to  master. 

Hi!r  culture,  aceordinj;  to  Waldcnhare,  was  to  be  duricd  on 
chiefly  by  conrstsation.  She  was  not  to  mad,  or  at  least  not  to 
nwl  much,  until  her  taste  was  formed  and  she  had  aequiicd  the 
dtiQ  aharo  of  pravioua  knowledge  iwcoauiry  to  |>rofitable  atudy. 
Aa  Waldenbat*  was  oloqnent,  brilliant,  and  witty,  Imogeae 
tbtened  to  him  with  wondering;  intereat  and  amnseou&t,  «r«D 
whan  she  found  some  difficulty  in  following  him ;  but  bar  a|^>re- 
hamion  was  so  quick  and  her  tact  so  fine,  that  hot  proj:raii>, 
though  ahe  waa  almost  uncoMcioas  of  it,  was  Temarkahle. 
BonuiUmes  in  the  evening,  while  the  othort  wore  anwldng  to- 
gether or  playing  whist,  WoldeTBhare  and  Imogeii^  sitting  apart, 
were  engaged  in  ai>]xuently  the  moat  intfireating  oonvarso.  It 
was  impotaiblo  not  u>  observe  the  animation  and  eareestneas  of 
Walderahara,  and  the  great  attention  with  whidt  his  companion 
reaponded  to  hid  nopruentations.  Yet  all  this  time  ho  was  only 
ginng  biT  a  lecture  on  Madame  de  S^vign^ 

Wuldtniliare  uaed  to  tolce  Imogeno  to  tlio  Xational  Gallery 
and  Uampton  Court,  and  other  delightful  scenes  of  popular 
education,  but  of  late  Mn.  Rodney  luul  informed  her  aiater  tbnt 
iho  was  DO  longer  young  enough  to  permit  those  eKpeditioni^ 
Imogeoe  accepted  the  aniioimc«ment  without  a  munnur,  but  it 
DOouioned  Woldenhara  soTeral  aonneta  of  heartrending  romon- 

ance.     IniogeDe  continafd,  however,  to  make  hia  breakfast, 
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and  IEl^pt  laa  PatUumcitiUry  papers  id  otil«T,  which  be  ti«v«i 
could  tnanagc,  but  the  mysUiice  of  which  Imogen«  ixiftstnod 
with  f«mtnine  qnicknea  and  pradsion.  Whwerw  Waldeixhan 
WM  away  ho  aim}**  iniiint4Ltn«d  a  coiutaiil  rorTcipciBdenco  with 
Imogens  In  thia  ha  commtmicated  ovciylhing  lo  her  wjthoat 
the  slightest  rfserro ;  dcicri^ing  cTnrj-thing  ho  uw,  ftlmoet 
nvcrjihing  ha  heard,  pages  teemiDg  with  anocdott'^  of  t  world  of 
which  the  could  know  noUiing — tho  secrete  of  coiuta  aiid  coUiTxe*, 
memoirs  of  princes  and  niinifitors,  of  dandica  and  dnmcs  of 
faahioiL  '  If  anything  happens  to  me,'  Walderahare  would  aj 
to  Iroogcne,  'Ihix  correxpondcnco  may  he  worth  Ihoiunnd*  to 
70U,  and  whan  it  is  pablishod  it  will  connect  jronr  name  with 
mine,  and  uslit  my  gnad  idea  of  jour  becoming  "a  great 
woman."' 

'  Kat  I  do  not  know  Mr,  VigO)'  whispered  EodTuiion  to 
Imoge&c. 

'  Btit  yo-a  bava  met  him  hen,  and  you  went  together  to 
Gpaom.  It  is  enough.  II«  is  going  to  ask  you  to  din«  with 
litm  OD  Saturday.  We  shall  be  there,  and  Mr.  A7al<leTt]iBT«  is 
going.  He  haa  a  beautiful  place,  and  it  will  be  very  pUoGant,' 
And  exactly  as  Imogene  liad  anticipated,  Mr.  Vigo,  in  tlio  courM 
of  tlio  ovening,  did  luk  Kndymion  to  do  him  tho  honour  of  bo- 
eomtog  hifl  gnast. 

The  villa  of  Mr.  Vigo  was  on  the  banks  of  Ibo  Tliamc«,  ami 
had  once  bolongod  to  a  nobU  customer.  The  Palladian  lususiuu 
contain«d  a  suite  of  chambers  of  majostio  dimendons — lofty 
ceilings,  ridi  coroiccd.  and  rael  windows  of  plate  glass ;  l!i« 
gardens  wtK  rich  with  tho  products  of  conservatories  whicli 
ill.  Vigo  had  nisKuA  with  every  modsra  improvement,  and  a 
group  of  Btat<i!y  cedara  supported  the  dignity  tt  the  scene  and 
gave  to  it  a  niim&  Beyond,  a  winding  walk  encircled  ■  large 
l^old  which  Mr.  Vigo  collod  tho  park,  and  which  ipniklod  with 
gold  and  silver  ph»i«aDts,  and  the  keeper  lived  in  a  uewly- 
niscd  haltitalion  at  tlie  extreme  end,  which  took  the  form  of  a 
Swiss  cotlego. 

Tlie  Rcduey  family,  accompanied  by  Ht.  Waldeniharo  and 
F.udjmioD,  wont  to  tho  Cedars  by  wator.  It  was  a  delightful 
aftnnooo  of  June,  the  river  warm  and  still,  and  the  soft,  fitful 
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bneio  occatioiulljr  rich  with  tbs  prafnme  of  tbs  gudsnt 
of  PutiM7  and  Chitwick.  WaIcIchIuk  talked  tbe  whcJb  waj. 
It  VM  K  ifaapudj  of  foncy,  fun,  knowlodge,  aB«ciiot«,  brilliant 
badinage— even  paaaionato  MriousiiGM.  Sometimoi  bo  nciled 
poetrjr,  and  bb  roico  wm  muticiU  ;  and  tlicn,  when  1iq  bad 
attunod  hi*  compnnioDB  to  a  Beutimeatal  pitch,  1m  would  break 
into  mookerv,  aiul  touch  vitli  delicate  aatin:  «Tory  inood  of 
bniDUi  feeling.  Endjmion  liat«nod  to  him  in  liktivo  and 
admltataon.  Ue  had  n«T«r  hoard  liValdcnharv  talk  before,  and 
ho  liad  nuvuT  beard  nnylxitly  liko  tiim.  All  tbi*  time,  wbat  n&s 
now,  and  over,  rciuArkablo  in  WalderahaTe  were  his  niUUierB. 
Tbuy  were  l^iiiliud,  t^\Ka  to  courllioesa.  AffabJe  and  winning, 
he  was  never  fiunillar.  He  alwaj-s  nddrciwcd  Sflvix  a*  if  sho 
were  one  of  tbou  dacheaaes  round  whom  be  uwd  to  linger.  He 
would  bow  dufemntially  to  bet  remarks,  and  elicit  from  soma 
of  h«r  casual  obMrratioDi  an  Mute  or  grateful  ttiMninjt,  of 
which  ahe  herself  wm  by  no  mcoiii  consciouiv.  '£be  bow  of 
Waldenhsre  waa  a  study.  Its  grace  and  oereinony  mtut  bare 
bucn  oigMiic;  (or  then  was  no  traditionary  typo  in  oxielcnoa 
ftaia  which  he  could  have  derived  or  inherited  it  Ue  certainly 
addrceaed  Imogene  and  spoke  of  hoi  by  her  Christian  name ; 
but  this  was  partly  Iiocaum  bo  was  in  lovo  with  the  namo^  and 
|<trtly  becaoM  he  would  peisist  in  still  trntio^  hor  as  a  child. 
Bat  bia  manner  to  her  always  WM  Uial  of  tender  respect.  Sba 
WM  almost  as  s;t«nt  as  Endymion  during  their  voyoj^,  but  not 
lass  attcntiro  to  bor  frii-nd.  Mr.  Rodney  woa  generally  silent, 
and  ncTcr  ojmnod  bis  nioucli  on  tliix  occasion  cscpl  in  answer 
to  an  inquiiy  from  his  wife  as  to  whom  n  villa  might  belong, 
and  it  seemed  always  tliat  bo  knew  every  villd,  and  ovory  one  to 
vbora  tbtiy  IicIoii^ihI, 

The  sistere  wore  in  domi-toilott^  which  socnicd  atllcss,  though 
in  tact  it  was  profoundly  doviMd.  Sylvia  was  the  only  person 
who  noUy  nndentnod  tba  meaning  of '  simplex  munditiis,'  and 
ibia  Wfts  one  of  the  eecreta  of  b^  success,  Thmv  were  tome 
ladies,  on  the  Uwn  o!  the  Cedars  when  thoy  arrived,  not  exactly 
of  their  school,  end  who  won  finely  and  fully  droiscd.  lira. 
Gamma  was  the  wife  of  a  apoitiug  attorney,  a  friend  of  Mr. 
Vigo^  and  who  also,  h»Ting  a  villa  at  hand,  woa  looked  ut>oo  aa 
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n  ftonntrr  oeigliVynr.  Ifo.  Gunmo  vu  ^vynatlr  ncofpused 
to  bo  a  fine  woman,  snd  «ho  dnisiod  ap  to  hu  iijputatioa.  Sfa* 
wiw  n  fommu  ir1iiat>p]a7«T  at  bigk  poinU,  and  d^flt  the  cards 
vith  h&nds  coT«red  with  diiu&ond  ringA.  Anlilhe*  couutry 
BCJghbouT  vna  tbe  chief  partner  in  tb«  oolobm^d  finn  of 
Hooghlef,  Dnccii,  &  Co.,  dealcni  in  Indian  &nd  olhci  eLawIs. 
I£r.  Hooglilef  had  married  &  colcbnitcd  actroai,  and  vuk  psofd 
and  a  litllo  jealous  of  lita  wife.  Urs.  Hooghley  bad  tlvrifs^ia 
opportunity  at  th«  Cc<tnr»  of  mwUng  some  friends  in  h«T  toU^ti;. 
profeEsiou,  for  Mr.  Vigo  liked  to  bo  stinouDdcd  by  genius  ami. . 
art.  '  1  inuil  bare  talent,'  he  vould  exdaim,  as  ho  looked  ' 
Tound  nt  the  amnsiniC  and  motley  mtillitiule  oKterabkHl  at  hin 
Bidendid  entoitointaenta.  And  tcnlay  upon  his  lawn  taight  bo 
obsonod  ^olint  l«nor  of  the  opera  and  a  prinia-donna  who  bod 
jnst  amred,  several  colobratcd  mcmW)  of  tJio  Knglish  stai^  of 
both  Mxsot  artists  of  groot  Nputation,  vhoM  principal  works 
BltMdy  adomed  the  well-«elected  walla  of  the  C«Un,  a  dansoueo 
01  two  of  celebrity,  some  Utenuy  moti,  oa  Mr.  Vigo  filyled  tbom, 
who  vuo  chioSy  hivthren  of  th«  pcrioOicnl  pnM,  and  man  than 
ono  member  of  either  Uotise  of  Parliament. 

Just  a*  tli«  party  were  preparing  to  leave  tbe  bivn  and  enter 
tbo  diniBg-room  arrirod,  bivathlcss  and  glowing,  the  young  earl 
who  had  driven  the  RodoeyB  to  tbe  Derby.

scone  fiom  a  fanoui  farc^  Tlicn  ytn.  Gamme  hod  an  oppor* 
tuoity  of  dealing  with  her  diamond  rbigt,  and  the  neat  danced — 
a  tvnltz  of  ivliiiliiig  grace,  or  merry  eotillou  of  jocnnd  boui]uet& 

'  Well,  Clarence,'  mid  Waldewbare  to  the  young  eail,  u  Uiej 
stood  for  a  moment  a|xirt,  'nai  I  ri^tl' 

'  Bj  Jove !  yee.  It  is  the  onlj  life.  You  were  quite  ri);ht. 
We  Hhoiild  ioduod  bo  fools  to  aacrifioe  ounolrea  to  tiie  convpn- 
tionnl.' 

The  Roducy  [<srty  relunied  homo  in  the  drag  of  Uie  la^t 
a])Oolcar.  Tlicy  it-cie  the  laat  to  i«tir«^  aa  Ht.  Vigo  viahod  for 
one  cigar  with  his  noble  friend.  As  he  bade  farewell,  and  oor- 
diallj,  to  Endymion,  ho  said,  '  Coll  on  me  to-monow  morning 
in  Ittirlington  Ktioet  in  your  way  to  your  olGce.  Do  not  mind 
the  hour.     I  am  an  early  bird.' 
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'  It  is  no  favour,'  said  Mr.  Vigo ;  '  it  ia  not  ovon  an  act  of 
f riendlineaa ;  it  b  a  fnak,  and  it  ia  my  freak ;  the  favour,  if 
tbum  bo  one,  is  confcfied  by  you.* 

'  But  I  really  do  not  know  what  to  aay,*  said  Kndymion. 
hesitating  and  confuiuiil. 

'  1  am  not  a  classical  scholar,'  said  >fr.  Vigo,  '  but  there  am 
two  things  whidi  I  think  I  understand— men  and  horae^  I 
like  to  back  them  both  when  t  tltink  tboy  ought  to  wia' 
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'  But  I  am  scarcely  a  man,'  said  Endjmion,  ratbei  pitMusly, 
'  and  I  aoniftliiDM  tliink  I  slinll  never  win  anytlitng.' 

*  That  is  my  affair,'  replied  Mr.  Vigo ;  '  you  are  a  yeftriing, 
aod  I  tiaru  farmed  mj  judgment  lu  to  your  capadty.  l^ltat  I 
wish  to  do  in  yonr  Cftw  U  what  I  havo  dooa  in  othon,  and  Knno 
memorablo  onca.  Dkm  doea  not  make  a  man,  but  it  ofttm 
makoa  a  luccossful  oncL  Tho  ma»t  prccioua  ntone,  you  know, 
mtut  be  ixi  and  poliahed,  I  shall  eoler  your  name  in  my  books 
for  an  iinliuiitcd  credit,  and  ni>  itccotint  t<i  tn:  nettled  till  you 
ana  privy  councillor.  I  do  not  limit  the  cr>7dit,  becaoM  you 
are  a  man  of  tense  and  a  Kcutlemun,  oiid  will  not  abuse  iL 
But  bo  quite  as  careful  not  to  «tint  yotirFoli  ns  not  to  be  nood- 
Icssly  extravagant.  !o  the  first  instance,  you  would  bo  inte^ 
feriug  witli  my  experiment,  and  tliat  would  not  bo  fair.' 

This  conveiKitiott  took  place  in  Mr.  Vi^>'s  coitnting-bouM  the 
morDing  after  tlie  enterlainnitut  at  lua  villa.  Endyinion  colled 
upon  Sfr.  Vigo  iu  his  way  to  lua  oflioe,  as  bo  had  been  minested 
to  do,  and  Mr.  Vigo  bod  expressed  his  wishes  and  intentions 
with  regard  to  EDdymioo,  as  intimated  in  the  preceding  romarks. 

'I  have  known  many  nn  heiresa  loit  by  lier  suitor  being  ill* 
dnsHd,'  said  Mr.  Vigo.  ■  You  must  dreee  ocoording  to  your  age, 
your  putsuita,  yotu  object  in  life ;  you  must  drasa  toc^  in  soma 
coses,  aooording  to  your  sot.  In  youth  a  little  fancy  is  rather 
expected,  but  if  political  life  be  your  object,  itshonld  be  avoided, 
at  least  after  one-and-tweuty.  I  am  diesafng  two  brotlien  now, 
men  of  ccnridemble  puHtion  ;  one  is  a  mere  man  of  pleosnre, 
th«  other  will  probably  bo  a  minister  of  states  Tbey  are  as  like 
as  two  peas,  but  were  I  to  dreea  tlie  dimdy  and  tlie  minister  the 
same,  it  would  be  bad  tasto^it  would  bo  ridiculous.  No  man 
gives  ma  the  trouble  which  Lord  KgUntine  does ;  he  has  not 
made  up  bis  mind  whether  bo  wilt  be  a  great  poet  or  prima 
mioieter.  "  You  must  clioose,  my  lord,"  I  tell  him.  "  I  cojinot 
■and  ycni  out  looking  like  Lord  Byroo  if  you  inenn  to  be  a 
OannJng  or  a  Pitt."  I  hare  dreesad  a  great  many  of  our  «tet«s- 
men  and  orators,  and  T  nlways  dnosoit  thciii  according  to  their 
■tylo  and  the  nature  of  their  duties.  What  all  mon  should 
avoid  is  the  "  shabby  geoteel"  No  nan  ever  gets  over  ib  I 
will  save  you  from  thaL     You  had  belter  be  in  rags.'

Mrs.  Fcnats  bad  never  tallied 
ainca  tho  lost  diaoomfitnie  of  her  jwlitical  hopea,  anil  liail  ncrnt 
nnuiMd  h«r  pravioua  tottonr  of  life.  She  was  aocludwl,  her 
spirits  nnMiiain,  mooda  ol  dcpretsiou  succeedeJ  by  fits  of  un- 
aooonnlalilo oxcJtomant,  and,  outke  whole,  Mjra  feared  agraetal 
and  chronic  diaturbanoo  of  her  oarvom  Rystcm.  Ilii  siatw  pre- 
pared Eodjnuon  for  encountering  a  great  change  in  tbetr  parent 
wh«D  ho  ntumad  borne.  Myni,  bowercr.  never  espatiatod  on 
tite  albiis  of  Huratley.  iler  aiuul*  in  this  itapeet  were  tamt- 
what  dry.  Slic  fulliUed  ]i«r  prontiM  of  recording  tbom,  but  no 
morei  Her  pen  was  fuller  and  more  eloqaeot  in  her  comtnienta 
on  llic  life  of  hor  biulbvt,  nnd  of  the  new  chancteta  with  whom 
he  had  hocomo  acquainted.  She  dolight«d  to  hear  about  Mr. 
JaweU,  and  especiallf  about  Mi;  St.  Borbe,  and  waa  much 
ploaaed  Ibnt  lin  luul  boen  to  the  Derby,  tbou^  she  di^l  not 
ejcactly  collect  wbo  wero  his  companionsi  Did  he  go  with  that 
kind  Mr.  Trcndianl  t  It  would  aeem  that  Sndynioo's  ocoount 
of  the  Kodiiny  family  liail  been  limitod  to  vag^e  though  (•meet 
acknowledgmonle  of  their  great  civility  and  attention,  which 
added  much  to  the  comfort  of  liia  life.  Impelled  by  tome  of 
then  giatoful  though  gonend  nmuks,  Mn.  I'arian,  in  a  paroxysm 
of  lately  gratitude,  had  sent  a  mlteive  lo  Sylrb,  auch  aa  a 
•OTeniga  might  addresa  to  a  deeerring  mbjeet,  at  the  came  time 
Mkniowtedging  and  eommending  her  duteona  servioes.  Such 
vw  the  old  domestic  aiiperatition  of  the  Rodneya,  that,  with  all 
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Umv  wotldli&eaa,  they  tittniKd  this  effltnon  as  if  it  ]wd  nollj 
enuD&ted  [ram  the  c«ntro  of  power  and  oourlljr  favour. 

HyfB,  in  bet  anticip&tiotu  of  epeedil;  ni««tiDg  \m  biollicr, 
waa  doomed  to  dUappninliDciit.  Sho  luid  counted  on  Kudymion 
obtaining  (ome  holidajrs  in  the  usual  ncosi^  Init  in  cun»e(|ui-nc« 
of  having  so  recently  joioed  the  office,  Endymion  wm  ratuned 
foi  eumnicr  and  autumnal  irurk,  and  not  until  Clirietrau  was 
UiOM  any  prospect  of  liia  Fetnmins  home 

The  interval  between  midtiummor  and  that  period,  tlxKgh 
not  doi,-oid  of  seasons  of  monotony  and  IcutrlincK^  posied  in  a 
way  not  altogether  uupioQtable  to  Endymion,  Walderehaiv, 
who  had  bcynii  to  notlee  liim,  «e«med  to  become  interested  in 
his  cat«er.  WaUlcnhare  knew  all  about  his  Iiistunc  oncwtor, 
Endymion  Carey.  The  babbling  imagination  of  Waidcnhnn 
clustered  with  a  tort  of  wild  foacuiation  round  a  living  link 
vitlt  tbe  sge  oi  the  cavaliers,  lie  bad  some  Stuurt  bluixl  in 
his  vaJM,  ami  his  nnomtors  had  fallen  at  t>lgi-l)ill  and  Manton 
Uoor.  'Waldetsbare,  whose  fanciea  alternated  between  SlnUTon! 
■nd  St.  Just,  AnhUihop  Ijiud  and  the  Goddess  of  Koason, 
nrtittd  for  tlM  iiiom«Dt  to  bis  visions  on  llio  bankn  of  tlui 
Gam,  and  the  brilliant  rhapsodies  of  his  boyhood,  Uis  convereo 
with  Nigut  Ponruddock  bad  ]>TcpaTed  Endymion  in  annin  degree 
for  tliose  mysteries,  and  jii>rhaps  it  was  iMcause  AValdcrshaie 
fouad  that  Endymion  won  by  no  raeans  iU-inforaied  on  these 
natters,  and  thonifon>  there  wo*  lex*  cpfiortunily  of  (baling 
and  moulding  him,  irhich  was  a  passion  villi  WnMorsbore,  that 
h«  eooD  quilted  the  Great  Rubfllinn  fur  i)a»tures  new,  and  im- 
preasod  upon  bis  pupil  tint  all  that  had  occurred  before  tlie 
Fnnch  Berolntion  waa  ancient  history.  The  French  Retolu- 
lion  had  introduced  Itie  connopolitan  princii^n  into  human 
•Siin  instead  of  Iho  uotioual,  and  no  public  man  oould  succeed 
who  did  not  comprehend  and  ocknowJedgo  that  irulli.  Wuld«r- 
than  l«nt  Endymion  books,  and  hooka  with  which  othsrwtss 
bo  would  not  have  become  acquainted.  Unconsciously  to  him- 
self, the  talk  of  'SValdenharv,  teeming  with  knowledge,  and 
fancy,  and  plnyfutnew,  and  airy  sarcasm  of  life,  taught  him 
Mmething  of  the  art  of  ooDvetaatioa — ^to  be  prompt  witliout 
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bting  slubboni,  to  refnte  without  Bi;gatii«at,  and  to  ctotho  gntv 
■nattcm  in  &  motJoy  gub. 

But  in  Aogust  WaUenhan  diuppeancl,  and  at  Hit  beginning 
of  September,  orcn  the  Rodncp  bad  gone  to  Ifaigata  St.  £iirbo 
was  the  onlf  eUtrt  loft  in  Kiidjrmion's  room.  Th«j  dinod  to- 
giitlier  almost  erur;  day,  and  went  on  tba  top  of  an  omnibos  to 
many  a  ciiburban  paniilicc  '  I  t«U  yon  what,'  said  Bt.  fiarbot 
aa  tbey  w«ro  watching  one  day  together  iix  humours  of  th« 
world  In  the  crowded  IcA-garden  and  bostliag  bowliog-givcn  of 
Canonbury  Tavom ;  '  a  fcUow  might  get  a  good  chapter  out  of 
tluN  soenc  I  could  do  it,  but  I  will  not.  "What  »  the  nae  of 
lavishing  oiio'!>  hnum  on  an  uiignt«[ul  wurltl  t  Why,  if  tliat 
fcUow  Gushy  wcra  to  wrtto  a  dMcriplign  of  tliit  place,  which 
be  would  do  like  a  penny-a-linei  dninlc  with  ginger  beer,  every 
oountoes  in  Klnyfair  would  be  Kodfng  him,  not  knowing,  the 
idiot,  whetkor  iho  ought  to  smile  or  ehcd  tears,  and  sending 
him  cuds  with  "at  homo  "  npon  thorn  as  laigo  as  lif&  Oh  I  it 
is  disgusting!  ahtolutely  disgusting.  It  Is  a  nefarious  world, 
air.  Yon  will  End  it  oat  Mme  day.  I  am  as  much  robbed  bj 
that  follow  Gushy  m  men  are  on  the  highway.  Ha  is  appto- 
priating  my  inoom^  and  the  incomo  of  thoueands  of  lionc«t 
follows.  Aud  then  lie  pi>etend«  he  is  writing  for  tlie  people  I 
The  people !  liVhat  dons  ho  kuuw  about  llic  pcoi>Iol  Annals 
of  tho  Kew  Cut  and  SalTron  lltU.  Ho  thinks  be  will  frit,-hlen 
some  lord,  who  will  ask  him  to  dinner.  And  that  be  calls 
PiogTosa.  I  baldly  know  which  is  tlte  wont  class  in  this 
country — Uio  aristocracy,  tho  middio  claai,  or  what  they  call  the 
people.     I  hato  them  all' 

About  tli«  fall  of  the  leaf  the  ofTiccs  were  all  filled  again,  and 
among  the  re«t  Troncharl  Ktumed.  'Uia  brother  has  been 
ill,'  said  St  Barbo.  '  They  siy  tliat  Tiondiatd  is  veiy  fond  of 
hint.  Fond  of  a  brotlicr  who  kcujui  him  out  of  four  thousand 
pounds  per  annum  I  What  will  man  not  say  I  And  yet  I 
could  not  go  and  congratulate  Trenchord  on  his  brother's  death. 
It  would  ba"bad  toite."  Tiunclmrd  would  porhspt  never  speak 
to  me  again,  though  he  had  been  lying  awake  all  ui{;ht  chuck- 
ling orec  the  event     And  Gushy  taket  an  amiable  view  of  tliis 
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tcoAA  of  h^pocRsj  and  pluniiet.    And  that  is  whjr  Qnahy  is  bo 
popnlarl' 

Them  wns  one  incident  at  tbe  begia&big  of  yov«mb«t,  which 
eventually  exercised  no  mean  inCuenca  on  the  life  o!  Endjmion. 
TTOnchaid  offend  one  ereoing  to  introduce  bim  as  s  guMt  to  a 
cdolmtcd  debating  socJotj',  of  whicli  Trendiard  vas  a  dis- 
tinguished member.  This  society  had  grown  out  of  tlic  Union 
at  Cambridge,  and  was  originslly  intended  to  bavo  been  » 
inGlro]io!itan  bruidi  ol  that  fiusous  aaiouation.  But  in  process 
of  time  it  ma  found  that  stieh  a  coniititittiini  woa  too  limited  to 
ensure  tliuise  tiumbeis  and  that  Tarietj  of  mind  desirable  in  such 
au  inrtilntion.  It  vm  thnrefoTo  ojwiieil  to  the  vbole  vorld  duly 
qoaliSed.  Die  ]>redominant  clement,  hovcvar,  for  a  long  lime 
conainted  of  Cambridge  men. 

Thin  nocioty  nwid  to  meet  in  a  large  room,  litt«d  up  as  much 
lika  tbe  Jlous«  of  Conunons  oa  pfxaiiblc^  aod  vliich  wus  ia  Fne- 
oiaunu'  Tarern,  in  Gr«Ll  Quood  Street  Some  hundred  and 
aHj  u«nben  ven  pr«sent  when  Kndymion  paid  hia  first  viait 
there,  and  tfae  aeeue  to  Eudymiou  was  novel  end  deeply  intereet 
ing.  Though  only  n  gutwt,  bo  wiu  [>i-riDit4«d  to  ijt  in  the  boily 
of  the  chamber,  by  tbo  tide  of  Ti^ncbord,  vbo  kindly  gare  him 
■om*  iuformation,  as  tbe  proceediuga  adranced,  as  to  the  jirin- 
cipil  |)efsoDaees  who  took  jxirt  in  them, 

Ttio  qnastion  to-niglit  vrat,  vrhcthor  thedccnpttotion  of  Cbatles 
lliu  First  were  a  justifiable  ftct,  and  the  deb&te  vas  opened  in 
tiie  afiitmativo  by  a  young  man  irith  a  siugnlarly  sunny  face 
and  a  voice  of  music.  His  stntemciit  wiu  clear  and  calm. 
Tliough  nothing  could  ho  more  uncompromising  tlian  his  opinions, 
it  seemed  that  nothing  could  be  fairer  than  his  facts. 

'  That  ix  HoTt«nsias,'  fnid  Tntnchnrd  ;  '  ho  irill  be  colled  tliis 
titnn.  Tbcy  say  he  did  nothing  at  the  university,  and  is  loo 
idle  to  do  anytiiing  at  the  bat ;  but  I  think  bi^y  of  him.

The  quettioQ  luTing  been  btmcbod,  Spniee  anac,  a  vtij  nut 
speaker;  a  littlo  loo  medunica],  but  plandlila;  Eadjrmion  wor 
axtontahed  nt  the  dcstcrous  tums  in  Itis  own  favour  which  ho 
gftTQ  to  naay  ot  thu  »tal«in<!nt4  of  Horteaaiai^  ninl  how  lie 
iBtangted  and  maaaacred  the  seconder,  who  bad  mode  n  mtiilako 
in  a  dat«. 

'He  in  tl)«  Tor;  lender,'  said  TnncIumL  'Tli«re  ate  not 
twenty  TorJa  in  th«  Union,  but  we  always  liiricn  to  bini.  Tie 
u  A»Tp,  Jawctt  wilt  answer  him.' 

An<l,  BCiooTilingly,  Uuit  great  man  rOM.  Jawott,  in  dulcet 
tonas  of  philanthropy,  intimnt«d  that  he  waa  not  opjXMed  to  tha 
decapitation  of  kin^ ;  oo  tho  contmry,  if  there  were  no  other 
way  of  getting  rid  of  th«in,  b«  would  hare  recoutso  to  nich  a 
iDolbod.  £ut  hu  did  not  tbisk  tti«  wk  Mvn  th«m  was 
Jtutiliablo. 

•Always  erotctitdy,'  whitporod  Trcnchnrd. 

Jawctt  tliought  tiie  wholo  conooption  of  the  oponin;;  spoocb 
crroiieoas.  It  proceeded  on  tiio  auumptiian  that  tlie  execution 
of  Charles  was  tlwi  act  of  the  psoplo ;  on  the  contrary,  ft  was  an 
intrigue  of  Cromwell,  who  was  the  only  person  who  proBtod  by  it, 

CiomwoII  wai  vindicAUxl  and  poiiegyriMd  in  a  finmitig  spiwcb 
by  >fontTeaI,  who  ton):  tliia  opportunity  of  denouncing  alike 
kings  and  biahope,  Chnrch  and  Stiite,  wiUi  poworfid  invective, 
terminating  lila  addraaa  by  the  expression  of  an  earnest  hope 
that  be  might  be  aparod  to  witness  the  inevitable  Common- 
wenhh  of  England. 

'lie  only  Imt  his  election  for  RalUeton  by  ten  voles,'  said 
TfcacbflnL  '  We  oill  him  the  Lord  Protector,  awl  his  friends 
hPTH  think  bo  will  be  sa' 

Tbn  ilcbittfl  was  concluded,  aftfit  anotlifr  hour,  by  IIortenBiua, 
ami  Eudyraiuu  was  struck  by  the  conlTut  botwecn  his  first  and 
seoond  mnnner.  Safe  from  reply,  and  inckless  in  his  security, 
it  is  not  «eay  to  describe  tbo  audacity  of  his  tetorts,  or  the 
lumolt  of  bi«  eloquence.  Kapid,  sarcastic,  humorouw,  pictur^que, 
impu^oned,  he  Momed  lo  carry  everything  before  him,  and  to 


nwtinblo  liis  fonner  self  in  uotbinf;  but  the  mmic  of  bU  voice, 
which  lent  mcloily  to  iconi,  ami  ntutinliiacs  toocIimI  the  depth 
of  pfttJioa. 

Endymion  walked  home  vith  Mr.  Tnochard,  and  iu  a  musing' 
raooH.  '  I  »hmil<l  not  cnn  hoir  hi;  I  wm,'  nid  Eiidfuiiou,  'if 
I  could  Epeak  like  Uortensiaa.'

Throe  qnarters  of  a  year  had  alapeed  since  the  twins  IuhI 
putod,  and  th«iy  were  at  ibat  period  of  life  when  nioh  an  int«r- 
ral  often  produces  no  Hli;^ht  chants  in  penonal  appearance. 
End)~mion,  always  tall  fnr  his  yc.irs,  had  considerably  grown ; 
hia  air,  and  manner,  and  dreas  were  iliitiugnished.  But  tlinw 
quarters  of  a  yanr  hod  pioduoed  a  still  grenter  elTuct  upon  hia 
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iiifUr.  IIo  IumI  left  li«ra  beaatiful  gut :  hsr  boauty  wu  not  Iwa 
Hriking,  but  it  trM  ooir  tlw  beent;  of «  woman.  Kn  mien  wu 
tndia&t  bub  eamniaiidiiig,  uid  1i«t  brow,  bIwajs  Temukable,  wu 
ungaluly  impmnirtv 

Tbey  stood  in  animated  coarene  befora  tlie  fi(«,  Cndymioii 
between  his  father  and  hli  sister  and  lelaining  of  each  a  hand, 
wheo  Mr.  Fomn  nodded  to  M;tii  and  taid,  '  I  Uiink  now ;'  and 
>[yia,  not  rdadaDtljr,  but  not  with  hap]);  Mgwnesa,  left  the 
nxim. 

'  She  ia  gone  for  your  poor  inothor/  caid  Mr.  Femn ; '  we  an 
tmeasjr  about  her,  my  dear  boy.' 

U)'ta  waa  aonie  time  away,  and  when  she  retuni«l  iilio  waa 
alone.  '  She  sej's  she  must  aoo  him  lint  in  h^^r  mum,'  Mid  M^, 
in  ft  low  voice,  to  h«r  father!  '  but  that  will  neret  do;  you  or  I 
mutt  go  with  him.' 

*  Vou  W  better  go,'  aaid  Ur.  Ferran. 

8be  took  her  brotiiei'e  baud  and  Ivd  him  away.  '  I  go  with 
ytm,  to  prarent  dreadful  scenes,'  said  his  eiater  <m  the  staireaae. 
'Trjr  to  behave  just  aa  in  old  times,  and  aa  if  jou  saw  no 
change' 

Myra  want  into  the  chamber  lint,  to  give  to  her  mother,  if 
poatiblc^  the  keynote  of  the  interview,  and  of  which  alio  had 
nlrundy  furniahod  the  pralndek  '  We  are  all  »o  happy  to  aee 
KndyroioD  again,  dear  mamiaa.     Papa  ia  quite  gay.' 

And  then  wliea  Endymion,  answering  liis  aister's  beckon, 
unterod,  Mr*.  Fernini  ruahed  forward  with  •  aort  of  laugh,  and 
cried  out,  ■  Oh  t  I  am  «o  happy  to  see  you  again,  my  child.  I 
fee]  quite  gay.' 

He  omhormced  hor,  but  he  could  not  beliere  it  wu  hi*  motlifir. 
A  visage  at  ooco  haggard  and  bloated  had  aupplonted  that  soft 
and  rich  oounteiuatce  which  had  captirated  ao  many.  A  tobe 
concealed  hot  attenuated  fmme;  but  the  luatratts  eye*  wero 
bleared  and  bloodahot,  and  the  accents  of  the  rotce,  which  used 
to  be  at  once  melodious  and  a  little  drawling,  hoarse,  harsh,  and 
hurried. 

She  never  atopped  talking ;  but  it  was  all  in  one  key,  and 
that  the  pcescribed  one — lier  happiuftts  at  hta  arriral,  the  uni-

After  a  time  abe  bc^an  to  leour  to  Uio  jinKt,  and 
to  sigh ;  but  inxtaiilly  Mym  int«if«rod  witli '  Von  know,  rn.^mipa, 
yoa  ue  to  dmo  dovasto^  to-day,  and  you  will  hardly  hava  tiin« 
to  drru ; '  aud  she  motiontd  to  Eudymioo  to  retire. 

Mrs.  I'crrar*  kept  tbo  dinner  vaiting  a,  long  time,  aod,  whan 
ilio  cntotcd  tho  room,  it  was  evidrat  that  eh«  was  iniafully 
excitod.     She  had  a  cap  on,  and  had  iisod  somo  reagt, 

'Endymion  miiHt  take  iu«  in  to  dinner,'  sho  hurriedly  cx- 
cluniod  as  she  entoml,  and  then  graaped  bet  eoo'e  anu. 

It  sMtnul  a  happy  and  even  a  merry  dinner,  uikI  yet  there 
WW  ■ometbiDg  aboiit  it  forced  and  oonstratnod  Mis.  Fenran 
talked  a  |i;reat  deal,  and  Kndymion  told  them  a  gicat  nuuy 
anecdote*  of  those  men  and  thin^  which  moit  iuterostod  them, 
and  Uyra  teemed  to  be  absorbed  in  his  romarks  and  namtiVM, 
and  hit  mothci  would  drink  his  health  more  than  onai^  whan 
Eiiddenly  she  went  into  hyaterica,  and  all  waa  anaiohy.  Mr. 
Fetius  looked  di3tr«esed  and  infinitely  aad ;  and  ilyiu,  putting 
her  ann  round  lier  mother,  and  whispering  worda  of  cahn  or 
comfort,  managed  to  load  her  out  of  tiie  rooro,  and  neilliur  of 
thom  nttiraed. 

'  Poor  cnsatuK ! '  Mid  >[r.  Forran,  with  a  ngb.  '  Seeing  you 
boa  hoen  too  mncli  for  her.' 

The  Doxt  tnoming  Enilyuiion  uud  his  slater  paid  a  viut  to  the 
nctory,  and  there  ttiey  nut  l^igel,  who  vae  pusing  hia  Chiist- 
mna  at  home.  Tliia  was  a  happy  meeting.  Tlie  rector  liad 
written  an  Ciuny  on  aquirrels,  and  ehowud  them  a  gkM  conUiin- 
iiig  that  spoiLivu  little  animal  in  all  ita  frolic  forma.  Fanner 
Tbomberry  hnd  oidcrod  a  patli  to  bo  cleared  on  the  green  from 
the  hall  to  the  rectory ;  and  *  that  ii  all,'  latd  Itlt».  Peuruddock, 
*  wo  luvo  to  walk  upon,  <-xcept  llie  high  road.  The  snow  baa 
<hrift«d  to  such  a  degree  that  it  is  impossible  to  got  to  the  Cbaae. 
I  went  out  the  day  before  yesterday  witli  Carlo  as  a  gnidb 
When  I  dill  not  duarly  mako  out  my  way,  I  crnl  him  forward, 
and  (ometinios  I  could  only  Me  bis  black  head  emeiging  from 
tlie  mow.     So  I  liad  to  retreat' 

Mr*.  Ferrar*  did  not  appiinr  thii  divy.  Eodymion  TuEted  her 
in  hor  room.  Uo  found  her  fli^^bty  and  incoherent.  She  seemed 
to  think  tlut  be  had  returned  {icnnauently  to  Huratley,  and  said 
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A»  never  tuul  onj  gooil  opinion  of  the  icbem  of  ku  Icktiii^ 
Uiera.  If  it  Ind  be«n  tito  Foreign  Office,  u  vu  promised:,  and 
hi*  fatlier  luul  been  in  the  Obiuut,  wltidi  vaa  hia  riglit,  it  migUt 
luTa  been  >U  vtaj  wdL  Svt,  if  bo  w«ro  to  Itmxn  borao,  h« 
on^t  to  h&v«  gono  into  the  Ouaids,  and  it  mu  not  too  Ute, 
Aul  tb«D  tbey  misbt  livo  in  a  small  bon^  in  town,  and  look 
after  biro.  There  trere  small  botuca  in  Wt]li>n  Cretoent,  wbicfa 
would  do  Tor)'  wolL  Boaidaa,  abo  bondf  wantod  dianga  of  air. 
HntsUejr  did  not  agree  with  her.  She  bad  tto  appetite.  She 
naT«r  mt  well  excfipt  in  Loodon,  or  WiinUedoa.  SIm  wisbod 
that,  aa  EodyiuKm  waa  li«r»,  bo  would  apeak  to  hi*  father  on 
tha  anbject.  She  saw  no  naaoo  whj  tiiiej  should  not  lir«  at 
their  place  at  Wimbledon  aii  well  as  hen:.  It  was  not  ao  largo 
a  bouse,  and,  tlicnfoni,  would  not  bo  ao  oxponaira 

EndymioD'a  holiday  waa  only  to  last  a  weak,  and  Myn  seemod 
jealous  of  his  sparing  any  portion  of  it  to  If  Igol ;  yet  the  rsctot'a 
•an  was  sedulous  in  his  endcaroun  to  e^joy  lite  society  of  his 
former  corapaniun.  Tbore  seemed  some  raason  for  bis  calling 
at  tlie  hall  every  day.  Mr.  Forraia  broke  throuf^  hia  habite, 
and  fnvilcd  Xi^  U>  dino  with  tbum ;  and  after  dinner,  saying 
that  he  wonid  visit  itn.  Tttmn,  wlu>  was  unwell,  loft  tfaam 
alonei  It  waa  the  only  time  tbey  bad  yet  been  alonai  £ndy- 
Diion  found  that  there  wan  no  change  in  the  feelings  and  views  ot 
Nigel  lespocting  Cliurdi  matteia,  eitoept  that  his  eentimentaaud 
opInJoiM  wen  more  aaaared,  and,  if  poMiblo,  note  advanoed. 
He  would  not  tolerato  any  refeninca  to  the  atata  of  the  nation ; 
it  was  the  state  of  the  Church  whi«b  eogrosied  hia  being.  No 
government  wa.i  eodunible  that  wax  not  dirtno.  The  Churc3i 
«u  divint^  and  oa  that  be  took  hia  etand. 

Ktgel  was  to  take  his  degree  next  term,  and  orders  aa  soon  as 
ponihln.  He  looked  forward  with  oonfidenco,  after  doubtteea  a 
period  of  disturbance,  confusion,  probably  violenee^  and  oven 
anarchy,  to  the  oaUbliibnMint  of  an  ocelo«iaiAi«al  polity  ttiat 
would  bo  catholic  throughout  the  realm.  EadymioB  just  inti- 
mated the  Toty  contrary  opinions  Uut  Jaw^tt  held  upon  these 
matten,  and  tnenttooed,  though  not  oa  an  adherant,  aome  of  the 
eoamopolitan  aaatimanU  of  Woldersbara. 

■  The  Cbordi  is  cosmopolitao/  said  Nigel ;  '  Iba  onlj  imtiae- 
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■hie  mem*  by  whkb  you  cui  stUia  to  identity  of  motiTc  ut! 
action." 

Thea  tlicy  rcjoinei)  ^fyro,  Init  Nigel  soon  recurred  to  the  ab. 
■orinng  theme.  Ilia  povcrs  had  ttiacb  (levelopod  since  h«  and 
Endjmion  used  to  iraDder  together  over  Huntley  Cluue.  He 
liad  gnatt  eloquence,  his  views  irero  startling  and  commoiuluig, 
an<I  bin  rxi<r«^iona  fomble  and  pictomsque.  All  was  heiglite&ed, 
too,  by  his  Btrildng  personal  appearance  and  tko  beauty  of  his 
voioe.  He  sccinod  something  betvrccn  a  young  proi>hct  aiid  ait 
inquiutor;  a  i«marirabl«  blending  of  enthusja«iii  and  self-oontroJ. 

A  person  mora  expedenced  in  human  naturo  than  Kndymion 
might  have  observed,  that  all  this  time,  while  Nij^el  was  to  all 
appeanuioo  chiefly  addreuing  huasolf  to  Kiidyniioii,  ho  vrax,  in 
fact,  endeavouring  to  impress  his  sister.  Kndjmion  knew,  from 
the  oorteapondence  of  Myra,  that  Kigel  had  been,  especially  in 
the  Bumtoer,  much  at  Hnrstley ;  and  when  lie  irts  alone  willi 
his  siHt«r,  he  could  not  help  leciarking,  '  Nigd  is  as  strong  as 
over  in  his  views,' 

'  Yn,'  sbo  rejilicd ;  'li«  fs  very  clever  and  very  good-lookinj^ 
It  is  a  pity  ho  is  going  into  tho  Church.    Idonotliliccleigyinon.' 

On  th«  third  day  of  the  visit.  Mis,  Fcmrs  vnts  annoniKed  to 
\»  unwell,  and  in  the  cvcninj;  vi-ry  itnurell ;  and  Mr.  Fenara 
Kent  to  the  nearest  medical  man,  and  bo  vraa  distant,  to  attend 
her.  The  medical  man  did  not  arrive  until  past  midnight,  and, 
after  visiting  his  patient,  looked  grave,  Slio  lintl  fever,  but  of 
what  character  it  was  difficult  to  decide  Tlie  medical  man  luu! 
brought  some  lemediea  with  him,  aud  he  stayed  the  night  at  thn 
hall.  It  was  a  night  of  anxiety  and  alarm,  and  tbo  househohl 
did  not  retire  until  nearly  the  break  of  dawn. 

The  next  day  it  seemed  timt  tlie  whole  ot  the  Penmddock 
family  were  in  the  bouBO.  Airs.  IVnniddock  insisted  on  uuning 
Mrs.  Vermrs,  and  her  husband  looked  as  if  he  thought  he  might 
ho  wanted.  It  was  unrouonable  that  Nigel  should  be  left  alone. 
His  pnvWDce,  always  pleasing^  wns  a  relief  to  an  anxious  family, 
nod  who  were  beginning  to  get  alsrmcd.  Tho  fever  did  not 
nibaide.

iDBEsenger.  !fig«l.  who  was  ajwaj*  well  motmted,  vu  in  bis 
saddle  in  an  uuUnt.  He  Beem«d  to  bo  al]  nsooroe,  consolaticB, 
and  encrgj :  '  If  I  am  fortnnatvi.  ho  will  bo  b«re  in  four  honn; 
at  oil  ev<uit«,  1  will  cot  retuni  aloii«.' 

Four  terrible  houra  wcio  thcM :  }[t.  Fcmis,  mtl«u  oud  sad, 
and  Ust«iuDg  with  a  racaiit  or  an  absent  took  to  tbo  kind  and 
nnoeaaing  Ulk  of  the  rector ;  Myn,  aileol  in  her  mother'B  cham- 
ber; and  Fnilymioii,  wnndoring  about  alone  witb  kia  eyea  fuU 
of  tears.  Thi>  wn*  the  Kerria  ChristniM  lie  bad  talked  of,  and 
thU  Ilia  long -looked  for  holidaj-.  Ho  could  think  of  notlilng 
but  hill  niollicr'H  kiudneu ;  and  tho  <Ujs  gow.  by,  when  the  was 
M  bright  and  bappy,  came  b«ck  to  him  with  painful  viridnesi. 
It  ee«a«d  to  him  that  he  belonged  to  a  doomed  and  unhappy 
famllj.  Tvulh  and  ita  uncoudoui  mood  bad  hitherto  driven 
this  thought  from  his  mind ;  but  it  occurred  to  him  now,  and 
would  not  bo  driren  away. 

Nigel  was  fortunate.  Befow  buqmI  he  rotsnied  to  HursUt^ 
in  a  poatcbaise  with  tho  Oxford  physiciui,  wliom  be  Lad  ftu> 
uishsd  with  an  alilo  and  accurate  diagnods  of  tho  caao.  All  that 
art  could  doTise,  and  all  that  devotion  co"ld  anggeat,  were 
lavished  on  the  sulTcrer,  but  in  vain ;  and  four  days  afterwarda, 
the  toat  day  of  F.ndymioD'a  loog-awaitod  holiday,  Mr.  I'Vmirs 
doKd  for  ever  tho  eyes  of  that  brilliant  bMBg,  who,  with  soma 
weakaeeeee,  but  many  noble  qualitien,  had  shared  irilh  no  utu 
equal  apirit  tho  xplcndour  and  the  adrcrtity  of  hii  cxittonoo. 
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NiQib  took  a  high  degree  and  obtained  fint-daes  honours.  H« 
was  ordained  by  the  bishop  of  the  diocoao  ea  soon  after  at  poa- 
siblft  Ilia  componions,  who  lookod  np  to  him  with  ovory 
expectation  of  his  emiDcnce  and  influence,  were  (liMppointcd, 
liowerer,  in  tho  couno  of  lifu  on  which  be  dcddcd.  It  u-aa 
diflercnt  from  that  which  ho  had  led  tbom  to  aupiKuc  it  would 
be.  They  had  counted  on  his  becoming  a  resident  light  of  tho 
U&ivcniity,  lilling  iU  Idgbeit  ofBoes,  and  ultimately  reauhins  the 
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loftio«l  •tetwiw  in  Uw  Chtuch.  Instead  of  that  lie  aniiouiwod 
that  h«  had  Redved  to  become  a  curate  to  hia  fathor,  and  that 
ha  was  abont  to  Lory  kiniHlf  in  th«  solitude  of  Unntley. 

It  vu  in  Uic  cnrlj  stuninQr  following  tlie  death  of  Mn 
Famra  that  he  Mttlcd  then.  Ho  was  frc<iii nutty  at  the  hall, 
and  bceauM  intimtc  with  Mr.  Fonars.  Not irithitan ding  l}i« 
diffcmwe  of  ago,  there  wiut  twtweeii  them  a  sympathy  of  know- 
lailgo  and  thcnigliL  Iii  *\nio  of  hU  dui^iilud  mind,  Nigol 
Ust«n«d  to  Mr.  Vormre  with  dof«%ni:<?v  soliciting  bis  ju(ignieDt, 
and  banging,  aa  it  were,  on  hia  acueiita  of  wise  experience  and 
refined  taste.  So  Ni^  heoino  a  favourite  with  Mr.  F«nan ; 
lot  there  ara  few  things  mor*  fiatteriug  than  t)i«  graceful  sub- 
misBioD  of  an  accomplished  intellect,  and,  when  a«compani«d  bjr 
fauih,  the  spell  a  sometimes  fosciiiadn;;. 

Xlic  detilh  of  hia  wife  seemed  to  have  bcon  a  great  blow  to 
Mr.  KenafA  The  ezpreuion  of  his  careworn,  yet  Ktill  hand- 
Kimn,  countenanco  becamSi  tf  possible,  more  Faddono^L  It  wna 
witli  difficulty  that  hia  daughtoi  could  induce  him  to  take 
ezeicisc,  and  he  hud  lost  altogi-ther  tlut  xocmiug  intenut  in  thiiir 
oiit«r  world  which  once  at  least  he  affected  to  feoL  Uyii^ 
though  ever  content  to  be  alone,  bad  given  up  hctacU  much  to 
her  father  since  his  grtot  sonow ;  but  eh*  felt  that  her  elTorts 
to  di«lracl  him  from  bis  broodinga  were  not  eminently  auoooM- 
ful,  and  she  hailed  with  a  fMJing  of  relief  the  eetabliahment  of 
Nigel  io  Iho  parish,  and  the  conacqueitt  intimacy  tlut  arose 
between  him  end  hei  father. 

Nigel  and  Myn  woro  nocostarily  nmlor  these  drcuinslonMu 
thrown  much  together.  As  time  adronced  he  passed  Lis  eren- 
ing«  generally  at  the  ball,  for  he  was  a  pcofident  tn  the  only 
game  wliich  iutvrasted  >Ir.  Ferrers,  and  that  was  choM.  Reading 
and  writing  nil  day,  Mr.  Femrs  requited  some  remission  of 
attention,  and  his  ivlaxatioii  was  chess.  Before  the  games,  and 
between  the  goincs,  and  during  delightful  trA-limc,  and  for  the 
happy  qaiirt«t  of  an  hour  which  ensued  when  the  chief  employ- 
ment of  the  evening  cen.<icd,  Kigd  appealed  much  to  Zhlyra,  and 
endeaVDuml  to  draw  out  her  mind  and  feelingly  He  lent  her 
boolm,  and  books  that  favoured,  indirectly  at  least,  hii  own 
peooliar  views — volumes  of  divine  poesy  that  had  none  of  thr 
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tyiMig  of  {Malmodf,  Uea  of  tender  and  •onetiiiMa  wild  and  bril* 
lUnt  (uncj,  but  flTor  fiill  of  Gymbclic  truth. 

CheBS>(il>;ri»S  KquireB  oomplvto  ibstroctton,  an>I  Nigol, 
tltoogh  ho  v»»  •  ilouMo  finrt,  ocdtsioDaUy  lost  a  game  from  a 
lapM  in  thnt  cottdenMd  Ktt«ntioii  that  asouraa  triumpli.  Hid 
isu^  is,  Itc  vita  too  fecqaently  thinking  of  ainaothing  olco  bctidas 
the  jnoviM  on  tbo  boaid,  and  bis  Mr  vaa  aogagod  whil*  bia  ejra 
vanderad,  if  Myra  chancod  to  ti»  from  her  Mat  ot  make  the 
alittbteat  obsariratioD. 

The  watiiii  vrero  bo^nning  to  otmin)*  Llie  fint  fair  tivRiy  of 
autumn,  when  it  in  beautiful  withoat  decay.  Tbo  Lima  and  Um 
larcfa  had  not  yet  dropped  a  goldea  leaf,  and  the  bumisbed 
bMchea  flamed  in  the  miu.  F.vott  now  and  tbon  nn  oecnrional 
oak  or  ebn  roee,  «till  aa  full  of  deep  green  foliage  aa  if  it  wera 
nudsommer;  vhilo  the  dark  vetdure  of  the  pinca  sprang  up 
irith  effective  contiBst  aniid  the  gleaming  and  mplendeat 
chestnuta. 

There  was  a  glade  at  Iluratley,  boundatl  on  aack  sidn  with 
maasea  of  yow,  tbcir  iluk  gnwn  fcirm*  now  Htuddctl  with  criinsoB 
bvrrict.  Myro  waa  walking  one  monung  in  ihia  glado  when  aba 
mot  Kigcl,  who  was  oo  one  of  his  daily  pilgrimagfe,  and  he 
tunied  round  and  walked  by  her  side. 

'  I  am  »vn  I  cannot  giro  you  nowi  of  your  brother,'  he  said, 
'bnt  I  hara  had  a  letter  this  noming  from  Endymion.  He

But 
tometimce  one  has  dr««nu.' 

■  Yes ;  we  all  liave  dreams,'  said  >'igel,  with  an  air  of  ab»trao- 
tbn. 


*n  ii  ifflpoMiUo  to  ruiii  tbo  ^cinatidn  of  a  Gnu  autumnal 
mom,'  ntd  Myra ;  ■  bat  gire  me  tba  long  dayi  of  sunim«r  and 
its  rich  leaf}-  joys.

'  Delightful,  doubtless,  with  a  sympathising  companion.' 

'  l!ndym!(m  Tas  such  a  channing  eompomon.'  said  Myra. 

'  liut  ho  has  loft  ti«,'  mid  Nigel ;  'and  you  are  alom-.' 

'  I  am  alone,'  said  ^lyra ;  '  but  I  am  u£ed  to  solitude,  and  I 
can  tliiiik  of  him.' 

'  Would  I  wore  Endymioo,'  said  Nig«l,  '  to  be  thought  of  bf 
you!" 

Myca  looked  at  him  witli  aomuUiiiig  of  a  stare ;  hut  h«  con-

■  hiipp7  OOA  Hi-  found  NiK^l  settled  at  Hunlley,  un<l  olnioit 
d«ine«tical«d  at  the  bnU  ;  Kin  (uttior  morn  chwrfnl  tban  tiia 
Bisto's  ewlicT  lett«ra  had  led  him  to  sappose ;  aod  tha  UenMili 
M  delighted  bj  the  constant  eompanioiialiii)  of  her  brothdc  thai 
ahft  HODed  to  bitv*  naumrd  all  hor  original  pride  of  lifn, 

Keailjr  tvo  ytan'  acquaintance,  howerer  limited,  witli  tha 
worlii,  liud  olroady  trxcrcjaed a Tipeoing  mfiacncAOTCtEiuljinion. 
Nigel  aooa  peTGeircd  tbia,  though,  with  n  itatiTe  tact  which 
citcmnstaDces  bad  dsToloped,  Endymion  avoided  ohtmiltn);  hii 
new  eondniloos  upon  hb  fonner  inatrnctor.  But  that  deep  and 
•agar  spirit,  onwiQing  ever  to  let  a  votarj  necope,  and  absorbed 
inteUcctualljr  by  one  vast  idea,  would  not  be  haSled.  NJgel 
had  not  renounced  Iha  early  Ti«w  of  EDdymion  takiag  orders, 
and  iipoke  of  hti  London  hfe  as  an  iQMdcnt  which,  with  hi* 
youth,  be  might  in  time  only  loolc  upon  aa  an  epsoda  in  hia 
Bxisteoee.

Uw  sveiuitf^  and  nobodjr,  u  yet,  bad  called  a)>OD  him.  Vnder 
tltcM  ciTcumttacces,  Imogena  vnu  instructed  to  opeu  the  matter 
to  Mr.  ^Vftldettliare  when  Rho  presided  orer  his  break  fi»t-t«Ue ; 
and  that  gentleman  said  he  woi:ild  make  inqnirics  shout  the 
colonel  at  tlic  Trnvclkn'  Club,  ivhoio  Waldenhara  paesed  a 
great  deal  of  Iiia  time.  'If  he  be  anybody,'  (aid  Mr.  Welder- 
abaie,  '  he  in  rare  in  time  to  be  known  thcr*,  for  be  mil  be 
iamdueed  as  a  Tisitor.'  At  present,  hoirnrer,  it  tuni«d  out 
that  tbo  'Travellora"  knew  nothing  of  Colonel  Albert;  and 
time  ircnt  ou,  and  Colonel  Albert  waa  not  introduced  as  a 
viHitnr  there 

After  a  little  while  there  waa  a  change  in  the  habits  of  tlie 
eolonel  One  mornings,  about  noon,  a  groom,  ext»m«Iy  well 
ftppointod,  and  baring  under  his  chargo  a  couple  of  steedu  iif 
bned  and  beatity,  called  at  Warwick  Btreet,  and  the  colonel 
ndo  out,  and  was  long  abeent,  and  after  that,  every  day,  and 
(^onlly  at  the  same  hour,  mounted  his  horse.  Mr.  Bodnoy 
was  nerer  varied  of  catching  a  glimpse  of  his  distingnighcd 
lodger  over  Uie  blinds  of  tbo  ground-floor  room,  and  of  adniirin;; 
Uw  colonel's  oommondiDg  preseneo  in  hit  saddle,  distinguiahod 
aa  hia  neat  iraa  alike  by  its  grace  and  vij;our. 

In  the  couno  of  a  little  time,  another  incident  conneclod  with 
the  colond  occurred  which  attracted  notice  and  excited  interest. 
Towarda  the  erening  a  brongham,  marked,  but  quietly,  witli 
a  foreign  coronet,  Bt(q>pod  frequently  at  Mr.  jRlHlncy'x  hou^, 
and  a  visitor  to  the  etdonel  appeared  in  the  form  of  a  middle- 
aged  gentleman  who  never  gave  hii  name,  and  evaded,  it  aceined 
with  practiKiKl  drzlerity,  every  eSbrt,  bo«er«r  adroit,  to  obtain 
it.  Tlie  valet  was  tried  on  tliLj  head  also,  and  replied  witli 
■Inplicdly  Uiat  lie  did  not  know  Die  gentleman's  name,  hut  he 
vas  always  called  the  Baron. 

In  tlie  middle  of  Juno  a  packet  arrived  one  day  by  the  coaoh, 
fnnn  the  rnctor  of  llunitlfty,  addressed  to  Endymion,  announcing 
his  fathet's  dangerous  illness,  and  requesting  him  instantly  to 
repair  hound     Uyra  was  too  mnch  eeetrpjed  to  write  aren  a  linn. 
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It  wm  ■tnngo  tlwt  Uym  did  not  write,  wvro  it  oulj  m  linn 
It  wu  BO  tmlilte  hot.  How  o(t«n  tbta  occurrod  to  Kndymion 
diuitig  Ilia  wcuuoEoa  and  anxious  tnvell  VHwd  the  coacb 
rMch«d  llontloy,  ho  found  Mr.  Penniddock  wniUiig  tot  liim. 
Before  h«  oould  inqntra  aft«r  bJM  fstlwr,  titat  gentlMaaa  aaid, 
'  Mjm  l»  at  the  rectory  ;  you  ara  to  come  OD  lhei&' 

'  And  my  lallwr  T ' 

'Matten  are  critical,'  said  Mr.  Penniddock,  as  it  wore  avoid- 
iaji  a  cliroct  aniirer,  and  butAEUng  kia  paeck 

It  was  literally  not  a  firo  minutiw'  widk  fivia  llic  villain  inn 
to  tlM  rectory,  aiid  Ibey  walked  in  site&co.  Tba  tDCtor  took 
Eiulymion  at  once  into  liia  atady;  for  wo  can  hardly  call  it 
a  library,  though  tome  alielTM  of  hook*  wen  Ihero,  and  many 
stuffed  birds. 

The  rector  cloned  the  door  with  care,  and  looked  di&tresecd ; 
lad,  beckoning  to  Kndymion  to  bo  aoatcd,  bo  ni«i,  while  atiU 
itaDding  and  half  lumiDg  away  bia  head,  '  itj  dmt  boy,  pnpan 
foaiaeU  for  the  wont.' 

'  Ah  I  li«  i*  gone  then !  m j  dear,  dmr  father ! '  and  Eudy- 
mion  butst  into  paeeiooata  l«ars,  and  leant  on  the  table,  his 
face  hid  in  his  band& 

Tho  ractor  walkod  up  and  down  tho  room  with  an  agitated 
ooantenanoe.  He  ooold  not  deny,  it  would  eeem,  lh«  inferance 
of  Kndymion;  and  yot  he  did  not  proffer  those  coiuobtions 
which  miglit  be  tilled,  and  vhich  it  became  one  in  his  capacity 
peculiarly  to  urge. 

'  I  muct  «eo  Mjra,'  said  Kndymion  mgorly,  looking  up  with 
a  wild  tit  and  tlreoming  eyoe. 

'Not  yet,'  said  the  rector;  'alie  is  much  dlittaibed.  Your 
poor  fntbor  is  no  mora ;  it  is  too  tru« ;  but,*  and  bore  tlie  rector 
hetitated,  'ho  did  not  die  happily/

'  Your  poor  father  bad  much  to  try  him,'  said  tho  rector. 
'  Hia  Uto,  Binoe  bo  was  amongst  oa  bore,  was  a  life,  for  bim, 
of  Bilveisity — perhaps  of  great  advcraity — yet  he  bore  up  againul 


it  «ith  ft  dmsUan  ^irit ;  li«  cctct  repuud.  There  vu  mncb 
ihftt  vw  noble  and  eultcd  in  his  dunictor.  But  be  never 
oveccune  the  loss  of  yotu  deer  mother.  He  was  novcr  )iiiu«e]f 
ftft«nrar(Iik  He  wm  not  ftlmja  muUr  of  hinuolf.  I  coiild 
heat  witnecs  to  that,'  raid  the  recUr,  talking,  as  it  were,  to 
Kimsdl     'Ye»;  1  conid  conscientiouiJ;  j^ive  erideuco  to  that 

aSkei' 

■  WIiAt  elToctt'  allied  Endymion,  with  a  painful  scnitiny. 
'I  could  show,'  said  the  rector,  speaking  slowly,  and  in  a  low 
voicc^  'and  others  could  show,  that  be  tm  not  taaeta  of  him> 
seif  when  be  committed  tho  rash  net' 

'0  Me.  Penruddock  I '  exclaimed  Eodj-mion.  startinjj  from 
hill  chair,  and  sciEiii^  the  rector  by  his  arm.  '  What  is  all  thlst' 
*Tbnt «  gixat  sorrow  ho*  come  upon  yov,  and  jrour  sister,  and 
all  of  na,'  said  Iilr.  Ponruddock ;  'and  yon,  and  she,  and  alt  of 
aa  miut  bow  buSon  the  Divine  will  is  Irejabliug,  though  in 
hopft     Your  father's  death  wse  nut  uaturaL' 

Such  was  the  end  of  William  Pitt  Fonare,  on  wliom  nature^ 
opportniutjr,  and  culture  appeared  to  have  showered  everr 
advantage.  His  abiliti«d  were  coiuidci»ble,  liin  ainhitioo  greater. 
Thongfa  intensely  worldly,  ho  wna  not  devoid  of  nffectioiu.  He 
found  tefnge  in  micidc,  as  many  du,  from  want  of  imagination. 
The  present  wa«  too  hard  for  him,  and  hii  future  was  only 
a  chaotic  ncbtila. 

Eodynuon  did  not  see  his  sister  that  evtiiiii^'.  She  was  not 
nude  aware  of  his  arrival,  and  was  alone  with  ^Int.  Peuniddock, 
who  DOvor  left  her  night  or  day.  The  rector  took  charge  of  h«r 
brother,  and  had  a  sofa-bed  made  for  him  in  the  kind  man's 
room.  He  was  never  to  be  nlone.  Kover  the  whole  night  did 
poor  Endymiou  doeo  hi*  eyes ;  and  he  was  almost  as  innch 
Bgitetcd  about  the  impending  interview  with  Myia,  aa  about 
llie  dsrk  event  of  terror  tliat  bad  been  disclosed  to  him. 

Ya  that  dreaded  interrtow  muAt  take  place ;  and,  about 
noon,  the  rector  told  httii  tliat  Mym  was  in  the  drawing-room 
elune,  and  would  receive  him.  lie  tottered  as  he  crossed  the 
ludl ;  grief  and  ph  jncal  exhaustion  had  unmanned  liim ;  his  eyes 
were  streaming  with  tears ;  he  pouscd  for  a  moment  with  his 
hand  upon  the  dooi ;  ha  dreaded  the  angnish  of  her  oountenaiwa. 
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Sh«  adTueed  CDd  embnoed  him  wiUi  t«ad«m««  ;  h«r  Em» 
vrtu  gmru,  biit  iii>l  a  tear  even  gti«t«t)ed. 

'  I  haTo  bwo  lirisg  in  a  tragedy  for  joan,'  Etid  Ujtn,  in  ■ 
low,  iKdlow  voice ;  '  and  the  cataUTophe  has  now  anivad. ' 

'  Oh,  m J  doar  taihn  1 '  exdnimod  Emlyinion ;  aud  lie  bunt 
into  a  Kawwed  ]»rox}-«Q  of  grief. 

'  Vc« ;  ho  was  dear  U>  ua,  and  wa  wore  dur  to  him,'  8Ud 
Mjra;  'butthecnitain  haafollon.  Wo haTo  to BXcrt oanolTea. 
Energy  and  Mlf-control  wen  nerer  luoro  neoeesatjr  to  two 
hnmaa  beings  tlian  to  uk.  Uem  ore  hia  key* ;  hin  pnpen  mutt 
be  examined  hy  no  one  bat  ourselves.  Tliero  U  a  tenibl*  mi»- 
muuy  taking  pUoe,  or  imjtcnding.  When  it  b  alt  over,  ire  mmt 
Tuit  the  hoU  at  ImsI  onoo  more.' 

The  whole  Qeighbooriwod  was  full  of  sorrow  for  the  event, 
and  of  «yinpa*.h)-  for  thoae  beieft.  It  vm  UDireraall}  agreed 
that  lilr.  Ferran  hid  never  recovered  the  death  of  his  wife ; 
luwl  never  been  the  same  nun  after  it ;  bad  become  distait, 
alMonI,  wandering  in  his  miuil,  and  the  victim  of  an  invincible 
meUnclioly.  ^several  in^Uiiccs  wore  given  o(  hi*  inability  to 
manage  hb  t&an.  Hie  jary,  with  rnrmor  Thombeny  for  fore- 
man, haitatcd  not  in  givinj;  a  beoomiiig  verdict.  In  thono  days 
information  tntvollod  alowly,  Tboie  wore  no  nulroad*  then, 
and  no  telegrapha,  and  not  many  duba.  A  week  elapsed  before 
tho  Mid  occuncneo  wait  chronicled  in  a  provincial  paper,  and 
another  week  before  the  report  woe  reproduced  to  London,  and 
then  iu  an  obacure  corner  of  tho  jonmsl,  and  in  anaU  print 
Kvcrylhing  get*  abont  at  loat,  and  the  nurld  br^n  to  atare  and 
talk  i  but  it  pateed  unnoticed  to  tlie  tuScrcr*.  except  bv  a  Iett«r 
from  Zenobb,  received  at  Hnrstley  after  3Iyn  liad  d<!{iait«d 
from  her  kind  fiienda.  Zcnobb  was  shocked,  nay,  overwhelmed| 
by  what  ehe  hod  heard ;  wanted  to  know  if  she  could  be  of  use ; 
offered  to  do  onytliing ;  begged  Myn  to  come  and  atny  with  her 
in  St.  JniDCA'  Si]iiitre  ;  and  auiired  her  that,  if  that  vraro  not 
eonvcnicmt,  when  her  mooirning  vnu  over  Zenobia  would  present 
het  at  court,  just  the  same  as  if  elie  were  her  own  daughter. 

When  tlie  fatul  key*  were  uMd,  end  the  papers  of  Mr.  Kcrrars 
examined,  it  tnnied  out  worse  than  even  Mjta,  in  her  darkest 
eieuce^  had  anticipated.     Her  father  had  dind  slisalately 
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pennileafc  Aa  cocectttor  of  hie  fiither,  the  fund*  settled  on  bis 
irftt  had  iMBBined  und^r  liia  sole  coutrol,  aad  Ui«7  had  entirely 
dii^pcorcd.  Tlicra  wu  a  HIi;t  oddioBod  to  My»  oa  tbii 
robject.  Slie  read  it  vith  a  pale  face,  eaid  noLhiiig,  uicl,  n-itti- 
out  showing  it  to  Endynuon,  destroyed  it.  Thete  was  to  be  an 
immwlinto  riIo  of  llitai  effeoU  at  the  liaU.  It  waa  calcukCod 
Ui&l  the  eipeasee  of  the  funeral  itnd  sll  tbo  country  bill*  might 
be  defrayed  by  iU  proceedi. 

■And  Uiero  will  1m  «DOugh  left  for  me,'  said  Myn.  '  I  only 
went  UiD  pounds ;  for  I  have  wccitiiiiicd  lliat  there  is  tfc  part 
of  England  vhere  ten  poonds  will  not  take  me.' 

Zndymioii  aij;h«d  aiid  nvurly  wept  vben  she  eud  these  things. 
'  No,'  be  would  odil ;  '  we  mutit  never  part' 

'  That  vould  ensure  our  common  ruin,'  said  Mynw  '  No ;  I 
■rUI  never  embarrass  you  with  a  eiatei.  Yoa  can  ooly  just 
lubsitrt ;  for  you  could  not  veil  live  in  a  garmt,  except  at  the 
Bodnoyx'.  I  see  my  way,'  said  Myra ;  '  I  have  long  meditatod 
over  this — I  can  draw,  I  can  eing,  I  can  speak  many  tongues  :  I 
oiigbt  to  be  able  to  get  food  and  clolbing ;  I  maygeteomething 
Bior«.  AntI  I  shall  alwayii  be  content ;  for  I  shall  always  ba 
thinking  of  you.

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Ovt  of  the  moet  nmnrkable  taniilit«  Ihnt  have  ever  BourielMot 
in  Enjtlnitd  wut*  iha  ^B(;c-a.\TEi&  Tliuir  founder  n»8  n  SwtM, 
who  lud  uttabliiJicd  a  banking  hiiyuc  of  high  rejjute  in  Ei^^and 
in  Um  latter  part  of  tlia  eighteenth  century,  aul,  irrespocliva  of 
a  powerful  domestic  connection,  liad  in  time  pr«tty  well  ongroMcd 
tbe  largest  and  best  portion  of  foreign  banking  buHinosa.  Wheo 
tlie  giMt  French  Revolution  occuned,  all  tlic  craigiants  d«pedt»' 
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Ilieir  Jewell  and  thdi  trouaro  with  tltc  N«i:chnt«I&  As  the 
dietarfauieM  ipreod,  thoir  oxunpto  wu  foilowoU  by  thft  Abraied 
IMfoprietora  ADd  <spitaluta  of  tbo  roel  of  Kuropo  ;  and,  iodupcn- 
dnatly  of  tlieii  own  eonsiilonihlfl  mcuu,  tlie  NuuchnlcU  thus 
bad  tti«  eomniand  for  a  quarUr  of  «  century,  man  or  toM,  of 
adTeDtitioos  nuUioDk  They  won  acni|m]oiu  and  bitliful 
■tewsrda;  but  tkny  wero  donbUcu  repaid  for  their  vigiltuii^i!, 
thoir  anxiety,  and  oftto  their  liik,  by  tlio  o|>portunitJc«  which 
UiflM  nra  rewKireta  permitted  them  to  enjoy.  Oae  of  tha 
l^oaobatds  wiu  a  faTOorite  of  Ur.  FJtt,  and  assisted  tlio  Rnat 
statotmuj  in  hb  rant  riBuidol  amu^menU.  Tltia  Noncbntcl 
wa>  a  man  of  largo  ca[iacily,  and  tlioroughly  understood  lua 
period.  The  minister  wished  to  introduce  him  to  public  lif<^ 
wonld  have  opeoved  Paxtiameut  to  hiia,  and  no  doulit  have 
eliowoTod  on  him  Iwnonn  and  tttlos.  Jlut  Nauchotcl  declined 
Uieee  oveitiues.  Ha  was  one  of  Utoee  strong  minds  wi>o  will 
eonoeDtrato  their  eneisJee  on  one  object;  without  pcraouol 
Tanity,  bat  with  a  deop^cated  pride  In  the  fulursL  Ho  was 
always  preparing  for  bis  posterity.  Oorcnied  by  tliis  |)asdon, 
•Ithough  he  himself  would  have  beeneontent  to  Live  for  ever  in 
Itiabopagate  Street,  where  be  wu  bom,  he  bod  beoome  poeaeasod 
of  ft  Tftst  principality,  and  wliidi,  slnnge  to  say,  with  every 
ailvnntnito  of  fplnri'tour  sod  natural  boauty,  was  not  an  bout's 
drive  frvin  Wliit«eluip«L 

IlAncACi.T  lEouaa  had  bet-a  tainul  by  n  UritiKh  [>oiir  in  the 
daya  wli«n  noblos  were  fond  of  building  Palladian  jxilaoes.  It 
was  a  chief  woii  of  Sir  William  Chambers,  and  in  its  style,  its 
bonuly,  and  alraoat  in  its  dimcn>ioiis,  wm  a  rival  of  Stow*  or 
VTonstead.  It  stood  in  a  dcor  park,  and  was  snrroundcd  by  a 
»ya]  fore&L  Tlie  family  tliut  liud  raised  It  wore  out  in  the 
earlier  part  of  tliis  century.  It  was  supposed  tlutt  the  place 
mast  be  destroyed  and  dtBinonUcd,  It  was  too  vast  (i>r  a  citiicn, 
and  the  locality  was  no  lon^r  suflicii-ntly  rFfiiiod  for  a  eoDscripl 
father.  In  this  dilemma,  NouchaUfI  i;li<ppnl  in  and  ptiruboxol 
Uie  whole  sfTair — palace,  and  park,  and  deer,  and  picttires,  and 
hnllM,  and  (^nlteriea  nf  slatiio  and  bust,  sn<l  fiimitare,  and  evnn 
winm,  end  all  the  fums  tluit  rcmninci),  ami  tdl  the  soignituriiil 
Ticlits  tn  the  royal  foawL      Cut  he  never  lirod  tbor^    Though 
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ha  xpond  nothtn^  in  the  Tnainteiiaiici)  anil  ihq  iii)[inivciii«nt  of 
tlic  doiBua,  except  on  a  StiixUy  b*  DOTCt  TLsiWd  it,  and  vrot 
never  knowD  to  slc«p  nodet  its  roof.  '  It  irill  be  ready  for 
tboM  who  come  after  ini^,'  lie  voultt  remark,  irith  a  modest  tunllo, 
Thoea  who  caniR  nftcr  liiia  wi;rc  two  »ottt,  betwmn  whom  hu 
milliotia  ncro  divided  ;  and  Adrian,  the  elde«t>  ia  addition  to 
hia  share,  was  t&sde  the  lord  of  HoinAulL  Adriiui  liod  inlicritad 
■orocthing  more,  and  aooiethiog  moro  precious,  than  hi*  fathar's 
troaaora— a  not  inferior  capacity,  tmited,  in  hia  com,  with  uadi 
etilttue,  and  with  a  worldly  ambilion  to  wtiidi  liia  father  wait  a. 
slranjt'"'-  So  'on^  a«  thit  father  lived,  Adrian  had  bcva 
extremely  circtuiMpeot.  He  seemed  only  devoted  to  businesa, 
and  to  model  hia  eaadaet  on  that  of  hia  eminent  tire^  Tliat 
father  nho  liad  rncogTiisad  with  prido  and  tatixf»:Lion  his  capa- 
city, and  who  was  withi»it  jcalouay,  had  initiated  hia  ton  duriag 
hia  lifetime  in  all  the  Bccrets  of  hia  wondrous  oaft,  and  had 
cntrurtod  him  with  a  Iciuliiig  part  in  their  adsin.  Adrian  hul 
wait«d  ID  Downing  Street  on  Lord  Liverpool,  u  bi*  fallwr 
years  before  bad  waited  on  Mr.  Pitt. 

The  elder  NcticJiatcl  deported  thia  life  a  little  bcforo  the 
second  Fr«ncb  Revolution  of  1830,  which  liad  been  »o  fatal  to 
Mr,  Fcrrars.  Adrian,  who  had  nev«r  oommitlod  hinuelf  in 
politic,  (uitkor  than  sitting  a  abort  time  for  a  repulod  Tory 
borongli,  for  which  h*  paid  a  r«nt  of  a  thousand  a  year  to  tli« 
propcietar,  but  who  wna  known  lo  have  ki^un  nurtured  in  the 
aehool  of  Pitt  and  Wcllington^oatonishod  the  world  by  roting  lot 
Lord  Grc/it  K«foTni  Bill,  and  announcing  himself  as  a  LibereL 
This  was  a  largo  6sh  for  the  new  Liberal  Treainiry  to  capture ; 
their  Iriumph  was  gr«at,  and  thoy  datwnunad  to  afaor  that  tboy 
ap|>rccint«<l  tlie  power  and  the  inBaene*  of  their  new  ally.  At 
t^  dissoiulion  of  1831,  Adrian  Neu«hnt«l  was  a  oindidutt  f<ir  a 
poptilor  conatilucocy,  and  was  elected  at  the  bead  of  Iho  pnU. 
Hia  broUier,  Molchior,  was  also  retumed,  and  a  nephew.  Th« 
Lihcnls  were  alaTtni^d  by  a  sub*cription  of  fiibulous  dimensions 
Mid  to  tiavo  1>rrji  collected  by  the  Tories  to  inAucnoe  tlio  Genonil 
KIprtfnii ;  and  the  UDdoubti>d  omlrihulinn  of  a  noMo  duke  wa« 
piitti<.-i>lurly  mentioned,  which  alone  appalled  the  heart  of 
Urooka',    Th*  maltet  was  put  before  Netieliatel,  as  he  entered 
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Uifl  dull,  U>  vrhir.h  h«  hiul  boon  rcciMill)'  elocUnI  witli  ucUnw- 
tion.  *  So  yoQ  ara  a  liltlo  fright«QciI,'  he  saJil,  with  ft  peculiarl; 
iriubinj;  traile  which  he  liod,  half  moclc«TT  and  half  good  aaUite ', 
M  much  u  to  injr,  '  I  wiU  do  what  yon  wisli,  but  I  Me  through 
joa  and  eretjhoiy  etee.'  'So  j<m  are  a  iittl«  frightanoil. 
'fVcll;  we  Cit.v  men  must  no  what  we  can  do  agaiiut  the 
dulcot.     Vou  may  put  mo  down  for  doahlo  bia  amouiiL' 

Adrian  pttrchnaod  a  Tory  fina  mamrion  in  Portland  riaost  and 
took  tip  Ua  reudonoe  tonnatly  at  Qainault.  Ue  doIight«d  in 
the  plaoe,  and  to  dwell  there  in  a  muiiier  becomio^  the  acena 
hod  always  boon  one  of  hif  drcnms.  Kow  ha  lived  tharo  wiili 
UDbomnded  oxpenditun^.  lie  wm  pa88ioiiat«ly  fond  of  hotses, 
and  even  In  bis  fnlhcr't  Urolime  had  run  ftomc  at  Newmiulcet  in 
SDotber  nama  The  <<akIoa  at  Ilainault  had  been  modelled  oa 
those  at  Chantilly,  and  wen  almont  aa  splendid  a  pilo  as  Una 
nanaon  itadl  Tiitj  were  aoon  ftd),  and  of  first-rate  aolmala 
to  their  dUTcrent  way*.  With  his  choice  teams  Ailrian  eould 
reach  Bish<ip«gnt«  from  Ilaioault,  porticiilarly  if  Ihero  wora 
no  stoppages  in  Whitechaiwl,  in  mncJi  under  an  hour. 

If  he  had  fifty  pcnona  in  Itis  ttoUoe,  there  were  certainly  na 
many  in  hispark  and  gardens,  These  latter  were  moat  olebontai 
It  seemed  then  wa«  notliing  that  Uainsult  eoold  not  prodooe : 
all  the  fniita  and  flowoTfl  of  thn  tropica.  The  coRscTvatorieB  and 
fordng-huuMa  looked,  in  the  distance^  like  a  city  of  glasa  But, 
after  all,  the  portion  of  thic  imnenae  eetahlishment  which  was 
most  renowned,  and  perhaps,  on  the  whole,  beet  appreciated,  waa 
tbo  eatabliabmcnt  of  thn  kitclken.  The  chief  was  the  greatest 
celehnty  of  Europe ;  and  he  had  do  limit  to  his  sUtit,  which  he 
had  selected  with  the  utmost  scratiny,  niaintaiiied  with  becomin];

And  then  lio  would,  with 
his  [KirtJculaT  smile,  any  to  o  brother  baafc  director,  whoee  mouth 
wag  full,  and  who  could  only  answer  liim  wttli  biu  eye*,  '  linxi- 
neea  givn  one  an  ipiMilite;  eli,  Mr.  Tmilgit«t' 

Suada;  wm  alwaya  a  gnat  day  st  llslnault  The  Boyal  and 
llie  Stock  ExchangeB  weie  both  of  thorn  always  fully  rejircsentod ; 
and  then  they  oftnn  had  an  opportunity,  whicli  tboy  highly 
appreciated,  of  eociiigandconf«vrinf  with  some  public  cbaiaclers, 
M.P.a  of  note  or  promiao,  and  occaaionaliy  a  eecretaiy  of  tho 
litiafury,  or  a  privy  councillor.  'Turtle  makiM  all  men  equal,' 
Adiian  would  obterre.  'Our  friend  Tiotlgitj  Hecmcd  a  lilUu 
Dmbatnased  at  Grst,  when  I  introduced  bim  to  tho  Right  Honour- 
able ;  but  when  tlicy  silo  next  each  othei  at  dinner,  tUey  aoon 
got  on  reiy  wolL' 

Od  Sunday  tho  guests  walked  about  and  amuaod  tbeiuMlire& 
No  one  waa  allowed  to  ride  or  driv* ;  Mr&  Neuchatol  did  not 
lOce  riding  and  dririnji  on  Sundays.  *  I  see  no  barm  ia  it,'  eaid 
Adrian,  '  but  I  like  women  to  hare  tlieir  way  about  teltgioa. 
And  yoa  nay  go  to  the  BtabiM  and  see  the  Uotm*,  and  that 
might  take  op  the  morning.  And  then  tl;er«  on  tho  houMt ; 
they  will  amuM  you.  Fur  my  part,  I  am  for  A  etroll  in  the 
(oreat ; '  and  then  ho  would  lead  kia  oo«lpaIlion^  after  a  delightful 
tumble,  to  some  spot  of  agiettic  charm,  and,  looking  at  it  with 
iloli«hl,  would  aay,  'Pntty,  is  not  itt  But  then  they  cay  tbia 
pUco  ia  uot  tatbioEiable.

Adrian  luul  married,  when  very  young,  a  huly  sclocted  by  bit 
father.  Tlio  aelsction  seemed  a  good  one.  She  was  the  daugliler 
of  a  mget  eminent  banker,  and  bad  herself,  though  that  waa  of 
alight  imiwttonoo,  a  bige  portion.  She  was  a  woman  of  abilitiea, 
hij(Mj  eidtivatod.  Nothing  bad  ever  beea  spared  thai  she 
should  paaaoM  every  poeUble  accompliabraent,  and  aociuiie  every 
iiiforaiation  and  graoo  tluit  it  wan  dcjumblo  to  attain.

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Mra.  Kmehatol  «u  not  a  oontmtod  eptrif ;  and  tturagh  she 
kppnoiated  the  great  qoaJiUua  of  hat  btubond,  and  TJewed  him 
avou  witii  roveraDcc  lu  wnll  aa  aflaction,  aha  Morculf  eonteibuloil 
to  hU  happui«as  u  nncli  a*  bocaoMi  W.  And  for  this  reawii, 
Whether  it  vera  the  ronilt  of  physical  organiiatioii,  or  whether 
It  vera  tlia  uttety  which  wna  the  eODaoquctm  of  liariii);  liccn 
born,  aod  brwil,  and  tired  for  arar,  in  a  aocJoty  in  which  vcjtlth 
waa  tba  prtim  ol^ect  of  ftsit4«nce,  and  pnctieally  th«  teet  of 
axeellenm,  Mn.  Nendiatol  luul  irobibol  nul  mondj  a  oonteinpL 
lor  monojr,  hot  aliaolutely  a  hnti«d  of  it  Th«  pronpanty  of  bar 
houM  depressed  h«t.  The  atahlea  with  thait  Eifty  grooma,  and 
the  grooDds  with  tlidr  fifty  gardoMts,  and  the  daQy  ri^it  oi  tlio 
bead  eook  to  ]iau  tbu  kill  cf  £ir^  wcro  inddcnts  aod  drcum< 
stanoaa  that  in«lo  h«r  niolancholy.  She  looked  npoo  Ibe  Stuck 
Exchaoga  eoming  down  todinneTas  aba  would  on  an  invniioa  of 
the  Visigotiia,  and  endured  the  stiff  ohhervntioos  or  the  cambroos 
tiireUucas  of  tlie  mcTcbunts  and  bank  director*  with  gloom; 
gncak  Something  Inn*  mstrria)  might  be  antid]iated  from  the 
mombers  of  I'nrliamcut.  But  whether  they  tbought  it  vroul^l 
plaase  the  genius  of  the  place,  or  frhcihor  Ailriun  cclocted  bis 
friends  from  llioM  who  sympathised  with  his  pursuits,  ths 
mamben  of  Parliament  seemed  wonderfully  to  accord  with  the 
general  lone  of  tlie  conTersattoD,  or  varied  It  only  by  indulging 
in  technical  talk  of  Uicir  own.  Soinetiincs  *ba  would  nudte  « 
desperate  elToit  to  change  the  olemeuts  of  their  society ;  aoioe- 
thing  iu  IIiIa  nay :'  I  see  M.  Anigo  and  M.  Ikli)^i«t  liare  arrived 
here,  Ailii^n,  ])o  not  you  think  we  ought  to  invite  them  herel 
And  tbcti  yon  might  luk  Mr.  Mncaulay  to  meet  them.

to  b*  tortured  hy  a  sigh,  or  to  be  ftiibduod  hy  a  tc&r. 

nwre  Ii&d  been  bom  of  thia  i!iarriag«  only  one  child,  tho 
[{rastest  hciicM  in  Enjilund.  8hc  hatl  buun  climtencd  after  bur 
fatW,  AiiiiiAXA.  i>howa«  dow  about  scvonUioii ;  and,  had  «ho 
not  bocD  endowed  with  Ui«  finest  disposition  and  the  swectMt 
t«n)per  in  tbo  world,  alie  munt  liavu  bten  s))oitcd,  for  boUi  hor 
poronta  idolised  her,  To  sec  linr  every  day  wu  for  Adrinn  a 
fewaid  for  all  his  laboura,  and  in  the  midjit  of  Iiis  grraliMt  aflaira 
he  would  alvraja  snatch  a  moment  to  think  how  he  could  cou< 
tribiita  to  her  pluisuro  or  b«T  happtnca*.  All  tliat  wu  tare  and 
delightful  and  btautiful  is  ll)«  world  wan  at  h^r  command.

Hsuchatel  ww  datighted  with  a 
cotapaoioD  wlio  wu  Dot  tbe  daughter  of  a  banker,  and  vhosa 
•chooiod  intellect  not  only  eompnsliendod  all  her  dud rinea,  how- 
ever obctniM  or  Euiciful,  but  who  did  not  faosilAtOi  if  neaaaiy, 
to  coutiovut  or  «Ten  oonfut*  th«m.  As  for  Adnaaft,  sh*  lite- 
rally idolised  a  friend  whoM  proud  spirit  and  dear  inteUigence 
wen  oalouUlfid  to  cxereiM  a  alrang  but  aalutarjr  inflaauee  OTcr

Tbroo  mnnllui  luul  elapaod  nnce  tha 
terrible  ercul,  nad  abo  felt,  irreapoctire  of  other  conniicmtioiu, 
her  [Kitilion  bunlly  jiiHtifi«<l  Iter,  notwitltttaading  kll  tli«  in- 
dulgi^Rl  kiiulnim  of  the  funtljr,  in  ooulinuinc  &  comae  of  Ufa 
wbkb  she  vm  coudoui  to  tfaeu  waa  •oaDotimM  en  inconnitiieuca 
and  always  a  diaappotntmeat.  It  waa  inpoasibla  to  deny  tliat 
she  vros  intcnated  and  ninuMil  by  lli«  world  vhidi  ska  now 
wiui«flsed^-co  eD«i]^tic,  to  nvtlnta,  n  Tariou* ;  m  full  of  urgen  i 
and  preaaiiig  life ;  never  thinking  of  the  past  and  quit*  bccdleu 
of  Dm  future,  but  wotshipping  an  almi^ty  proeent  that  aoio^ 
tinMS  nMined  to  roll  on  like  the  ear  of  Juggernaut.  Site  waa 
much  diTortod  by  th*  gantlemcn  of  the  fitock  Rxchanjce,  §o 
Boule,  ao  audavioua,  and  differing  eo  much  from  the  merchant* 
in  the  stylo  eren  of  Iboir  drcaa,  ami  in  Uie  ease,  perhaps  the  too 
fcratt  (acUily,  of  their  bearing.  Xh«y  cailod  each  other  by  their 
ChriMiiui  uamt*,  and  there  w«ro  allusions  to  praotioal  Jtrkon 
which  intimated  a  life  agmetbing  between  a  public  school  aud  a 
ganlion.

Vihnti  ■}■«  «rH  aloBo  with  tli«  bdio*,  tbA  bulletin  of  Kn, 
Koacbatol  waa  not  to  copioa*  u  hnd  biiCQ  expected,  f^he 
vioounoed  Uutt  C<^oti«l  Albott  ma  centiuuiaUl,  aod  she  sua- 
pccted  K  poeL  liut  for  the  not  liM  had  d»eOT«te>l  noUttti^, 
iuib«TeD  hi*  lutioiulitj.  She  IimI  ItimI  him  both  in  French 
and  Oeman,  but  he  peirastad  in  talking  Engluh,  although  he 
■pole  of  tiimielf  u  a  fOTvi;^i«r.  Aflor  dinner  h«  coiiTeraod 
chindf  witli  tho  men,  partictiliulj  with  th«  Goremor  of  tlia 
Bank,  «1m  i^eemcd  to  tDtetost  him  much,  and  a  ditoctor  of  oii« 
of  the  dock  companttft,  who  olTeRil  to  show  him  orer  tlieit

Uainault,  and  all  the  people  thci«,  and  evcfything 
aliout  it,  dcltghlfid  him,  and  most  of  all  tho  happineu  of  Ida

But  Lis  trepidation 
was  abeocbod  in  his  amnjrincnt  when  in  the  distance  be  obaervod 
8L  Barhn,  with  a  very  stiff  wLile  oavat,  anil  his  hair  bmshed 
into  tuinatutid  order,  and  his  whole  dumnaiiour  forming  a  singubr 
jontrant  to  tJw  rollicking  cynicism  of  Joe's  and  the  olHc& 

Ut.  Kaachate)  preaantod  St.  BarLe  to  the  lady  of  the  nianston. 
'  Here  is  one  of  r>iii  great  wit£,'  said  tli«  hanker,  '  and  he  ia  going 
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to  Pnris,  wUcb  ia  tb»  eapiul  of  wits.'  Tbe  crittoal  nomeot 
jiravaatod  pfoloof^ed  OODTenaUon,  but  the  lajy  of  t}i«  idsbsIod 
did  contriva  to  ooavoy  to  Si  liube  ber  admiriuf;  familiarity 
with  Boino  of  his  effusion^  tad  throw  out  a  phruo  which  pvoved 
bow  finely  she  could  diBtingtiiah  between  wit  and  bomoui^ 

Endynion  »l  dinner  mLd  l>etweea  two  M.P.k,  wlioto  hia  «x- 
perieoc*  at  tbe  Doote  of  Commoiu  allowed  him  to  ncogtuee. 
At  he  was  *  young  man  whom  neither  of  them  knew,  neither  of 
tbnin  wMtesMd  him,  but  with  delicate  breeding  oaniod  on  aa 
aetivo  coovefMtion  acro«  him,  m  if  in  fact  lio  were  not  ptteeenL 
As  Endymion  had  rcry  littlo  vanity,  this  did  not  at  ell  annoy 
hiin.  On  the  contrary,  he  wu  amused,  for  they  apoko  of

Beivw  chiefly  into  amnging  joint  Mcpeditions  to  Djunault  Eu- 
dymlon  had  a  perpetual  invitation  tiitm,  and  it  aaented  that  thn 
tnuisactiooa  hctwenn  Mr.  Neuchat«l  tad  th«  oolonnl  m|uircd 
much  eoDforcnoo,  for  the  banker  always  expectod  him,  although 
it  in*  woU  known  that  tbcy  met  not  unfreqn«DUy  in  Itiaho)ja> 
gate  StTvct  in  the  course  of  Uio  week.

Die  friend  of  Colonel  Albeit  was  Datou  Ser){iua,  tbe  baron 
who  lund  to  visit  bim  in  Ixindon  at  twi!i;;)it  in  a  dark  brougham, 
Aba.  M«u<il>at«l  was  greatly  takfn  by  bia  appoaianoe,  I9  ilia 
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nlmnon  of  hi)  micoi,  bb  niutudtod  poliUincm,  uid  hia  mtatnnA 
Toie«^  He  conritr««l  with  bet  enttrcljr  kt  dinoer  on  German 
|)hiloaoplij,  of  which  ho  Boemed  a  ooniplota  nuiUr,  oxplatoed 
to  bor  tiio  dUremil  MibooU,  ami  probably  tha  nenasM  0D«, 
an4  impartod  to  li^  ihnt  prcciao  knowledga  which  ih«  required 
on  Um  sabjoct,  and  which  she  had  oiherwise  heen  unnlilo  to 
obtain.

&1I  rcfcrcnoo  to  existing  political  circum«tmicu«  was  ripdlf  pn>> 
iiibit«(l,  no  doubt  had  tt«  origin  in  the  critical  Htate  of  one  of 
Dtir  moat  inijHirlant  coioniea,  then  much  embanaacing  Um 
metropolis.  Thu  xibjcct  wiu  onu  wliicli  EndTmlon  had  Mn- 
Bidered,  and  on  which  hn  had  arrivcjl  at  certain  coticttisiuns. 
The  tneelin);  was  fullj'  attotidcid,  and  the  debate  had  been  con- 
ductwl  wiUi  a  ((ra?il7  bocomini;  the  theme.  Eudyraiou  was 
Kitting  on  a  back  bendi,  and  with  no  companion  near  him  with 
whom  h«  iroa  oeqiuifilsd,  wh«n  h*  row  and  •olioitcd  tho  atten- 
tion of  the  |)iuJdenL  Another  and  a  well-known  speaker  liad 
ftUo  riten,  and  been  called,  but  Uicre  waa  a  crjr  of  *  new  member,' 
a  conrteoiu  ay,  borrowed  from  tho  Houw  of  Commons,  and 
iLFidymion  for  the  fir»t  tinte  heard  his  oim  T<Hoe  in  public.

Aooordinglj,  Mr.  Bertie  InmAiiM,  wko  was  almyt  pUying 
at  poUtioi,  and  who,  being  lwo«iid-tw«nly,  wu  tliscunUiiitiMl  Iia 
wu  not  Cluuic«IIor  of  the  EzdMqnw  lik*  Ur.  Pitt,  whinporod 
to  a  gonttoaan  who  »t«  bahbd  him,  and  van,  ia  Bbort,  the 
whip  of  his  Motion,  and  lignified,  u  a  miubt«r  of  «Uta  would, 
thai  au  intfodDction  to  Air.  Vtsmn  >bouUI  b«  amu^ad. 

So  when  tlio  mooting  broko  up,  of  which  Ut.  Femn^  maideo 
fpoacb  was  quit*  the  «v«iit.  and  while  hs  was  oontomplntin^, 
not  without  sonio  fair  •clf-eonplnaeiic]',  walkii^  Itoma  wilh 
Trcnchard,  Endpnion  foond  hinualf  ancompoMod  bjr  a  gronp  of 
bowing  forms  and  smiling  eauiit«iMiKM»  and,  almost  baforo  he 
was  aware  of  it,  had  made  tii«  MqualntSDce  of  th*  great  Mr. 
Bertie  Trenuine,  and  received  nut  only  tho  oongratolatiotu  of 
Ihat  gontlemnn,  but  an  invilaliou  to  diue  witb  hiia  on  tha 
morrow;  'quite saw /nfwk' 

Mr.  Bertie  Trvntsine,  wfao  had  eorljr  suoooodod  to  the  family 
•atato,  lired  in  OTaevcaot  Strmt,  and  in  beeoming  atyla.  Ilia 
liotiae  was  furnished  with  luxurv  sad  some  taste.  Tlie  boat 
received  his  guests  in  a  litiiarj-,  wrll  stored  vritb  jiolitial  histoij 
and  potitieal  •of«Rco,  and  odtmiod  with  the  busts  of  colebnttad 
RtateoDoa  and  of  profound  political  sages.  Beuthain  was  tlis 
pliiloaophes  then  affected  by  foimg  gentlemen  of  niut>iLiou,  and 
who  wished  to  have  credit  for  profundity  nn<t  hird  hoods.  Mt^ 
Bortia  IVemaine  had  bean  the  proprietor  of  a  cIom  boroa^ 
which  for  several  generations  bad  rvtunied  his  family  to  parli»- 
toent,  ttie  faithful  siipporten  of  ?ilt,  and  Percovo],  and  Liver- 
pool, and  bo  had  con t«[ii plated  following  tlio  Mimo  line,  thoujjh 
wilh  larger  and  biglier objects  than  hisancestots.  Bviii;^  a  man 
of  coDfidonhle  and  vermiilc  abitiiy,  and  of  am])lo  fortune,  with 
the  hereditary  opi>ortunity  which  he  poBMssed,  be  hod  a  right 
to  aspiro,  and,  as  his  vanity  more  than  equalled  his  talents,  his 
eattmate  of  bid  own  career  was  not  mean.  Unfortuniitely,  bo- 
fore  he  left  Harrow,  be  was  deprived  of  his  borough,  snd  this     1 
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<Hta3tn>]>lie  eTCQtually  occaaoned  a  coDsid«m1>l»  change  in  the 
Ticnm  nnd  conducl  of  Mr.  Bottie  TT«iiiain&  In  Um  confusion 
of  piuties  and  political  ttiought  which  followed  Uio  Reform  Act 
of  Lord  Gny,  an  attempt  to  gDV«ni  tho  countr}-  by  the  awer- 
tion  of  alMlract  principlas,  and  which  it  waa  now  beginning  to 
bo  tho  foohiou  to  call  lilicialism,  acciccd  tli«  only  opniiiiig  to 
public  life ;  and  Mr.  Ikrtio  Tniinainfl^  who  ptqood  himself  on 
recogniaing  th«  apiiit  of  the  age,  adopted  Liberal  opiniona  witli 
that  yotttlifnl  fen-otic  which  a  aomiitiumii  called  onthiiniuni, 
but  which  ta  a  heat  of  imaigiiLatjon  suhnqnantlj  discovered  to 
be  ineonsiatcnt  with  tho  exporienco  of  oclnal  life.  At  Caiubridi^a 
Mr.  Bortie  Tremaiue  waa  at  ^lat  the  aoliUry  pupil  of  lt>mthnni, 
whoae  principles  he  waa  preparod  to  can?  to  tbair  extreme 
conaeqvences,  but  being  a  man  of  onargy  and  in  posaetaion  of  a 
good  tatate,  be  aoon  found  followers,  for  the  eympalbica  of  youth 
are  quick,  and,  even  with  an  original  biaa,  it  ia  eaienlially 
luiinolic.  ^^'lll!n  ^[^.  Eurlie  Tramaina  left  the  uniranity  ho 
found  in  the  mioeoUaneooa  alemontaof  the  bindon  Union  many 
of  bis  fonner  oompaniona  of  school  and  collega,  and  fmm  tboni, 
and  thonew  world  to  which  he  vaa  introduced,  it  d«tight«d  him 
to  form  pariiaa  and  oouatruct  imaginary  cnbin&tK  Ilia  brother 
AuguatuB,  who  waa  hia  junior  only  by  a  year,  and  waa  4le«tined 
to  be  a  diplotnatist,  waa  an  efBdent  aaaiatant  in  theae  cnt«qiriaea, 
and  wms  odo  of  Ihe  gueata  who  groctod  Endymion  whon  ha 
•iriTod  uaxt  day  in  Grotvonor  Strt^it  according  to  his  engage 
ment  The  o4her  three  were  Uorteaaiua,  the  whip  of  the  parly, 
and  ilt.  Tr«ncfaaid. 

Tlie  dinner  waa  rollnod,  for  Hr.  Bertie  Tremalne  oombin«d 
tba  Sybaiite  witli  tlie  Utilitarian  sage,  and  it  aeoretly  daligbled 
him  to  aatooiah  or  cmhamiaa  an  auatore  brother  rftjniblicau  by 
tlia  splendour  of  his  family  plate  or  the  poliahed  AH>ohitni«nU 
of  hia  honaeboUL  To-day  the  indivJdnal  to  be  Enflueocoil  waa 
Endymion,  and  the  hmit,  acting  up  to  hia  idcnt  of  a  firat  minta> 
tcr,  addmiKcd  qtiivlionn  to  his  companions  on  the  subjeola  which 
Were  peculiarly  their  own,  and,  aft«r  eliciting  tlieir  remnrka, 
continued  or  completed  tho  treatment  of  tJie  theme  with  b<Io> 
i)uate  ability,  tliough  in  a  raniiiicr  aulhoiitative,  and,  as  Endy- 
tiiioB  thought)  a  lilUc  pompoua    What  amused  him  most  tn  thia 
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Matmblag*  of  fonth  via  theit  eoneat  affedstioa  of  poUte  lifbu 
Tha  fRodom  of  Uxitr  ooounanU  on  oUton  wb«  onl;-  cquallml  h^ 
Ihcir  oontklenco  in  UimiimIvm,  Kmlymiop,  who  only  apoke 
wfa«n  bs  vas  appealed  to^  bad  earaallj  nmarkoil  in  umwur  to 
on«  of  tbo  ob#ervaU«DB  wliicli  bis  hoA  with  elalionte  politcnnas 
Mcaaioually  addnuaod  to  bim,  that  b«  Uiougbi  it  was  nnpatriotia 
to  tak«  a  ccrtoin  couno.  Mr.  Borli«  Trauiae  inuiM>diatuly 
drew  vp,  and  aatd,  with  a  doep  sniloi  *  that  be  oompcelicndod 
philantbcop7,  bnt  patriotism  be  eonftaaed  bo  did  not  uiidof- 
•tand;'  and  thereupon  dultrnml  hitnsnlf  of  an  nddraat  on  tbe 
•ul^Mi  which  might  hare  b««i  vmAo  in  the  UnioQ,  and  wbiclt 
conuaanicated  to  the  adtonisbcd  Endymioa  that  putnotism  waa 
•  hiab  Idea,  and  entirely  rcpufpant  to  tlie  prindi^ca  of  the  Deur 
philowpfajr.  A«  atl  pneant  were  mom  or  ha  impregnntcd  with 
tbeaa  t«tiel«^  there  was  no  controversy  on  tlio  uialtar.  Endyinitvn 
remained  discreetly  tdtnnt,  and  Atii^lus — Xlr.  Bertie  Tiemaiiu'j 
brother — who  tate  next  to  him,  and  whoce  mannere  wro  as 
BjrmpnthisiRK  as  bis  bfothcr's  were  auUxmtio,  whlsporod  in  a 
wheedling  tone  tlial  it  was  <]utta  tnio,  and  that  tlw  idea  of  ps- 
triotisoi  waa  ontiraly  nlimiuiahied  except  by  a  few  old-(aahJoDiMl 
folka  who  clung  to  anpentitiatis  pbruea.  llortensiua,  who 
aoooi«d  to  be  tlie  oidy  one  of  the  oompany  wlio  proaunuKl  to 
meet  Mr.  Borlio  TronMlno  in  oonverMtioa  on  equal  taratu,  and 
who  had  already  astonuhed  Endymion  by  what  thai  iooipn- 
rianood  youth  deemed  the  extreme  laxity  of  bis  views,  bt>ib 
eocaal  and  palitioal,  evinced,  more  tlian  once,  a  disposition  to 
deviate  into  th«  lighter  topics  of  fcmiaiiio  cbaractot,  and  Qr«n 
the  toTtnncs  of  the  boiord-table ;  but  the  host  looked  aevora,  and 
wni  evidently  resolved  that  the  ocovereaUon  to^y  should  n- 
eembla  tha  exprassioo  of  his  coiuitiHiAncoL  After  iliiinur  thay 
ntomed  to  the  library,  and  most  of  thorn  smoVod,  but  Un 
Bertie  Tnmaiue,  inviting  Endyniion  to  seat  himsdf  by  Ilia  side 
«i  a  sofa  at  the  farth<»  end  of  the  room,  observed,  '  I  supjiosa 
joa  are  looking  tu  i>arLiamentl' 

'  Weil,  I  do  not  kiioir,'  mid  the  tomowliat  eUrUod  Kndyinion ; 
'  I  have  not  thought  much  sbout  it,  and  I  have  not  yet  runched 
a  parliamentary  ago.' 

*  A  mshD  oaonol  outer  parl^ment  too  soon,'  said  Mr.  Bertie 
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TninuiM ; '  I  tiopc  to  enter  tbi*  cnRiion.  Tliitre  vill  bo  «  ccxtAia

ovon  fnuQod  a  highly  pmctical  and  lonNhlo  ichi^me  vrhidi 
would  pcnnit  lier  |>ai«Qta  to  solilo  in  towii  and  allow  Myra 
Mid  hcndf  to  remain  penaau«nl1y  in  tlie  rotintry ;  but  Uyn 
bni>he>l  awny  tbo  project  like  a  Jly,  and  Adriana  yiulding,  oiu- 
trat-od  her  wiili  tearful  cyea. 

Th«  ^'eucllatol  mansion  ia  Porlland  Placo  was  one  of  tba 
"ohlflat  in  that  oomety  qnarter  of  the  town,  and  replete  ^th 
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tvfity  chann  and  WRTcnicnca  lliat  wealth  and  tistc  muIiI  pto- 
▼ide.  Myn,  wkoy  Uko  her  brolhsr,  had  a  tenaciotu  manory, 
iru  iitUnrtod  in  recalling  u  fnlly  and  a*  accunleJ}-  ai  pomibl* 
her  previous  experience  of  London  life  She  wu  then  indeed 
obIj  a  cliiJd,  hut  B  child  who  iraa  oft«n  admitt«d  to  biilliaat 
ciielea,  and  hnd  enjoj-od  opporiimitiM  of  cocial  obwrvalion 
which  the  veT7  youthful  eoldom  poueaa.  U«t  retroapccUoD  waa 
not  u  proTilahlo  m  aha  oould  har«  dedred,  titi  the  ma 
astoiwhod,  aftar  a  seTare  aoalysia  of  Um  pttt,  to  find  bow 
entiidy  at  that  early  a|^  abe  appearad  to  have  been  CDgtoned 
with  beraelf  and  with  Kndiiinion.  Hill  Street  and  Wimbledon, 
and  all  their  various  h'fe,  figured  as  chadowy  soooea ;  ah*  oonld 
realise  notliinir  very  dcfiaito  for  her  present  giudanea ;  th«  (act 
aaaraad  a  pliantom  of  linn  dretso%  and  bright  oquipagns  and 
ondlMB  indulgcnw  All  that  had  happened  kftor  tboir  bU 
was  disti&ct  and  full  of  meaning.  It  would  aeem  that  adve^ 
■ity  had  taught  Ikfym  to  leel  and  think. 

Forty  years  a^o  the  great  financiers  hod  not  that  oominiuid- 
ing,  pot  to  aay  predominnnt,  position  in  aocivly  w)iii;li  tliey 
pottOA  at  prcMut,  hut  the  Neuchatcla  w«m  an  exception  to 
this  general  conditioiL  They  were  a  family  which  not  only 
hod  the  art  of  accumulating  wealth,  but  of  expending  It  with 
tatto  and  gennronty — an  extretnoly  rare  combination.  Thdr 
groat  lichee,  their  political  influence,  their  high  integrity  ntid 
Uioir  eocial  accompli^ men le,  combuied  to  render  tluiir  houat 
not  only  splendid,  but  intercetlng  and  agreoablo,  and  gave  them 
a  grenl  hold  upon  the  world.  At  fint  the  fine  ladies  of  Iheif 
political  pnrty  called  on  them  a«  a  homoK"  ft  condescending 
gnitilude  for  the  puUie  suppiirl  which  the  Nouchalel  family 
gnve  lo  tbcir  sons  and  huKb»n<t«,  hut  thoy  noon  disoovecod  tlut 
tliiii  amiable  descent  from  their  Utympioii  hoij^bts  on  thoir  part 
dill  Dot  amount  eiuclly  to  the  aacrifioe  or  sanrioe  which  tbey 
hnd  oi]ul«mplatod.  Tliej  found  their  hoet  aa  refined  as  tlioui- 
setvoa,  and  much  mora  aagnifieeut,  and  in  a  vltv  eIkifI  time  it 
was  Bot  meroly  the  wives  of  ambnaaadoni  and  ministers  of  slale 
that  were  found  at  the  garden  f<^t«<s  of  llainault,  or  the  ball)^ 
and  banrjuelc,  and  concerts  of  Portland  Place,  but  the  fittal 
aiid  capricious  realm  of  fwhion  surreDikred  like  a  fair  oooutry 
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eonqBarwl  u  it  were  by  soipnca.  To  vuii  Uie  £t'ouctifttelA 
bwanu  tbft  mode;  «U  aolicited  to  be  theii  goesta,  lutd  tom* 
solicited  In  vain. 

Althongh  it  wiu  onlj  F*brDary,  th«  world  began  to  move, 
and  tome  of  the  iulubt«n'  itItm,  who  wue  aocially  atrong 
enough  to  mntun  on  lacfa  a  stop,  rncoirod  their  frivndft  Mr. 
Sfetufcatol  particitLarljr  Uked  this  fono  of  aocietj.  *I  caimot 
tnaaage  balls,'  he  used  to  aaj,  '  hut  I  like  a  tninistcnnl  rocop- 
tioD.  There  if  aome  chanee  of  aoQ«ihle  cotivenatioQ  and  doing 
B  little  btutnosa.  I  like  talking  with  ambnasadora  after  dinner. 
Beaidea,  in  this  counlr;  jou  muet  tlte  leaden  of  tlie  oppoaitioot 
bccanao,  aa  thej  are  not  invited  hj  tlio  tnininUr,  but  bf 
wife,  anybody  can  como  witbont  oommitting  himscil' 

Hjra,  faithlol  to  her  ongiiul  reiolution,  not  to  enter  soci 
while  sho  wm  in  nwnntng,  declined  all  the  aolicitAtions  of  her 
friends  to  nccompcuij  thoni  to  thot*  sasembliaa,  Va.  X«a- 
chatvt  alwaj-a  wisbod  Myra  thonld  be  her  suhitltiite,  wmI  it 
was  only  at  Myta's  inslonoe  tbnt  Adriniu  nccunipantcd  lin 
paronta.  In  the  moantiiao.  Myra  saw  mudi  of  Kodyniion. 
Ho  was  always  a  woloome  gntat  by  the  fomily,  and  eould  all 
upon  his  Bbt«r  at  all  the  odds  and  «nds  of  time  that  were  at 
his  command,  An<l  cbnt  witb  her  at  pleasant  eue  in  her  pretijr 
room.  Somotimea  tUey  walked  out  toti^elher,  and  sometimce 
they  went  together  to  see  aone  exhibitton  ttial  erorybody  wont 
to  Boe.  Adtiana  became  Almost  as  inlinute  with  Endymiou  as 
bit  siator,  and  allogutlier  Uio  Neuclutd  fninily  bcumo  l>y 
degrees  to  him  as  a  kind  o(  homo.  Talking  vith  Kiidymion, 
Jtlyn  heard  a  giKid  deal  of  Culouel  Albort,  for  tie  was  hor 
brolticr'n  Iwro — but  Hhe  mrvly  itaw  thut  gentleman.  81to  was 
Bwnre  from  lier  brother,  ajid  from  some  oecoHonal  words  of 
Mr.  Ncuchalel,  Uiat  the  great  baukei  still  mw  Colonel  Allicrt 
niid  not  iinfrequ«nt]y,  but  the  change  of  reeidcucc  from  liainault 
to  London  made  a  diCTereDce  in  tlioir  mode  of  eominunication. 
Buslneee  was  Innaacted  in  Bisbopegate  Street,  and  no  loi 
oombined  with  a  pleunnl  ride  to  an  £«cx  forcat.  Mora 
onoe  Colonel  Albeit  had  dined  in  Portland  Plaeo,  bnt  at 
gular  and  mlacollaneona  parliasL  Uyra  obeerred  that  he  was 
ui^ver  asked  to  moet  the  grand  persooogna  who  atleudciJ  the 
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celchmW  banqnoU  of  &Tr.  X«uch&tcL  And  why  notT  Ilia 
msimeTS  were  dutinguiaheJ,  and  iiJa  wltole  beariog  that  of  oii« 
teoactomed  to  eansKluntion.  Ths  iireprawiUu  curiosity  of 
w<Hiun  impoUod  bar  onco  to  fcol  her  way  on  the  eiibject  with 
Mr.  Xcuchatel,  but  with  the  utmost  duxtcrily  and  dclicncf. 

Xcucliatcl  with  ii  laughing  oyc,  and  who  saw 
thnnigb  ereiybody's  purpose,  though  his  own  manner  was  ona  ot 
timplicity  atnountinf;  almost  to  lunoocncc,  '  I  did  not  my  Colond 
AltNtrt  was  going  to  diuo  h«io  on  Wednesday ;  I  have  asked 
him  to  dine  bore  on  Sunday.  On  W'edneeday  I  am  going  to 
havo  tlie  premier  and  Bonie  of  his  ot^eaguM.  I  moxt  insist 
□pon  Misa  Fornirs  dining  at  table.  You  will  moot  LoM  Roe* 
haniptun ;  all  tbe  ladies  admin  him  and  he  admirus  oU  lli« 
kdi««.

The  table  leased  with  rarv  Howera  and  rarer  porcelain  and  pn- 
eioua  oanddabn  of  sculptured  beauty  glittering  with  li^lil ;  the 
gold  pbte  was  leaa  mnnikable  than  the  dolioto  wnro  that  bad 
been  alike  moulded  and  adom«d  for  a  Da  Unrri  or  a  Marie 
Antoinette  and  wliich  now  found  a  permanent  and  pcaoefnl 
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Imum  fa  tfa*  prorccbial  land  of  purity  and  oidai ;  and  amid  tlu 
■ton  and  tibbou,  not  the  lead  lemuikable  featoro  of  tha  whola 
waa  Ur.  Ncuchatol  bisudf,  watcd  at  tlu  cantva  of  hia  tablo, 
alik«  fT«a  from  oateatation  oroTfl^daIelMloe|  talkbg  to  the  groat 
bdica  on  codi  >ul«  of  him,  aa  if  b«  hod  notlung  tu  do  iu  lifn  bat 
wfaupor  in  gontla  aan,  and  partaking  of  hia  own  daiotiea  aa  if 
be  were  eating  bread  and  chceae  at  a  country  inn. 

Pei4ui)>«  Ttln.  Neuchotcl  might  liave  airunled  a  companion 
picttiiti.  I'artiy  in  dofervnca  to  their  host,  luid  partly  becaase 
this  aveoing  the  fitat  danoe  of  the  Ma«an  was  to  be  given,  the 
grCHt  lodint  in  genoral  wore  their  diamonds,  anil  M^ym  waa 
amutwd  na  she  watched  their  dauting  tiaras  and  flashing  riviiina, 
while  not  a  adn;;tfl  ornament  adonicd  the  graoeful  preeence  of 
Lbelr  boatM*,  vrlio  waa  more  ooiilont  to  be  hritUant  only  by  hor 
coBTVcsatioD.  As  M&  Non^tal  had  only  a  fow  days  before 
presented  hia  irife  with  koother  diamond  nedtboo,  be  lui^t  be 
excased  wen  be  slightly  annoyed.  Nothing  of  the  sort;  ha 
only  shrugged  his  shouMoiv,  and  sail]  to  his  nephew,  'Yoor 
aunt  most  feel  that  I  give  Uor  diamooda  from  lovenuJ  not  from 
vanity,  as  she  nenr  lets  me  have  the  pleasure  of  seeing  them,' 
Th«  tale  omomoiit  of  Adriima  was  on  orahid,  which  hwl  orrired 
that  morning  from  Ilaioault,  and  slie  had  proscntad  its  fellow 
lo  Myra.

arch  dim)>Ie  in  her  imilSf  which  seemed  to  inadiato  her  whole 
oountcoimoK  She  was  quite  a  young  womiui,  hanlly  oMcr  lltaii 
Myn.  'Wlutt  modtdiitinguLxliul  hec  was  tJie  harmony  of  her 
whole  pcrviMi ;  licr  graeeful  figure,  her  fair  and  finely  mouId«d 
shonVlore,  her  pretty  teeth,  and  her  Bmall  extremitiee,  teemed 
lo  blend  with  and  become  the  toft  viracity  of  her  winning

^Hitough  hia  moiit  iincxpeclcd  connection  with  th«  Ncucbatol 
lily,  h«  bod  twa  (omelhing  of  Ufo  in  circles  of  refinement 
high  conuderetioB,  and  bnd  «v«n  oiiight  glimpses  of  that 
world  of  whtch  he  rend  so  niudi  and  hcajd  people  talli 
moro,  tho  world  of  the  Lord  ItocliAmptons  and  the  Lady  iioaU 
forts,  utd  all  those  daxxling  people  wboto  saying*  and  doings 
fonn  tho  tuto,  and  nipply  Um  coBversatioD,  and  ]eav»n  lh«

I     Jfone  of  these  incidents,  however,  hod  induced  ivny  change  in 
She  acheme  of  his  ezintencA.     Eadymion  was  still  cont«nt  wiUi 
hta  cleanly  and  airy  gartvt;  still  dined  at  Joe's;  was  still  Mduloos 
at  his  olScc,  and  nlwnp  pojialar  with  hi.i  fellow  clcikH.    SoynKMiT 

I  Hicks,  indeed,  who  studied  the  '  Morning  I'ost'  with  intcnscuCM, 
had  diicorcred  tlic  name  of  Endymion  >□  the  dnhomto  list*  of 
■tbuKUnts  OD  Mr&  Neuchatd's  racepUoas,  and  bod  duly  nott&ed 
lh«  importofit  event  to  hia  ooUeagDcfl ;  bnt  EndymioD  was  not 
sererely  bantered  on  Ui«  occasion,  for,  since  Die  wiUuLniwal  of 
Si.  Barho  from  the  bureau,  th*  stoeh  of  mitj  at  Somerset  Hoqm 
was  sensibly  diminished. 

Hi*  lodging  at  tho  Rodneys',  however,  had  brought  Endytnion 
•onelhbg  more  valnable  Uiao  an  innocuous  familiarity  with 
lh«ir  various  and  suggestive  life.  In  tlie  friendship  of  Walder- 
^Mte  h*  found  a  rich  compensation  for  being  witlidinwn  from 
his  aehool  and  deprived  of  hia  university.  The  ate  of  his 
hlher  had  made  Endyinion  a  good  clAiaical  scholar,  and  ho  bnd 
radisod  a  degree  of  ralture  which  it  deligliled  tha  brilHnnt  and 
eccentric  Wddenhore  to  enrich  and  to  oomjilettL  WaldenJiare 
guided  his  opinions,  and  directed  Ids  studie^  aiul  formed  his 
loslok  Alone  at  nijtht  in  bis  ganet,  there  was  no  solitude,  for 
he  bod  always  some  book  or  some  pcticKticnl,  Kii;^liah  ot  fun.'ijni, 
with  wliich  WalderehaJre  bad  supplied  him,  end  wbidt  lie 
assured  Endymion  it  was  absoluteJy  necesaaij  that  ho  sliould 
I  tead  and  aast«i;

•cone.  '  The  flret  r«qimit«,'  Baron  Sergiin  would  m^,  '  in  Om 
MccMsful  conjuct  of  pablic  nfl^n  h  a  penooal  acqnainUnn 
with  tbo  tUbmaim  wigagod.  It  u  pouible  that  ereoU  nuj 
not  depend  now,  eo  tuucb  as  Ui«7  did  t  eentnir  ago,  on  iodj- 
Tidoal  foeling,  bat,  ertn  if  promi)t«d  by  genenl  imnciploi,  Utcir 
application  and  BULDngcment  are  alway*  otdourvd  b}'  Um  idio- 
tyaenxy  of  the  chief  acbm.  The  great  adraota^  which  yma 
Lord  Boehampton,  for  example^  hoa  orer  all  hia  coUeagucs  ta 
la  hauU  politique,  it  that  he  was  one  of  jonr  plenipotetitiarite 
at  the  CoBgTMa  of  Vienna.

With  nil  tlirs«  iniltviduals,  and  with  all  tliedr  drdee,  Kmly- 
nion  woe  a  favoutitek  Mo  doubt  his  good  looks,  his  mien — 
whkh  wac  boUi  cheerful  and  pensive — his  gmceful  and  (|ii[«t 
inannen,  all  told  in  hia  favour,  and  gave  him  a  good  iil&il,  hilt 
turdwr  acfiue in tance  always  stutai net  1  lh<!  Iir<:t  ituprtwion.  lie 
waa  {ntelli}^iit  and  w«ll-tnformed,  vriUiout  any  alarmtng  origiii' 
olity,  01  too  poailivo  convictions.  He  listcucd  not  only  with 
paU«Doe  bat  with  intemst  to  all,  and  ever  svoidnl  oontroToc^. 
Ban  are  some  of  Iho  eleinonta  of  a  moii'a  popularity. 
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What  vroR  hi*  inUltocUial  rcocli,  nnd  wliat  tu^  ttml  eliamcUn; 
was  difBcalt  at  Ibis  timo  to  dodilc  ITa  wn.i  itlill  vcrj  young, 
ly  OB  Iho  TetRa  of  hu  twentieth  j«ar;  and  liis  character  liad 
tloiibt  hc«n  infliicQcct],  it  tniglit  be  aTip]>re«aed,  by  tlte  cni.<h- 
ing  inififoitDiM*  of  his  family.

And  the  relaxation  and  tha  pantima  eani*  just  al 
the  lij^t  noment,  when  the  Ksction,  from  all  the  exdtotnent 
attendant  on  the  marrellous  diai^  ia  his  siiter'a  position,  would 
hare  made  hira,  doprind  of  liar  consoling  society,  doubly  aaa- 
aible  of  his  isolnlnl  position. 
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It  (0  liappmeJ  Otdt  tbe  moonot  LoH  Ronmari*  wm  cou- 

igiion*  to  ths  cclebated  Bbootings  of  Dinni«whi»ki«,  vliich 
-were  rRoUid  bj  Princtt  Floretlan,  and  Uio  opporlunil^  now 
offered  which  WaHnrshftni  ilwirwl  of  making  Uie  ncquaintADce 
of  tho  princo  in  an  cmj  miuiDor.  Endfniion  monaf^ed  lUu 
cl«T«rlf.  Wnldnnliaro  too);  a  grut  fancy  lo  tho  [iniice.  Ho 
fl}riii[ifttyBed  vith  faim,  and  impnrt^d  to  EndymioD  bis  bolief 
that  tbej  eonld  ni>t  do  a  bi^iter  tiling  than  devote  lb«ir  eoargies 
to  n  nstomtion  of  liia  ri({ht«.  Lord  Beaumaru,  who  turfed 
foraignete,  but  who  wm  alwaya  influpccod  by  Waldcnhaw,  alM 
liked  Uie  prince,  and  waa  g]ad  to  be  noninded  by  bis  mentor 
tbnt  Flon^Hton  whb  baH  an  Kn|:!U«bmaci,  not  to  say  s  nbole  on^ 
for  bo  wn«  nn  Kton  boy.  What  wojt  e(]ually  influential  with 
Beamnaris  irn»,  tlut  tho  prince  wu  •  jiiio  nhot,  and  inJit'd 
ft  eonmmiuate  sportMiian,  and  bad  io  bis  mannnra  ttiat  calm 
wbtdi  ia  rather  ununial  with  fomgDora,  and  which  b  olwayi 
pleuiBg  to  an  English  ariatocrat.  So  in  time  Ui«7  became  inti- 
mto^  sported  much  togethor,  and  ricited  each  other  at  their 
napective  quarters.  Tbo  prince  was  neror  alon&  Wlinl  the 
touDty  pa|)cr  described  as  distiogtitshed  foreigiieTB  vrere  perpetu- 
ally paying  him  vudto,  long  or  short,  and  it  did  not  gencnlly 
B|>pear  that  these  Ttsita  wen  influenced  by  a  love  of  sport  One 
indiTtdual,  who  arrived  shortly  after  the  prince,  remained,  and, 
aa  wu  soon  known,  wiu  to  rvmain  permanently.

'  Th*  tima  will  ci>r[in,  aiul  befora  loog,  wImd  tho  Tnity  o(

Endynion  ntumed  to  town  towarda  the  end  of  Saptetubci; 
Walderaiiare  went  to  Pari*,  and  Lord  Bcauiaari*  and  the  prinei^ 
who  had  become  iotimate,  tepaind  togatbar  to  Conin^ttoo,  the 
aent  of  I»id  BeaumariB,  to  kill  pbeasanlA.  Kreo  tlw  Kudnay^ 
who  had  gone  to  the  Rhine  this  year,  had  not  retunud,  lundy- 
nion  liad  only  tite  aocioty  of  hia  fellow  dciki^  He  liked  InOr 
ehaid,  who  was  acute,  full  of  olScdal  information,  and  of  gentle 
bmding.  Still  it  inuBl  be  ooiifeaaed  that  Endyinion  felt  the 
fifaaimo  in  hit  aocioty.  Seymour  Uicki  waa  hardly  a  fit  aaeeenof 
to  WalderalMre,  and  Jawett'a  mbid  abetractinna  on  govotimant 
wer«  certainly  not  go  inlenutirig  as  la  Aaule  poliltijnr  at  (lie 
Duke  of  St.  An^ulo,  Were  it  oot  for  the  letters  which  b« 
eoDstantly  rcceivnl  from  his  atsler,  h«  would  Imtc  felt  a  little 
iletpoudcnt  As  it  van,  ho  renewed  hia  atudita  in  hii  pleasant 
garret,  trained  htniM-K  iu  hta  French  and  Genaaa,  and  got  uji 
iovefal  questions  for  the  Union.

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Tius  considerable  riaa  in  the  life  of  Endymion,  aftdr  the  ilnt 
exGil«aont  occasioned  by  ita  announcomont  to  him  had  eoin*- 
wbat  mbaided,  waa  not  oontonplated  by  htm  with  unmixnl 
fei^lin;,-*  of  satistnction.  It  seemed  to  terminate  many  rvlatio&t

When  Eiuljinion,  siUuiK  in  bU  tittle  room,  unified  hia 
foolingi,  ho  aaao  to  thn  conciiiMon  thai  hix  ndnoss  was  ocuwianod 
by  }a»  haviog  to  part  from  Imogens.  itofl«D  Kquiieean  ereot 
in  life,  and  an  unexpected  one,  to  make  us  clearly  aware  of  the 
•xiatcnce  of  feotingR  which  liave  long  influenced  us.  Norcr 
hariog  bMn  in  a  pocilion  in  which  the  pcMsibility  of  uniting 
hia  fate  to  another  could  cross  his  mind  for  a  momont,  he  bad 
Ijean  content  with  tliu  good  furtuiiu  which  pL-niiittcd  a  lui^ 
portion  of  his  lifo  to  bo  paiwed  in  th«  society  of  a  wooiar  who, 
vnoonMiousIy  both  to  him  and  to  herself,  had  fascinated  him. 
The  graceful  child  who,  four  or  five  yean  a^o,  had  Cnt  lit  him 
to  lus  ganet^  witliout  loaiug  aaytbtng  of  bur  rare  and  simplo 
ia^'cnuousiHust  luxl  dovdopcil  iulo  b  beautiful  and  accompliaheil 
wonaa.  Thero  wu  a  atrong  rMumblnneo  botweon  Inogona 
•ad  her  Bister,  but  Imogano  was  a  brunette.  Uer  countenance 
isdicatod  far  more  intellect  and  character  than  that  of  Sylvia. 
Uu  brow  was  dalieataly  pencilJod  and  finely  arched,  nnd  Lor 
large  dark  ayos  (Reamed  with  a  aoftncM  and  Kwcotnom  of  «x- 
pTMsion,  which  wrro  in««ietibly  nttrncliTe,  and  seemed  to  indi- 
cate eympalhy  with  everytbiog  that  was  good  and  beautiful.

'ImogMui  is  about  to  bo  married  to  th«  Eiarl  of  Ikaiiniari*.' 
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RtMOir,  Earl  of  iiontfort,  with  whom  Eudyinion  was  ao  trncx- 
poctfidly  going  lo  dine,  may  bo  aaid  to  have  bono  a  mioor  in  hU 
etodlcb  Und«T  ordinary  cireumstaDcos,  hit  in)i«ritaiic«  voold 
have  been  otie  of  the  most  oonddenhle  in  Kn^taud.  Ills  uartlo 
in  thp  north  «M  one  of  the  glories  of  the  la&il,  and  liMomin-^ly 
crownot  hin  vast  domain.  Under  Uio  old  iMirliamcntjuy-  eyttero, 
he  had  tlio  grmtMt  niimbor  of  nomination  boroughit  ixMseaanl 
by  any  Whig  noble.  The  cliianct«r  and  conduct  of  on  inili- 
vidunl  ao  qnalified  wen  natumUy  much  i>]>««ulatml  on  and 
Anely  Mannod.  Nothing  very  doddcd  tnuupirvil  about  them 
in  hia  boyhood,  but  certainly  nothing  adverse.  lie  wad  goml- 
loohiiig  and  atiJutic,  oud  «u  aaid  to  bo  generuns  and  gwid- 
iwtUTod,  and  v.\\pa  ho  went  to  narrow,  bo  beoame  popular. 
In  hia  oightocnth  yoir,  while  he  van  in  oorrospondeoca  with 
hu  giianlians  aViotit  going  to  Christ  Church,  he  anddenly  left  hii 
country'  witliout  giving  any  one  notico  ot  his  inteuiioiiN,  and 
entered  in^\  and  [ul&lhMl,  a  viut  anhcme  of  adventurous  tmvcl 
Ho  TtttUd  couDtiie*  then  rarely  reachod,  and  wme  of  whieb 
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ntn  nlmoet  utUiDown.  His  Bag  bad  AotthMl  in  th«  Indian 
Onua,  ikml  li«  had  penetrated  the  dacding  mrtteries  of  VtstiliaB 
fon»l&  WlicD  ka  was  of  afip,  be  rstunied,  and  oominuniaited 
with  his  giiardiDns.  im  if  nntliing  remnikabla  Imil  happoDoJ  in 
hU  life.  Lonl  Mtmlfort  had  iohented  *  e^ebrated  Mud,  which 
the  bmi)}'  had  maintained  for  more  than  a  oentur;,  and  tiie 
•porting  tt-nrld  rcmarlccJ  with  tntitfaction  that  lliuir  pnncnt 
rspiMtfntatiTe  appeared  to  tabo  much  intereat  in  it.  lie  bad 
an  cetabli^hmeDt  at  Newmarket,  aud  bis  hunea  wera  entered 
for  all  the  {{reat  racee  of  Uie  kt&h'doiii-  He  nppcaivd  also  at 
Iklclloit,  anil  eondiicled  tlie  campaign  in  n  »tTl«  becoming  anch 
a  hcia  Hi*  fauiit^ni  and  hi*  co<^a  wtn  both  fintrata  Al- 
thongb  ha  affcct«d  to  take  little  iotftreal  in  pulitica,  tlip  evoiita 
of  the  time  forced  liim  to  oonaidut  liiem  and  to  act,  LonJ  Gr«7 
wauled  to  carr;  liia  Relorin  Rill,  and  iha  aacrific*  of  Lord 
Mutilfurt'*  numeroua  boroujili)!  wm  a  DocoMor;  ingredinnt  in 
Uw  >p*U.     Ho  waa  appealed  to  ea  the  head  of  ono  of  tii6 

Kreateet  ^Vliig  boitaea,  and  he  wu  ofTcTed  a  dukedom.     He 
tlin(|ultfh«d  his  l>orouj'li«  without  hesitation,  but  ha  |>Teferred 
t  remain  with  ime  of  tlie  olilo«t  enrldoms  of  KdkIadiJ  for  his 
hief  title.     All  honours,  hoirevrr,  clnntcml  about  him.  though 
lie  Dever  sought  tliem,  and  in  ttie  umo  year  he  tumbled  into 
lltn  Lord  Lioulenaiicj'  of  liis  county,  uuexj^cctedlf  vacant,  and 
became  tha  joungcst  Kni^lil  of  tlio  Garter. 
^m    Society  was  looking  forward  with  the  keenest  interest  to  the 
^Umpending  season,  when  Lord  Montfott  would  furmall;  enter 
'^ita  spell-bound  runkti,  and  luiiltifonn  were  the  apuuulalions  on 
Itis  deetany.     He  attcn-lwl  an  e.iil;r  levda,  in  order  that  ho  might 
be  praaented — a  needful  certunoiijr  which  had  not  yet  taken 
place — and  tlicn  again  f|uitt«d  iiis  country,  mnd  for  yuan.    He  waa 
beard  of  tn  eTi>iy  capital  except  his  own.     Wonderful  exploils 
^Kt  St.  Petentbiirg,  and  Parifi,  and  Madrid,  deeds  of  mark  at 
^Hrianna.  and  eccentric  advonlurea  at  Koioa;  but  poor  MelUin, 
obs  t  expecting  him  to  return  sveiir  Hcannn.  nt  U*t  embalmed 
him,  and  his  oooks,  and  bis  buntere,  and  his  daring  *ad<lle,  ac 
M  ItndiUua, — ^jealous  a  lilllo  of  Ni^wmnrkot,  whither,  though 
■^^Bt,  he  wan  frfw|t:i>ntly  trannmittiu^  foreign  blood,  ood  when 
^H^bgnwa  still  mu,  and  wen  ufit-n  viktotious. 
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At  hrt  il  w<Hild  appear  tlul  tli«  nMleM  Lonl  Mcmtfnrt  haJ 
lounil  lii*  phe«,  owl  Uiat  plno*  wm  Pkri*.  Tlicra  ba  dwelt  fiv 
jMn  in  Sjrbaritio  lecloaion.  Ue  built  hinMlf  a  p«Iac<^  whick 
be  called  ■  villa,  and  which  was  tlta  moat  faudful  of  atraeUnw, 
and  full  of  «v«rT  Imutirul  objf<ct  which  ru»  tuta  and  boori- 
kaa  waalth  oanld  procun,  front  nndmibted  BaOaiellea  to  }«tre)M 
tpjs.  U  wa«  nid  thai  Lntd  Montfort  >aw  no  one ;  ba  onrtainlr 
did  not  court  or  kcmto  bia  own  ooviitiTnwn,  and  tfaia  porhajM 
pira  rJM  t«^  or  at  laoat  canaod  to  be  axaggeiiit^d,  tii«  tales  ttrtt 
won  rife  of  his  pn>fiuii>n,  and  «Ten  hb  profli^ncy.  But  it  tna 
not  tine  thut  he  wai  citlirclj  iaalat«d.  He  livnl  much  with 
tli«  old  [niniiiea  of  Franco  in  th«Jr  hau^tj  faubotiTg,  and  was 
btghlj  conndered  bj  them.  It  waa  tnilj  a  rin:l«  for  w)ii<])  he 
woa  adapted.  Lord  Uontfoti  waa  the  oalj  liriii];  En(;lidunaii 
who  f!?t\t  ono  an  id^  of  thn  nobleman  of  the  cight«ratb 
cental;.  Iln  was  lolally  devoid  of  the  wbk  of  icapoDHibililT, 
■nd  ba  looknl  what  be  i«<Mmb]ed.  Hb  nia&nar,  Ihongh  aiinpli 
and  MtUTol,  was  finished  and  refin<>d,  aiMl,  fr*e  fram  fotUddtog 
taaenre^  waa  yet  diamoteriaod  hj  an  air  of  serious  i^mee. 

Willi  tha  oxooption  of  the  ntMnoTablo  j«ar  whon  ba  neri- 
fioed  his  namination  boiougba  to  the  oansa  for  which  floapden 
died  on  the  Held  aud  Stdnej  on  the  soaflbkl.— that  k  to  tmj, 
tin  MDuR  goTsninuint  of  England— Lonl  Honlfort  hod  ba«a 
•beest  from  bis  MKintrjr  for  ten  years,  and  ooa  day,  in  his 
■Utued  ffinlifn  at  tha  Belrederc^  be  aaked  hinudf  wliat  Im 
hod  galnod  by  it  Tlieie  was  no  aabjeet,  dirine  or  huninu,  in 
which  be  took  the  slifuhiMt  inteient.  Ho  enUirtainMl  for  hnnun 
nat«N  generally,  and  wiUMmt  any  exception,  the  nanet  eyiiieal 
appmctaUon.  He  had  a  sincere  and  profound  conviction,  thai 
no  man  or  woman  ever  acted  except  froin  aelBib  and  intorMted 
aotivos.  Society  was  intolerable  lo  him ;  tliat  of  hi»  own  sex 
and  station  woariaoino  Vyond  expression;  their  convenatioo 
eonsistcd  only  of  two  subjeeta,  hnracs  and  women,  and  he  had 
]an{[  exba)ut«d  both.  As  for  female  sodoty,  if  tboy  were 
ladies,  it  was  expected  tlMt,  in  some  form  or  olber,  be  slionid 
nako  lore  to  thvin,  and  ha  had  no  s«ntim«nt.  If  lie  look 
tefuf^e  in  the  dmiiuwivi*,  he  nnonuittor^d  rulgnrity,  ami  tliat, 
to  Lo(d  UoDtfofl,  waa  iasuffen^la.     U«  bad  tried  then  ii 


«T«ry  capital,  and  voiganty  wns  tha  bailge  of  all  tlioir  tribe. 
He  kjul  ulti-iRptcd  to  read;  u  wurium  hud  laid  liiic  to  read 
>'m>ch  nawls.  but  he  found  thorn  ouljr  ■  clumsy  roprcMiuUtioii  of 
the  lif«  which,  for  years,  h«  had  practically  been  leading.  Ad 
acciJcmt  miul*  bini  iK<iiuiiuUHl  with  K^bulala  and  UoDtoigM; 
and  h«  had  r«li»li«d  thviu,  for  bo  tiad  u  fine  »«iiia  of  liumour. 
He  might  have  |>ureued  these  studies,  and  perhapa  have  found 
in  lliciu  a  sUglil  and  uccaziouo]  dixttiLciioii,  but  a  dever  man 
)i«  met  at  a  guingetlo  at  I'iii*y,  whither  ht  had  goao  to 
try  to  di£«pat«  bis  weariDom  iu  disguise,  had  convinced  hiu, 
that  if  lh«n  were  a  worthy  bumaa  puieuit,  an  anaumption 
which  was  doubtful,  it  wtw  tlmt  of  scwuoa,  a*  it  impmuod  upon 
can  his  uttt^r  insignificance^ 

No  one  ouuld  ray  Lonl  Monlfort  was  a  bad  heart«d  man,  for 
h*  had  no  heart  Ha  was  goad<nalured,  proridod  il  brought 
Iiini  no  ioooDTonience ;  and  an  for  tamper,  hii  was  ncrcr  dis- 
turbed, but  Uiia  not  from  sweetness  of  disposition,  rather  fcoin  a 
nrntemptnous  fine  taste,  which  asnirod  him,  tliat  a  gentleman 
ahottld  ntrvr  b<i  dejirived  of  tmnquUltty  iu  a  wuild  wbon 
notJiing  was  of  tli«  slightest  consequcnca 

The  rwult  of  these  reflections  n-as,  that  he  was  utterij  wwritil 
with  fidvcdete  and  Paris,  and  as  )iis  mind  wan  now  mthu  Spoa 
■dsncih  1m  bnejod  ha  should  like  to  return  to  a  connlry  when 
it  flowiatMd,  and  wher«  h«  indulged  in  plans  of  etediiig  coIosmI 
tvloaeopos,  and  of  ptomotiug  tn({uiry  into  Uie  origin  of  Uiiiigik 
Ho  thought  thai  with  Mii«nce  and  witli  fishing,  Uie  onlysport  to 
which  be  still  reolly  clung,  for  ho  liked  the  lulling  infloenoe  of 
sunninj;  atraaint,  and  a  paattme  be  could  pumue  iu  toueliucsu^ 
WcixtMHO  might  pvrbapi  be  endured. 

Society  was  really  anrprised  when  they  heard  of  the  return  of 
Lord  Montfort  to  En^-Iand.  He  came  back  in  the  autumn,  «a 
that  then  alkould  bo  no  soasun  to  encounter,  and  hi.i  Bag  was 
HOD  flying  at  his  oastlo-  Th^te  hud  been  continuous  attacks 
foe  yeora  on  the  BOTemueul  for  having  made  an  ahoentee  lord 
Jieat«na»t  of  his  county,  and  conferring  the  high  distinction  of 
tbe  garter  on  so  profligate  a  character.  All  this  made  his  rcluni 
tnore  inlensting  and  exciting. 

A  worthy  tKiUeiuaD  of  high  mnk  and  of  the  same  county, 
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wbi>  (or  Um  Ust  five  jean  «i«rjboil;,  altaking  eweTjbodj*!  I 
)»d  INCH  Mf  tug  tm^t  to  Iikto  boon  lord  Ueatonimt,  Itad  a 
eouotj  fanelioD  in  hi«  immediaU  noighboituhixxl  in  Iba  lal«' 
ftutauin,  ftod  liad  iaTit«d  a  lai^s  iMirty  to  Must  him  in  il> 
eelsbnition.  It  Menwd  rih'lit  also  to  itivit«  tba  lonl  linateiuwi, 
but  no  ORO  «xi>oct«d  Uut  Imi  wouU  malio  hin  apfeuaatea.  Oa 
the  oaatnif,  the  iitntation  wu  acceptel,  and  the  nasatioa  wm 
grcab  What  would  he  be  like,  ami  what  would  be  do,  uul 
was  bo  to  vtry  wicked  a*  the  county  newqwper  eaidt  He 
oaiM,  thia  widced  laaii,  wiih  hia  gtacefnl  pnaetiee  and  bit 
diainond  atar,  and  areiybody'a  heart  palpitated  with  a  doe 
Diixturo  of  terror  and  adnumtioB.  The  only  exeeptiom  to  tbcee 
reelings  via  tlie  daughter  of  the  house,  the  Lady  Beraogano. 
Bhn  waa  then  in  ber  aeoond  aeaaon,  but  atill  unpaiagoned,  foe 
•be  waa  a  faatidiuua,  not  to  aay  dinlninful  liuly.  The  highnt 
bad  beeo  at  bcr  feott  ud  sued  in  raiit.  She  wu  a 
Epirit,  with  gniel  arabitiun  and  a  during  will ;  never  cost 
e^icept  in  tovinly,  and  influencing  it— ftir  wliich  abo  waa  gii 
l<y  li«r  grace  and  lively  fancy,  hnr  raulj  though  capricious  »y 
{■athy,  and  ber  [xusiun  for  admiration. 

The  function  waa  fucomaful,  and  the  county  (uU  of  onlhtisii 
for  tbeir  lord  lieutenant,  whoee  ntaniior  (|uite  cleared  his  cbametec 
The  party  did  not  break  up,  in  favt  the  funi^ion  waa  only  an 
excuxB  for  the  party.  There  was  sport  of  alt  kinds,  and  in  Ibe 
«veningi  a  carnival — for  l^ly  Itoiengaria  (wjuired  evrrybody 
about  her  to  be  gay  and  diverting — gamea  and  dances,  and 
iiifinito  frolic.  Lord  Muntfort,  wlio,  to  the  surprise  of  every  one, 
did  not  depart,  apoko  to  linr  a  little,  and  perhape  would  not 
IiATo  spnken  at  all,  hud  they  not  met  In  tlie  huotinff.fleliL 
Lady  Itcrtrngarin  m*  n  firat-mte  horsewoman,  and  really  in  tlie 
■adcilo  look«d  irnwistible. 

The  nigbt  befoiv  the  party,  which  had  lasted  a  week,  bmkn 
up,  Lord  Montfvrt  came  and  ail  by  Lady  Ikrengaria.  Ho 
sjioke  about  the  run  of  the  morning,  and  she  replied  in  the 
same  vein.  '  I  have  gut  a  horse,  Ijtdy  Ilofengaria,  wlueh  I 
ahould  like  you  to  tida     Would  yon  do  *ot' 

*  Ce'Uinly,  and  what  tort  of  hone  ia  it  I  * 
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'  Vod  AM  we  to-iDorrow.  It  is  not  for  off.  I  liko  to  bav« 
Borae  hones  always  near,*  uid  lti«u  he  walked  away. 

Il  1TM  n  iluk  chr-ttnut  of  nint<:hlRn  beauty.  Ijuly  Pivrfln- 
gsria,  who  wu  of  an  eaiphatic  oature,  was  loud  tn  her  adinir»- 
tion  of  ita  buiuty  and  tta  hunting  qualities. 

'  I  agree  with  tou,'  miiI  Ixird  jtfoiitfort,  '  L}iat  it  will  ajioil 
Tou  (or  aoy  othnr  horae,  nod  Umtcfom  I  ahull  ask  pcrraitsion  to 
loave  it  here  for  your  tt».' 

The  party  broke  up,  but,  *tmi)ge  to  aay,  Lonl  Montfort  did 
not  dcgnrL  It  una  a  largo  family.  Lady  Derengaria  had 
aeveial  eiet«re;  he?  eldest  brollier  waa  maatec  of  tlio  houndK, 
and  hn  younger  brothvra  wore  iwterttng  their  rights  na  cadeU, 
and  IcLUing  their  (nthor's  phcasanta.  There  was  ako  *  number 
of  conains,  who  were  alMut  the  «ame  a^e,  and  wera  always 
Uughinjt,  tliongh  it  waa  nijvcr  qiiilo  clwir  what  it  was  about. 
Ad  afTecUtion  of  gaiety  may  be  tometimei  delwtod  in  youth. 

A*  Lord  Monlfort  alwaya  bad  tha  duly  of  naberinf;  the  lady 
of  Uie  houoe  to  diunor,  ho  never  had  tlin  opportunity  of  convers- 
ing with  Latly  Dorangaria,  even  bad  he  wished  it ;  but  it  waa 
not  all  clear  tliat  he  did  vUh  it,  and  it  seemed  tliat  be  totlced  na 
Biuch  to  her  aiaten  and  tli«  laughing  coumun  as  to  bertcJf,  but 
aiill  bo  did  nut  go  away,  which  waa  most  strange,  and  cora- 
BicRced  to  be  embarrassing. 

At  lust  fliie  evening  both  her  parents  alum^orin^  one  over 
t}io  newspii]>«T  nnil  the  other  ov«r  ifier  work,  and  tlie  rest  of  th« 
|MTty  in  a  distant  ruom  phiyiiig  at  some  new  gamo  amid 
occnaional  jwoht  of  laoKbter,  Ixnl  iVtontforl,  who  h&d  been  sitting 
for  soma  tinw  by  I.A<ly  lii^rengaria'a  side,  ami  only  nuking  now 
and  then  a  question,  though  oft«n  a  searching  one,  in  order 
to  aeoura  her  talking  to  liiin,  nlhn  abniptly  (Kid,  '1  wonder  if 
anything  would  orcr  indoco  you  to  tnfltry  m«f ' 

Thia  waa  tlie  most  startling  social  event  of  tlie  gMoiatioa 
Society  immediately  aet  a-wuuderiiijj  how  it  wmdd  turn  out,  and 
prorcd  Tory  dearly  that  it  munt  turn  out  t>adly.  >[«n  who 
k&«w  Montfort  well  at  Paris  looked  knowing,  and  said  tliey 
wcpuld  give  it  six  mouths. 

But  the  Udy  was  a*  ivniarlcabli^  as  a  uoinau  a*  Uie  bridegroom 
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wu  h)  hiN  MX.  tadj  BercngsriA  wm  deteraiineil  t4>  Iw  llu 
Qnaan  of  Socictjr,  and  hml  enafldtnoe  in  Iter  unlimitod  inflaenei 
ovw  nian.  It  is,  liowerer,  ntlwr  diffloult  to  wtnk  on  tli«  (eel. 
iligi  of  a  man  wlw  Ium  no  licart.  Tbu  (ha  toon  faniiil  out,  anil 
to  ber  diniMf,  but  bIm  k^pt  it  «  profonnd  Mctrt  fif  «iid)«n 
ingenuity  uo  )i«r  p«it,  afTaira  went  on  very  well  luucli  loiisei 
Uun  t}i«  wimI«I  cx|ir«tcd,  uiJ  lonj;  eiKvugh  to  fullil  tbn  obj*et  tit 
Lkdjr  £or«ng>ris'a  lif«.  Lord  MonUort  Utmclwd  His  wif*  wall, 
and  seeBMd  avmi  contnt  to  bo  oocuioiudlf  bar  compaajon  onUI 
Bhe  bad  mountvd  lli«  soda]  thronft  Me  was  prmid  of  b«  ss  he 
would  b«  of  i>iie  i>t  )ua  beautiful  hones ;  but  when  all  tbe  world 
Wl  dclcnuwlvdgcd  Uis  iuflnen<»  of  Ikreni^ria,  he  full  into  oem 
of  bia  old  tnoodf,  and  bn)k«  to  bor  Ihftt  bo  could  bear  it  no 
loaga,  and  that  ho  maA  relit«  from  sodetf.  Lady  Uonlfoit 
looked  djatnmed,  but,  noolved  under  no  o!rciiinitanc««  to  be 
iO|WTatcd  from  ber  hmhinil,  whom  alio  grcatlf  tdnirad,  and  b> 
wliom,  iMd  be  wii>lM<(l  it,  hLu  couKI  Imvo  b«ooBi««r«u  [lawionatdjr 
HltAcliod,  eigniSod  Imt  roadinew  to  shara  bia  lolitada^  But  alie 
then  found  out  that  this  won  not  what  bo  wanted.  It  wan  not 
out/  letiMinunt  fnint  loclvty,  but  retirainent  from  I^dy  Mont, 
ftwt,  tlul  wa«  indispentafal«i  In  ahoH,  at  no  time  of  bis  perveno 
cuniw  had  Lord  ftlontfort  been  more  wUf uL 

IJuriug  the  krt  yean  of  his  rwklaace  in  Puis,  when  h«  was 
ahut  U]>  iu  his  delicious  Itelvedore,  ho  bad  oompIaiDod  moch  of 
tUe  stato  of  bis  bealtb,  and  one  of  bis  priooipal  ponuits  was 
eoDsnlling  the  faculty  on  Ibis  iiitvrcslin^  subject.  The  bcultr 
wcte  unanimous  in  thair  opinion  that  tho  disoidor  from  wbicb 
tbeir  patient  was  euITering  waa  Jiunui.  Tliis  penisiejil  opinion 
imtalvd  blin,  and  waa  one  of  tlie  eldmrnta  of  bis  decim'on  to 
Icavo  the  counliy.  The  anoxpeclod  distractioa  that  followod 
bis  rvtum  to  bis  natire  land  hod  made  Idm  ne^iecl  or  for^t  bis 
and  indispoaition.  but  it  n]>]H-ar«  that  it  had  now  rcttmod,  and 
ia  an  aggraTatcd  form.  Unhappily  the  English  physicicns  took 
moiA  th«  aam*  view  of  the  case  as  tiieir  French  brethren.  They 
could  Bnd  notbin];;  or};nnIcully  wron;;  in  tbu  eonstitution  or  om- 
dition  of  Ijurd  Montfurt,  and  rv(:i>mtii«ndod  oocup*tion  ami 
society.

And 
tiltiRMtsljr  suoooeded  in  efltabllBhing  a  modia  nomdi.  Ii« 
u  to  liT«  and  die  at  Priiioedonra ;  that  wat  Mttled ;  bat  U  h» 
m  came  to  towii,  to  coninill  bin  phyiirinn!!,  for  example^  h* 
always  to  tubabil  Montfort  tlbiit«,  aud  if  abo  occMioDaUy 
intrwl  a  whiff  of  aoutbcm  air,  abe  was  to  hare  bar  rooma 
mjt  ready  for  ber  at  I'rinoedown.  Sli«  vould  not  interfere 
tb  Hiu  in  the  lead ;  bo  ii«ed  not  eron  laa  ber,  if  )i«  vera  too 
VBwalL  Tben  as  to  the  Kenoral  pmcipl«  of  hi*  life,  it  waa  quita 
elcMT  tbal  be  won  not  iat«R»t«d  in  an)-tliinj[,  and  never  would 
ba  inleccnted  in  anything;  but  tliera  woa  no  ivaaon  tbal  lie 
abodd  not  be  amuaed.

Gruel  iMnwnngev,  wbo  are  eelfiali 
and  wbimiical,  are  gi'iimlly  aurronndwl  by  paraait«a  and  buf- 
(uoBS,  bul  Oils  would  uoi  «tiit  I>mt  Monttort;  be  Bin«erely 
doUatad  Battery,  and  ho  wratied  in  oij;ht-aud-forty  boun  of  tlia 
■loetauooesafnl  mountebank  in  aoolety.  Wbot  be  anmed  iiicliiwd 
to  WM  Ibe  sodely  of  men  of  aeience,  of  travellers  in  rare  parte, 
and  of  clever  artist*  ;  in  short,  of  all  persons  who  hiid  wlial  bo 
sailed  '  idiosynciMy.'  Civil  eugineatin);  was  thun  beginning  to 
Attmol  general  attention,  and  Lonl  Uoiitfort  liked  llie  aociety  of 
dvil  ungineen ;  bnt  what  be  likod  most  were  aelf-formcd  men, 
and  to  Itatn  tho  secret  of  their  sucocis,  and  bow  they  made  tin-ir

Wbon  ttia  door  traa  opfloed 
h*  (ottntl  himwlf  in  a  large  hall  iritb  tmoj  MtranU,  aiU  Iw 
waa  oshcnxl  llirough  aevvial  rooms  on  tiie  groond  floor,  into  a 
capaciotu  clamber  dinilj  lighted,  wlipm  tliace  wera  aerenJ 
gRiitlrinen,  but  not  hii  hoctcaiL  Hit  nanta  waa  annoonoed,  and 
thonayoung  man  came  up  to  bin  and  mcDtioned  that  Lent 
aitd  ImIj  Slontfort  would  aoon  be  prcaenl,  and  l)i<.-n  talkod  to 
hint  about  Dm  wmtlier.  Tba  Cmint  of  Ferroll  arrived  afbr 
Endymtoa,  and  then  another  gantleman  wboM  nanie  he  eould 
not  catch.  71i«q  while  be  was  nakitig  aoue  origiiial  olao'n' 
tioits  on  the  eaat  wind,  and,  to  eonfeaa  the  tratli.  foiling  anjr 
tiling  but  at  bis  eaae,  the  f<dding  Aoan  of  a  furOi<>r  chambw 
hKUionlly  Itghteil  wera  thrown  ojtcn,  nnil  almoat  at  Uio  wu 
moment  Lndy  Monlfort  entorod,  and,  taking  tba  Count  of 
Femll'a  ann,  walked  into  the  dining-room.  It  was  a  roiiiol 
table,  and  Endjraioa  waa  told  hy  the  nme  geDtknun  who  lud 
aln-fl'ly  aililranod  him,  that  lin  wa:!  to  ift  by  Laity  Monlfort. 

'  Lord  Montfort  is  a  little  Into  to-<laj,*  aha  saidt  '  Init  he 
wished  me  not  to  wait  (or  bim.  And  how  are  jrou  art«r  our 
paiUameDtanr  bau()u«t  1 '  she  said,  tuniing  to  Endymlon ;  '  1  will 
Enttodaee  yon  to  tiK  Count  of  Ferroll.' 

The  Count  of  Ferroll  was  a  yonng  man,  and  yet  inclined  to 
be  luld.  He  was  diief  of  a  not  inconsiderable  misuon  at  our 
court.  Tluiuifh  not  Ui  be  described  as  a  liandsome  man,  hta 
co<nntcnnnc«  was  striking  ;  a  brow  <if  madi  intollectuat  d(iveIo|>< 
ment,  and  a  massive  jaw.  He  was  tall,  braad-shouldcrmi,  with 
a  alcnder  waiit.  He  greeted  Endymlon  with  a  penetrating^ 
glancp,  Rtid  thi^n  with  a  winning;  smile. 

TheCuuntof  FerroU  was  Iheropreeontativeof  a  kingdom  wUdi. 
it  not  exactly  created,  had  been  moulded  into  a  certain  fonn  of 
a[>paTent  atreii^i  and  frnportance  by  llie  CungieM  of  Vienna 
Ho  W1U  a  noble  of  coosideiablo  utato  in  a  country  when  po»» 
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•avioL*  were  not  extimKiro  nr  tortunoa  larg«,  Uiougb  it  waa 
ruled  by  an  anciciit,  unil  }i>iii^)itj',  aud  warlike  aiivtociacf .  LUco 
hi*  cIbmi,  tlifi  Count  o(  Fcrroll  had  ntccircd  a  miliUrj  oducs- 
tioa  ;  but  nheD  that  education  vas  ctim plated,  he  foand  but  ft 
fwiUe  prospect  of  liU  acquininuiU  livtug  cidkd  iuto  scUon.  Il 
WW  bdioved  that  thn  age  of  gnint  uim  had  cnutcd,  and  that 
ev«D  ravolutioni  wore  for  tho  future  to  be  controUod  hj  diplo- 
tnacy.  Aa  be  was  a  mao  of  an  original,  not  to  saj  eccoulric, 
turn  of  mind,  Uin  Couiit  of  Ferrull  wuk  nut  co>itvut«d  with  thfl 
rewoToet  uid  dutraction  of  his  socond-nite  capital,  lie  was  an 
emineot  sportanan,  and,  for  some  time,  t«ok  tefug»  and  found 
Kxcilemenl  in  llw  bnaiitli  of  lii>  dark  f<irc!>t»,  and  iu  llie  fonna- 
iMn  of  •  Ftiid,  which  hivl  almidy  bccooin  ccluWtvtl  Dut  all 
this  tiic»,  even  in  the  excitement  of  the  chase,  and  In  the  raiging 
nf  lii^  nro-brtd  >t«ede,  the  Count  of  FcrroU  lui^iit  lie  Haid  to 
have  bca  brooding  ov«r  tbo  ponilion  of  wlial  ho  could  ncArccly 
«U  hia  counlrj,  but  rather  an  nggrogation  of  land*  )>nptinid  bjr 
proto«il«,  and  cbrictoDMl  and  consolidated  by  trMties  which  be 
looked  ufwn  as  cninently  untrustworthy.  One  day  he  eurpriMd 
liiR  wreraign,  with  whom  be  wa«  a  favourite,  br  nqiintting  to 
bo  appointed  to  th«  legation  at  London,  which  was  vscant. 
TIm  appointment  waj  at  once  made,  and  the  Count  of  Ferivll 
b*d  now  been  two  ycon  at  tlie  Court  of  St.  Jamu'. 

Tho  Count  of  Ferroll  wiu  a  favourite  in  English  aoaietj,  fee 
ba  ponasMd  avay  quality  wbicli  tliem  eoBdncM  to  sncceai  He 
was  of  great  family  and  of  di»lin;;ui»lied  appearaaea,  mttnificMtt 
awl  Hinjpilaily  frank  ;  yriL<  a  dcod-nhot,  antl  tli«  1>oKlc«t  of  ridan, 
with  horens  which  were  tha  admiration  alike  of  M«ltoa  and 
Newmarket.  The  ladies  sIho  approved  of  bini,  for  be  va*  a 
eonmimmalo  wallicr,  and  mixed  with  a  badiaag*  gaily  cynical  a 
too*  tliat  could  bo  tendnr  and  a  bewiti^ng  asiils. 

Bnt  his  great  friend  was  Lady  Uontfort.  lie  loM  ber  ovi'ry- 
IhinK,  and  consulted  b^^  on  eveirtliing;  and  tliou^h  lui  rarely 
pniaed  anybody,  it  had  Tvaclicd  hor  oars  that  the  Count  o( 
Ksmdl  had  said  mote  than  bac^  that  she  was  a  gtoolor  wotnan 
than  Looise  of  Savoy  or  the  iJuchcHM  do  Longucvilkb 

Then  was  a  slight  nistlin;;  in  the  room.  A  g<^t]pnian  had 
9Dt*md  and  glidied  into  his  unoccupiod  chair,  which  liia  ralet 
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ha<l  cnaTitniL     *  I  foar  I  am  ttot  in  time  far  »n  opl*'.'  ""■! 
Lohl  Uoutfort  to  his  nei^libour. 

The  gi!iitl«uiaii  irbo  Iiiul  fint  apakeu  to  EiiJjriuifKi  wm  tin 
■ocreUrjr  of  Lord  M<iiitfi>rt ;  tboo  tbnn  wu  *  gmt  ge&itu  wbo 
vu  proj«ctJng  a  cuspcnuiMi  brid^  ovvr  the  Tyo^  uid  that  wu  ta 
LopI  Montfort'a  counti;.  A  dutini^ialied  olficar  of  the  Ilhtuli 
MuMum  completed  t}i«  party  with  a  |)erMii  who  aMc  opposite 
P.ndymian,  and  whom  in  thn  dim  twilight  he  had  not  rt!cu;;niwd, 
but  whom  he  now  babeM  with  no  little  emotion.  It  wtu  N'i^l 
PMunddock.  Tbej  had  not  met  dnon  hie  mother'*  funrml,  anJ 
ihe  MHocialii»ui  of  Ui«  pari  aj^lated  Eodjmion.  They  ex- 
chantreil  rocognitions ;  that  of  Nigel  waa  grave  but  kind. 

The  oonveaaatMO  waa  what  is  called  {i:ennnl,  and  a  great 
ileal  on  annponiikm  bridt^aa,  Ijord  Montfort  hiBSolT  led  oft  en 
Ihia,  in  ordJer  to  bring  out  hi*  dictangoished  gmaL  The  Coimt 
uf  FoTTt'll  was  also  iiit«reatcd  on  this  aabjcct.  u  hii  own  gnv<>rn> 
mant  wall  makiiic  ini]uiri«t  on  the  tutt«r.  Thn  gnntl^mun 
from  the  Rriliib  Muwuni  moile  tonw  ronutrks  on  the  nioti* 
in  which  the  ancient  Egy]<4iAi»  moved  maaeea  of  gTanit«%  and 
([tiotnl  iluiodotus  to  tlio  civil  en^neer.  The  civil  entcinonr  hod 
never  hean)  of  Herodotus,  but  liu  aaid  he  wa*  goinn  to  KfEfpt  in 
Uie  autumn  by  duiro  of  Meliomot  Ali,  and  be  would  ondertaka 
to  niove  any  masa  which  waa  iw|uint*,  even  if  ft  were  a  p]-ranii<l 
ilMit  Laily  Uontfort,  without  disturt'in;;  the  (;«»<tml  convom- 
Uov,  whiqiered  in  tuma  to  the  Count  ■>(  F«m>ll  and  Kndymion, 
udtoIdtli«latt«rtliat«belin'l  pnida  ri^ittoLady  Itoehaniptoa  J 
the  moming^a  mo«t  dclitflitlul  viiil.

The  onl 
pniWMi  wIm>  wna  silent  waa  Nig«l,  but  Ijidy  Montfort,  ' 
(wreeived  cveriF'tliinjti  addreeeed  lum  Bcrow  the  (able  with 
thusiasm  about  nome  chnn^ioa  be  hail  made  in  tlie  services  of 
■ome  eliuroh,  and  the  countoitnncu  of  Nignl  hecnmo  aqfrnneil 
like  a  young  mint  win)  has  a  g1ini|<*e  of  ['aradiM. 

After  dinner  Liidy  Montfort  led  Endyintou  to  her  lord,  and 
left  him  seated  by  hi*  h'xit.  I»rtl  )>l<jut(i»rt  waa  air^ble  and 
natural  in  hia  manner,  lie  eaid,  '  I  have  not  yet  made  the  a» 
quaintance  of  Lady  Roelumplon.  for  i  nt^vcr  fro  <mt ;  but  I  bopa 
to  do  »o,  fat  LndjF  Uontfort  tdl»  me  site  is  quite  captivating.'

Tni  balance  of  pnitlee  iii  the  Honse  of  Common^  wliicb  litj 
been  firtually  rcclored  by  Sir  Robert  Peel'e  dtMolalion  of  11^:^1, 
might  be  taid  to  be  fonunlty  aixt  ixMitirely  establiihed  by  the 
dJMolution  of  parliament  in  the  eutiimn  of  1B37,  oconaioned  by 
tlM  dembe  of  the  crown.  Tbo  miniBtorial  majority  became  B^ 
nmit  noniinel,  while  troublot  fmn  all  ()uartera  »Mm«d  to  pma 
Rim\iltaii(v)ti«ly  upnn  th«m:  Cenulinn  r«vo1ta,  CbartlBt  IiuurTwy 
tions,  Chinwo  Ki|utibLle8,  aad  mysloriouR  coropliailiotw  in  Cen- 
tial  Aiiia.  which  threutoned  imm«diate  boKtilitiea  with  Pcntia, 
Bnil  even  with  one  of  tbo  meat  powerful  of  Enroponn  erapJretL 
In  a>blition  to  all  this,  the  revenue  oontinually  dL-cUiied,  nnd 
ernry  day  the  RDncml  prejudice  became  more  intense  «gaiiut 
Uiu  Iriih  policy  of  the  mininiry.  Tlie  extrvme  popularity  of 
tb«  tjovtntsu,   rcOoctius  tone  loatre  on  her  nuuiaters,  bad 
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cnuLiled  tlMm,  though  not  without  diBlcolt;,  to  tid«  thtoiigh 
tlM  M«iion  of  18^;  but  wh«u  parliament  xnvi  id  1839  th«ir 
pKMpMU  wero  dsrlc,  and  it  was  knomi  that  there  wiu  a  aeulJuD 
of  Uie  exlreiDS  Libemhi  who  uould  not  bo  ilccply  tnortiliod  if 
Ui«  goTcrninant  wrra  ovorthrown.  All  eiTorts,  thenfon,  political 
■nd  social,  and  [nrUcularly  the  latter,  lu  which  tbo  Whlfp  ex- 
eeUed,  wer«  to  be  maJe  to  prevent  or  (o  retonl  the  calastn^iheL 
Ijkiy  Moitlfort  and  laihf  Roehainpton  opooed  their  hoiuea  lo 
Um  general  world  at  an  nnueoaUy  early  period.  Tbiiir  entirrtaiii- 
menta  rivalled  those  of  ZenobiH,  who  tvilti  unflagging  gallaiitrjr, 
^  hut  ndiant  bee  prosdent  of  triumph,  itopiMxl  tier  bright  vb^ 
^Bla  anil  her  tnl]  footmen  in  the  niid^t  of  St  Jamoa'  Sttaat  at 
^Watl  Mall,  whilo  she  rapidly  fnt|uiivd  from  aome  friendly  passer> 
^Bf  whota  she  liad  olMterved,  '  Tell  nio  the  name*  of  the  Radical 
^BiHBibet*  wlio  vruiit  to  luni  out  ttie  {^Teniiuuiil,  and  I  will  in- 
^Ht*  them  directly.' 

Lady  Uuntfurt  hnd  appropriated  the  Satatdayi,  m  waa  h«r 
eiuton  and  her  right;  m>  Mynt,  with  the  advice  of  Lord  fioe- 
hampton,  bad  fixed  on  Wedtio«d«ys  for  her  receptiona,

Ui>  risits  w&t 
hrieL  Ue  appeared,  made  his  bow,  had  tli«  pUwurs  of  antM 
aJiglil  ooDveraution  with  b«r,  and  tltca  aeon  netiTed.  Rec«T«l 
by  Lady  Koolmmpton,  in  tini«,  tliougfa  alnggiaUy,  inviuiiana 
•nived  from  otber  hogf<e^  but  be  r«nly  availed  hiine«lf  of  iIuiil 
Ha  nuuntainod  in  diia  reapeet  groat  teacrve,  and  woa  aocu«- 
Vnned  to  tny  that  tlio  only  fin«  My  in  London  who  bad  ever 
b«en  kind  to  Lini  wss  Lady  Boehompton.

in  always  iiit«r«sting  vhen  you  liara  h  ptirpowi  and  livn  tn  iu 
fulfilmeat.  It  appMred  (rom  wliat  he  told  EDdymion  that 
mottan  at  th«  olBu  bad  altered  a  good  deal  aiuoe  he  left  iL 
Tha  ratiremont  of  St.  Baibe  araa  the  Cnt  bricl  out  of  tho  wall ; 
now,  which  EndymioQ  lixl  not  yet  heard,  tbo  bfolhnr  of  Tno- 
diard  bad  moat  tiD»ipectedly  died,  and  tbat  geDUeniaD  coonn 
into  a  t;>>od  vHaUt.  '  Jairelt  rvriiaitit,  and  ia  altio  the  editor  of 
Die  *'  I'rocurrar,"  but  hi*  nnw  labour*  (O  uWorb  bin  *|<iro  lima 
that  he  is  alwaya  at  tbe  office  of  the  paper.

round  addreaMd  each  of  tbcm  in  turn.  Wbon  Uiix  tvyal  ttn.

VallombruM  to  aocompanj-  him,  and  then  Ihej  npctired  to  an 
adjaeont  aoloon,  tbo  door  of  which  wm  open,  but  wliara  thaj 
could  convwM  without  obuvration.

liad  ahockod  anarybody,  for  ita  revelry  was  lookad  a|>on  nltU'Ml 
u  the  teDure  by  whioh  the  Mootforta  held  tbeir  (aUtca.  Ilia 
plea  of  ill  beiillh,  induitrioualy  circulated  by  all  hia  nf.'cntj^ 
btainoil  neither  fyiDiiathy  nor  credence.  Ilia  county  wna 
iM  a  w«k  point  with  Lord  Montfort,  for  though  he  coaiil 
bear  bis  home,  ha  was  fond  of  power,  and  power  dependcl 
his  tetritorial  inflnonea.     1'bo  rapnoeiitation  of  his  couuly

Loid  MuaitfoM  tuul  pUoed  Mnlimited  raioineoa  at  the  diipM 
of  BamifEiifia  tor  th«  fulfilnwoi  of  liw  paipMe,  and  at  too 
ovMi  ahowod  hdm  not  ineoDaidenbI«  tbougli  fitfat  interMt 
bar  prograHL  U«  laruod  onr  thu  dnwiiiga  of  tba  rait 
oMbimu  and  uinoiir  with  a  gneioiu  nnilo,  uid,  having  pfeki 
up  on  sncb  mljj«cte  a  gnat  deal  of  knowltdKC,  opouioiul 
made  sDggaatiooc  which  were  nsoful  and  *obi«1iiuw  •mbunMii 
Tha  hcnlda  wen  all  caU«d  into  eouacU,  and  Gart«r  him 
tleif^ed  to  regulnt*  titt  otdir  of  piuoMidiBsa.  Socoo  o( 
linrjit  gutitteniMi  in  London,  of  both  paitiaa  in  tha  atato,  paaii 
the  gT«atar  part  of  Uieir  spring  Doornings  in  joustiti;;.  and 
pmetiatng  all  the  maiiwuTreB  of  tba  Uita.  Lady  Uontfort  hi 
(elf  wiu  t<i  Im  tho  (jiiooQ  of  tho  Tonnnment,  and  sii«  hi 
piovailmt  on  IjkIjt  Ro«luunptoa  to  ttttifi  Uia  Mprarae  oflW 
QiMvB  of  llMuty. 

It  WW  tbo  eorij  part  of  Mny,  and  Zenobia  held  ono  of  li 
gnat  aaMnMiaa.  Being  in  high  goiH]  humour,  Mingmao  ai 
pruphclto  of  powar,  site  bad  a«ked  all  Uw  gnat  ^^Itig  ladll 
wmI,  Um  Uinei  beioj;  critical,  th«y  hod  come.  Berei^ria  aoaiM 
atvorhed  by  tli«  deUtU  «f  licr  tuuniiunent.  8h«  out  hmb;  i 
har  knighta,  and  Kha  confonwd  with  tham  all ;  tba  Kni^lit  i 
the  B!««diug  lleirt,  the  Kni|;bt  of  Rosea,  the  Kniijlil  uf  tl 
Ctystd  Shield. 

KuiJj-niioD,  who  wna  not  to  be  a  knight,  but  a  g«n' 
arnii  in  attendanc*  on  tlte  Qtieen  of  the  TounanMnt,  mentjoni 
ilMt  Prineo  Floraaton  much  wialted  to  be  n  Jouater;  he  h. 
band  thla  from  the  Pnke  of  St  Ang^lo,  and  Lwl;  Montfoi 
tliongb  she  did  not  ituniediatdy  sanclioo,  did  not  abaoluto 
lafUM,  tlie  rrqiiMt. 

Fact  Biidiiigbt,  then  wai  a  siuUlon  stir  in  the  aaloooa.  Tl 
Bdqm  of  Cummona  had  broken  up  and  many  mcmben  wa 
•nt«ring.  There  lud  been  a  division  on  Ui«  Jamaica  qttaatiol 
and  thi'  ministem  liod  only  a  majority  of  fivo.  The  leader 
the  IIouM  of  CoRimona  hud  intimaUd,  not  to  ny  enooattoe 
tfaeir  oon4aqii«nt  i\:iigniition.

Tbo  suspense  bccama  protractnd  and  oven  morv 
nifat^ri'iuik  Almost  a  week  liad  elapaed ;  noblo  lords  and  n);lit

■cnnibly  to  afToct  the  coumunicatJonB  in  tlio  KortJi  of  England, 
■loouMra  wen)  chhrtoring  from  every  pott  (or  paacengen  to  tho

aeneeohale  and  esqiUrei^  and  grooms  and  pagea.  and  hemlds  in 
tabard*,  and  purvuivaote,  and  bannerbewora.  The  spkndUt 
parilions  of  tho  Icniglita  were  now  completed,  and  the  gorgeous 
tluoue  of  the  Queen  of  Btauty,  surrounded  by  crimson  galleries; 
livr  above  tier,  for  thouunds  of  favoured  gUMta,  were  receiving 
only  llidr  U!>t  stroke  of  magnifioenoe.  Hie  mominigs  poseed 
in  a  {ov«ru]i  wliirt  of  mrlotity,  and  prcpaiation,  and  excitetoent, 
and  aome  nnsioty.

Tbe  interviev  bttmoa  th*  lieMls  of  the  tvo  gr«at  hoiuM 
UoDlfort  oikI  Bnomari^  on  which  th«  fate  of  a  minUtTjr  toi^r 
depend,  (or  it  «hould  olnjv  bo  ncoUectod  that  it  w  oolj  hj 
K  ni^jorit;  of  one  that  Sir  Kolxrt  Pe^  had  iiece8sitat«d  iIm  c&t- 
aolntion  of  parliament,  waa  not  carried  on  exactly  in  the  epoil 
and  with  the  means  which  would  hare  oooarred  to  and  hem 
practised  hy  the  mce  of  Todpolra  and  Tnpeis. 

Lord  Beaumaris  was  a  vcrjr  youn([  man,  haadsome,  extrenulf 
eh;,  aiid  ona  wlto  bad  only  rery  recently  mixed  with  the  circla 
in  which  bo  was  bam.  Il  ma  under  the  tnfliwncu  of  Imc^eaa 
that,  in  soliciting  an  interviuw  with  Lord  Hontfoit,  bs  had 
taken  for  him  an  luunial,  not  to  m;  tmprocodeDt«d  atep.  H* 
had  conjuted  vp  to  bimeelf  in  Lord  Montfort  the  apparidoo  of  > 
bntighty  Wliig  ])cer,  protid  of  hit  order,  prouder  of  his  parly, 
and  not  ovoi-projudicod  in  faronr  of  one  who  had  qnittod  then 
■aoed  ranks,  freeiing  with  arrogant  reaenre  and  rnnilniinnni^iiji 
poUtflOMi.  In  ahoti,  Lord  Boatimaria  wna  ozlnmely  Denroot 
when,  naheriMl  by  many  serraBts  through  mnny  chamben,  than 
eama  fofward  to  reoeive  him  the  most  swoetlj  mannered  gtatls- 
man  alive,  who  not  only  garo  him  his  hand,  but  retained  bi) 
guost'B,  saying,  '  We  are  a  sort  of  cousins,  I  believe,  and  oc^U 
lo  bnve  bei^n  acquainted  before,  but  you  know  poriufe  mf 
wretdicd  KUtc,'  Uiough  what  that  was  nobody  exactly  did  kao*. 
particularly  as  Lord  Uontfort  was  sometimM  seen  wading  ii 
atrcams  breast-hi^h  while  tluowing  his  akilfnl  line  o>ver  tlu 
rushing  waters.  '  I  Temeraber  your  graiidfntltcr,'  he  aaid,  ■  tai 
with  good  cansb  He  pouched  me  at  Uamw,  and  it  was  tlw 
largest  pouch  I  erer  bad.  One  does  not  fotget  the  first  time 
one  bad  a  five-pound  note.'

biing  forward,  ho  need  hardly  say  I.oid  Beaumaris  might 
it  upon  him.  '  I  nm  a  Wbig,'  ho  coiitinu<>i),  '  and  »  was 
iiir  father,  but  I  am  not  particularly  pleased  with  the  sayings 
doing*  of  my  people.

who  mtich  wishe«l  to  enterthoHotiiw  of  Commons,  not  unknown, 
be  beliered,  to  Lord  Beaumaris,  and  that  was  ^tfr.  B'eirare.  He 
was  the  aoD  of  a  diKtinguisheil  roan,  now  departed,  who  tn  his 
lay  hod  biwn  a  minister  of  state.  Lord  Moiitfort  wu  quite

And  ca 
tbe  foUowins  dajr.  Lady  Kluiitfort,  aooouipuiiwt  bjr  Lady  Ri» 
hainpton,  vould  find  I^dy  lioaumam  at  homa,  tud  afw  i 
chanoing  vuit,  ia  which  Lady  Mootfort,  tboujfh  nattual  to  tW 
lut  degrw^  displayed  tttay  iiiudity  vrlii«h  could  faacinau  «nB 
a  wonon,  when  ah*  put  licr  hAod  in  that  of  Imc^M*  U 
Bay  bnwcU,  addod,  '  I  am  daligfat«d  to  find  Lhai  ««  n 
cotuina.' 

A  fow  dajii  aft«r  this  int«rvio«t  pailiatnant  waa  diMolivL 
It  was  the  middla  of  a  w«t  June,  and  tli«  suason  noeived  ib 
Vtupdetp^eo.  Althoii^  Endymion  hod  IK>  rival,  and  appuantlj 
DO  pR>(]i«ct  of  a  eotttMt,  lib  laboon  m  a  caodidate  ««»  aH 
sUglit.

JjtAy  Bifontfort  nid  nothEng.  Being  of  an  cftgor  nature,  it 
ntber  her  habit  to  interrupt  those  who  eddreased  hor, 
y  on  tnattera  Bhe  deemed  disagreeable.  Her  htuhaud 
to  tuy, '  Beraagaiia  ia  n  channiiig  coiDistuiion,  but  if  slie 
-would  only  listen  n  little  more,  nha  trould  haTO  so  much  more 
to  1«U  me.'  On  the  ptosent  occasion,  Endymioa  had  no  moon 
to  complain  that  he  hnd  not  a  fair  opportunity  of  elating  his 
views  end  wl&bes.

■mus«d  him ;  t^e  stylo  to  picturcsijuo  and  Umbout  I  the  tone 
SO  dirertingly  cynical  \  And  if  Uie  knowledge  of  society  in  la

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TBI  condition  of  England  at  tlie  meeting  of  Parliament  in  U 
WW  not  (alU&etoiy.  The  depreaaion  of  trade  in  the 
betimng  dtitricta  aeemed  orerwhelming,  and  continued  ii 
ing  during  th«  whole  of  the  year.  A  memoml  from  Stodcpoil 
to  the  Queen  in  the  spring  lepremoted  that  more  than  half  ihl 
matter  spioiien  hod  failed,  and  that  no  Ion  than  Uinw  l.houwri 
dweUing-honset  w«n  nntenanted  One^th  of  tho  populalie 
of  Leeda  wen  dependent  on  tlie  poor-nteo.  The  state  of 
Beld  was  not  leaa  aevere— and  tbo  blast  famaoea  oi 
hamptoD  wem  aztingnithod.  llieie  woo  almost  daily  i 
at  Liverpool,  Mancbester,  and  Leeds,  to  consider  tlto  great  i 
inereasiog  dintraa  of  the  country,  and  to  induce  mintaten

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vMebce  waa  looii  nilwtttuted  for  puaioiute  ai)p«ala  to  the  fean 
ox  lh«  humiuiitjr  of  tlw  governniRnts  Vast  bodies  of  tko  popo- 
Utton  asieinblod  in  Staleybridga,  bjkI  Ashtoo,  and  Otdh«iii,  aii<l 
nucbcd  into  Maiii-lintw 

For  a  week  llio  riotiniK  iru  uschockci),  but  lite  ji^renimunl 
d«spatched  a  slroDg  military  toxvn  tg  thtt  diy,  and  wier  yru 
taatcned. 

Tho  KUf«  of  kfliiin  in  Scotlniut  waa  not  mote  faromslJo. 
Ttisn  wen  food  rioU  in  uventl  of  tho  Scotch  towns,  and  in 
Glugow  the  muttiludo  aft3i?mljli><l,  ttnd  then  contmeiiccil  witat 
thejr  mllix)  a  boKginij;  tour,  but  wliicli  vraa  ruklljr  a  pmgraM  of 
not  disgntBod  inticiidntion.  Tlic  economic  ctiaia  in  Inland  was 
yol  to  come,  but  tho  whole  of  that  covnti;  wu  sbaorhed  in 
■  hamsing  and  dangoToan  agitation  (or  th«  Tcpcul  of  tfao  union 
between  the  two  countriiu. 

PiiriDg  sll  tilia  lime,  tb«  Aoti-Coro-Lftv  League  was  holding 
re^tuUr  and  frequent  meetings  at  Manoheat«r,  at  which  stole- 
nenU  w«n>  nudo  dixtinguiKhcd  h,v  gnat  eloi[ucn<:c  and  httle 
MTOple  Bat  the  alile  lenders  of  ttii;  confederacy  nevor  succei-dcil 
in  enliitiii>[  Uiu  ■ympat1ii<<s  of  th«  great  body  of  Ilio  poj^tilatioii. 
ISotwoen  Ui«  marten  and  the  worfcmou  there  wiu  an  ftliciiatioii 
of  feetisg,  which  apparently  never  could  be  remored.  This 
roaervc^  however,  did  not  enlist  lliu  wotkii>;{  dawes  on  the  cide 
of  Iha  goTeramcnt ;  they  hod  tli^ir  own  obJecA,  and  one  which 
tbey  Uuneelvea  eathuaisulically  chmshod.  And  this  was  tlie

•ketohiMl,  tlie  npid  diminittion  of  Uif>  rarmuo  was  inevitaUet 
and  of  euiirse  that  doclioe  moiidy  occurred  in  the  two  oll-impor 
tont  hranohea  of  the  customs  and  uxcixt. 

Tbore  wu  anoibor  great  misfoTtune  also  which  at  Uiis  trying 
Urn*  hung  orer  England.  The  country  was  d^Kt<<iL  Tbu 
liuisiltsting  diouters  of  Afghanistan,  dark  naitattTM  of  whifib 
w«ra  periodically  arriving  had  produced  a  more  depmoing  allMt 
on  Uhi  spirit  of  the  oonntry  tliau  all  the  *iet«nea«H)  monace* 
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of  Na.pol«oo  in  iIm  hcjdaf  of  bit  wQd  aatar.  At  bont  taJ 
abroad,  then  wemed  nothing  to  muUin  tine  luatotuU  iiant; 
finaneiai  embamsmieot,  commercial  aiid  lutnufactaring  diatmi^ 
•acini  ami  politual  agitatioR  on  the  onn  hand,  nnrt  on  the  othir, 
tho  InM  of  atmiM,  of  reputalioD,  peibapa  of  cmfure.  Tt  rai 
tnie  tliat  tli«>a  exUma]  mtAforttiaM  eould  hanlly  b«  altnbotad 
to  Iha  now  niinutrjr — Init  when  a  nation  U  thoronghlf  peqiltsed 
and  diapiriUd,  it  soon  ceama  to  raako  distinctions  Intna 
political  |»rt£<i«.  T}i«  cnuntn-  i*  out  of  lorte,  and  tlio  'govtta- 
nMnt '  ia  Iwld  nnxwcnbU  for  th«  diaoidcr. 

Tlioa  it  will  be  own,  that,  though  Ui*  new  miaiMrjr  mn 
aupported  by  a  command inf;  nm'orilj  in  padJamcnt,  and  Um, 
too,  aft«r  a  ircnnt  appeal  to  tli«  omintTj,  they  wcro  not  popokr;

Ttiat  is  txactly  what  was  wanlixL  Tliere  was  abundnnt 
capitul  in  tlic  country  and  a  mass  of  iuiomp]oj«d  labour.  But 
the  inarl[«ta  on  whidi  they  had  of  late  depended,  the  AmericoD 
espocially,  wen  overworked  and  ovorelockod,  and  in  aoiin 
inetauoM  were  not  only  oventockod,  hut  disturbed  by  war,  as 
tlw  CliiiMM,  for  example — and  cajiilal  and  labour  wanted  'a 
DOW  channel.' 

Tlie  new  channel  canto,  and  all  tho  persona  of  authority,  alilto 
political  and  oontmurcial,  seamed  quite  auriidaod  that  it  lia<l 
arrired;  but  when  a  thing  or  a  man  is  wanted,  tboy  gen«tally 
a;i]iour.  One  or  two  liiioa  of  milway,  whicli  hod  been  long 
slcojiily  in  formation,  about  tliiii  time  were  finishod,  and  one 
or  Wo  lines  of  railway,  which  had  boon  finished  for  eome  time 
4nd  were  unnoticed,  aiinoonccd  dividends,  and  not  contemptihlo 
onwL  Snddcnly  there  waa  a  general  feeling  in  the  countr)-, 
tliat  its  capital  should  be  invested  in  railways ;  that  tli«  wholo 
iiirfaco  nf  tho  land  should  be  transformed,  and  eorercd,  ok  l<y 
a  networl:,  irith  thmo  mighty  means  of  comniunicatioa  When 
tlie  paasions  of  the  Englteh,  naturally  an  entliusiaaUo  peo|>!e, 
are  exdt4Mt  on  a  aubjeet  o(  finance,  their  will,  their  det«rniiiui- 
tion,  and  resource,  are  irresistible  This  wu  (ignolly  pruvnl 
in  tlio  prwonl  iD&tanee,  fur  they  iiaror  ceaaed  aubacribing  their 
tsipllal  until  the  *iim  entiuKtcd  to  this  new  fonn  of  invoiiiiM'iil 
rvached  an  amount  almost  equal  to  tho  natioii.il  debt ;  and  this 
too  in  a  Twy  few  year&  The  immediate  effect  on  the  conditiuu 
of  tho  country  was  ahaolutely  prodigious.  Tho  value  of  hm<l 
roM),  all  Um  bbst  furnaces  wem  relit,  a  stimulant  was  given  to 
iVeQT  InaiKli  of  the  home  Inde,  the  amoutit  eutldcnly  paid  ia 
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wagM  n<««d«d  that  i.tvt  known  in  thia  «ouotiy,  and  wnget  tM 
ftt  a  high  ntck  Lat^  portiooa  of  Hm  labouciiig  damw  not 
cqily  itqjof^d  oomfort,  but  oomnuuMlod  loxur;.  All  Qiii  ri 
eotttee  booq  acted  on  the  r^veuue,  and  both  costoou  aoil  Mpeb- 
ally  axdiw  torm  faniitlied  on  unplo  aarplua. 

It  cannot  be  protended  that  all  this  energy  and  enUrpnM 
were  free  in  their  operation  from  those  cvilt  which,  it  vrat, 
muft  incritnUr  ntt«nil  any  cxt«iuiT«  public  speculatloii,  ho«- 
ever  wall  founded  Manjr  of  tbo  scenes  and  eircomstuieee  it> 
called  the  dajrs  of  the  Bosth  Soa  Schema.  The  gambling  is 
shares  of  companiM  which  were  formed  only  in  nann  m 
without  Unit  The  pdltcipal  towns  of  the  north  esUUithsJ

What  is  reinaikalilu  In  Ihia  vadt  moTemeDt  in  which  so  dobI 
millionn  worn  produced,  and  so  many  mare  pniiiii^(>l,  is,  ihtf 
llie  KFvat  tendon  of  the  financial  world  took  no  pnit  in  iL  Tb 
mighty  loonmon^-Grs,  on  whose  fiat  the  fate  of  kings  au<I  oieplM 
sometimes  <li>]M!iidoi),  8i'em«d  lik«  m«n  who,  witooiisiDg  scan 
Dooentddty  of  nature,  watch  it  with  mixed  foclinijs  of  curiotilf 
and  alann.  Eren  Loiulatd  Street,  which  nevor  was  am 
wanted,  was  inactive,  anr|  it  was  onljr  by  the  imMBtibla  pr»- 
turo  of  circumstances  that  a  banking  fimi  which  had  an  eilfu- 
five  eouatry  eoniiActiou  wan  uhinutely  forced  to  toko  ih* 
loading  pert  that  was  required,  and  nimont  unconscionsljr  Uf 
the  foundation  of  the  vast  fortunes  which  it  has  te«lised,  aaJ

Itut  in  adl  ftfTiiira  th«<T<)  mtut  bo  k  leader,  and  a  loader  appKtr«d. 
He  ms  more  remarkable  Uian  the  ntovement  iUclf.  lie  was 
a  London  tnulccman,  though  a  Di«inl)cr  of  pttrliniucnt  rotnnioi) 
for  Os«  first  time  to  this  House  of  Commons.  This  leader  was 
Mr.  Vigo. 

Sir.  Vigo  had  foreK«ii  what  vttn  coming,  and  had  propnrod 
for  iL  He  ngKud  vith  Mr.  Nencfaatd,  what  was  ntnted  was 
'  a  nnv  channd.'  That  chanitet  he  thought  he  had  discovArcd, 
and  he  awnitoil  it.  Ho  hiinRcIf  could  commanii  no  inconsider- 
aUo  amount  of  capital,  and  ho  h.-id  a  following  of  obscme  ridt 
fri«nd>  who  heliercd  in  him,  and  did  what  he  liked.  His  daily 
ruits  to  the  City,  exntpt  ivhon  hu  vnis  tmvotling  over  England, 
and  opecialljr  the  north  and  midland  coimtiofi,  luut  their  pur 
and  hora  fruit.  He  was  a  director,  and  sooQ  the  chainnnu 
•nd  I'vuling  Kpirit,  of  a  milway  which  was  dertincd  to  ho  jxirhaps 
out  nio^t  important  ona  He  was  master  of  nil  the  dotnils  of 
tha  basiness;  be  had  arrived  at  oonolustons  on  tlio  question  of 
the  gnigM,  which  then  was  a  poM  aiiitoriim  for  tliu  multitude, 
and  understood  nil  about  rolling  stock  and  pomiannnt  ways,  and 
aleciicrs  and  branch  lin««,  which  wore  then  cab&listie  t«nns  to 
the  generaL  In  his  lint  session  in  parliament  he  had  pasaod 
quietl}*  and  almost  unnoticed  cavcml  billx  on  tlicM  iiiatt«T«,  and 
besan  to  b«  recognised  by  the  CommitUio  of  Selection  as  a 
lenber  who  ou(;ht  to  be  '  put  on '  for  questions  of  tliis  kimL 

The  groat  occasion  had  anivcd,  and  )fi.  Vigo  was  equal  to  it. 
K«  yrn  one  of  (hose  few  men  who  awake  one  day  and  Itnil 
thaoiMlvat  famoos.  Suddenly  it  would  seem  tliat  ttio  nnmo  of 
Kt.  Vigo  was  ill  orerylxxly's  mouth.  There  was  only  one  sub- 
ject which  interaslod  the  country,  and  he  was  recognised  as  tlie 
BOD  who  best  uuilcntood  iL  He  was  an  oracl«s  end,  oaturnlly, 
won  bMana  an  idol.  The  tariff  of  the  ministcts  was  for;gott«D, 
the  inveotivM  of  the  Ijtagne  wer»  disri^rded,  their  motions 
fur  tlxi  repeal  of  the  com  lawa  were  invariably  defeated  by  laigs 
and   ooalvnptuouji  mijoritii^n.     The   House  of  Commoiu  did

Duttaj 
a  portion  of  two  darn,  h«  obtninod  the  coDxnt  of  alian.-luildM 
to  forty  bills,  involving  an  expendiiure  of  lea  uiUions ;  Kud  tbi 
mpigeinenls  for  vae  aeasion  aloue  amouuted  Lu  one  btmdnJ 
ait<l  tliirty  milliona  xtniin^. 

Mr.  Xiwdiatttl  ahnigi:v<d  hia  ehouldcra,  but  tut  oaa  would 
Ueten  «T«n  to  Mr.  K«ucbat«l,  wboo  the  prime  miniiiter  liimM 
anpfioaed  to  be  the  moat  wary  of  men,  and  e»]<«cinllf  on  fouodil 
fabi«cti>,  in  the  vvjj  while  hoot  of  nit  this  «i>ecuIation,  hia^ll 
mieed  the  flfsl  sod  on  hia  own  eebile  in  a  project  of  extant  ami 
imiiortonco, 

Tlin>u{;hout  tbaao  extnordinarjr  accncs,  Mr.  Vigo,  though  iM 
tna  from  «xcitooi«nt,  cxliihitod,  on  tbo  whole,  much  svlf-oouli' i 
Ho  was  faitliful  to  hli  ohl  friends,  and  no  one  profited  nion  in 
tliis  resiMct  Ibaii  Ikfr.  Rodnejr.  That  gantl«man  beoxme  tlit 
director  of  acvenl  lines,  and  rioe-cliainuau  ol  on«  orer  which  Ml 
Vigo  himsoif  pnwided.  2fo  one  was  sorpriced  tltut  Mr.  Koiln<]' 
(li«infor«  should  cntor  ptrliatnent  He  came  in  by  virtue  uf  uii> 
td  tliose  p(.-tittoni  that  Tadpole  waa  always  eooliing  or  bofllitt^ 
Mr.  Rorlnoy  was  a  snpgwrter  of  tlie  miiiirtn-,  and  Mr.  Yifft  «ai 
•  Liliond,  but  Mr.  Vigo  ratiinied  Mr.  Koduey  to  parliamL-at  til 
tho  •time,  Biut  DO  one  Koenii;-!  astonished  or  complained.  IVJj- 
tianl  connection,  political  coniinlcncj',  political  ptinclplt^  tU 
Tasiihod  befoio  the  faacuutiou  of  prcmtoma.

A*  for  Kndyniioa,  tho  groat  man  modv  him  fnondly  and  or- 
ii««t  ovortuiM,  and  oflered,  if  h«  would  givo  his  time  to  basineei, 
whicli,  «  be  was  in  oppoaition,  iroulit  be  no  gruit  ucrifice,  bo 
pToniote  and  lecure  hi*  fortcD<h  But  Kndj^mion,  utter  dti«  in- 
flection, decltnod,  though  irith  gntitude,  tbeae  tempting  pro- 
posaK  Kemrs  nnu  an  amUtiou*  biod,  but  not  too  hna^iuitiva 
a  on&  Hu  liuJ  u  tuain  object  in  lif«,  and  that  w<u  to  rogata  tho 
petition  which  lind  boon  forfeitad,  not  by  his  oim  fault  Ilis 
;;nmd/fltlicr  aiid  Li*  fatliar  bad  Violli  liuen  privy  coiuicillon  and 
minislim  of  itnlc  Tlieru  hod,  iiidcod,  boon  mora  tintn  the  pro- 
spwt  of  his  fath«'  filling  a  vwy  pmninent  position.  All  had 
been  loat,  bnt  the  secret  purpose  of  the  life  of  Endyuion  was 
that,  from  boing  a  clork  in  a  public  office,  li«  alioulil  anivo  by 
hu  own  encrgiea  at  the  station  to  which  he  seemed,  as  it  n-ere, 
bom.  To  accomplish  this  he  felt  that  the  entira  devotion  of  his 
labour  nud  lbou!;ht  was  rcriuiaile.  Uts  character  vai  oasentially 
tenacious,  and  he  bail  alraidy  mlisod  no  inconsidemlilo  amount 
of  political  knowlodge  and  oETicial  sxperionco.  His  objeet 
seotned  diSlciitt  and  distant,  hut  there  was  nothing  wihl  or 
Tiilanai7  in  ila  punuiL  He  liad  achieved  lome  of  the  Unit 
■tepSi  and  he  was  yet  very  young.  There  w«ro  friends  about 
bim,  however,  who  were  not  content  vrilb  what  tliey  deemed 
hb  moderate  aiubitjou,  and  tliou^ht  tliey  discerned  in  him  qua- 
liUcs  wliioh  iiii;;ht  enable  him  to  mount  to  a  higher  stagei 
However  llii«  mi^lit  be,  his  judgment  tras  that  ho  must  re^ 
the  ofTera  of  Me.  Vigo,  tbongh  they  were  8inc«iely  kind,  and  ao 
be  fell  tbctu. 

In  I}i«  meantinKi,  ho  frequently  mot  tbnl  gi^itluuiau,  and  not 
merely  in  the  House  of  Conimoi)i>.  Mr.  St.  Itnibo  would  have 
been  frantically  envious  could  bo  have  witnefaed  and  perused 
the  social  invitutiociH  thut  fvll  like  a  continuous  snoir-etorm  on 
lbs  favouwt  rr.df  of  Mr,  Vign.  Mr.  Vigo  was  not  a  jMirly 
qnMtion.  He  dined  with  high  patricians  who  forgot  their  poh- 
Ucal  ditTerenobS  while  tlicy  o^tcciI  in  courting  the  pmeace  of 
thb  great  benefactor  of  bis  country.  The  fine  Udiee  vrere  as 
eager  in  tlieir  liomago  to  this  real  patriot)  and  be  might  be  seen 
between  rival  coimtenes,  who  emulated  mdt  olber  in  thejr 
apprcciatioD  of  bis  public  tervicee.     Thcac  wore  Mr.  Vigo's 


ilnn^i-roua  suitora.  Ho  CWllwed  to  Koiljrmiuo  oao  dayl 
could  not  manage  tho  grwt  bdiea.  '  MjiI«  aweUt,'  be  wqj 
langbingly,  '  I  have  measured  physically  and  iiitelled 
Tlie  golden  youtli  of  tlie  countiy  eeomed  indeed  fftsciiij 
liU  society,  repeated  his  EBnt«nt4oiu  )>OQ»-nu>ta,  and  Bpp| 
iburea  in  every  company  nhicti  he  Inunchcx]  into  prai 
mcifitDiice.  i 

Mr.  Vigo  ptirL'ha^Gfl  a  spliuulid  niaiuioti  in  St  •Jatnc*'! 
ivli(!ri}  invitations  to  his  hittifiiiets  wore  looki3ii  Dpou  bU 
CDnininnds.  Hia  cliicf  cook  wfti  one  vl  the  celebrities  of  ] 
Hiid  lhinif;h  he  had  servifd  empurore,  tiiP  salary  he  tocmVI 
Mr.  Vigo  extcciled  iiny  ono  ho  had  hithrrto  condewtd 
pocket.  Mr.  Vigo  bought  estatoa,  hired  moors,  Urid 
ninncy,  not  only  with  ptoftminn,  hut  with  generosity,  ] 
thing  was  placed  at  his  comninnd,  anil  it  appeared  tiud 
was  nothing  that  he  wfased.  '  When  this  excitement  li

vith  all  Um  d«light«  of  tlio  moel  duLrniing  aooietr  at 
id,  lie  ITU  na  habitual  and  comUat  atlctxJonl.  On« 
might  hare  been  teiupt«d  to  bcliorc  that  bo  woatd  turn  out  to 
',  Uioagb  a  iroiking,  only  n  idlcnt  iD«nib«r,  but  bis  aiJeace  wss 
pnideiice.  lie  n-aa  deeply  int«tested  and  amuaed  in  watch- 
n;;  the  proceedings,  bspecially  wbvu  Ihow  took  part  in  them 
uitli  whom  bo  wm  acquninlod.  Job  Thoraberry  occupied  a 
kailing  position  in  Ihc  debater  He  addresaed  the  House  very 
eUvitiy  after  ha  took  his  seat,  aiicl  liarinj;  a  puq»«o  and  a  luosl 
•anioct  one,  and  being  what  is  styled  a  reprosentaliTe  man  of 
his  Bubjecl,  the  HoajM  Httcned  to  liim  nt  once,  and  bia  place  in 
dclnte  vas  iEnincdiat«ly  r«cogniB»L  The  limea  favonied  biin, 
especially  during  t)ifl  Bist  and  tecond  sciutioii,  while  tho  com- 
moreiol  depression  lasted ;  aftcrwanl*,  ho  was  always  Ii<it«Dod 
la,  beeaum  be  had  great  ontorioil  (;ift3,  a  pereuaaire  style  that 
was  winning,  and,  though  he  had  no  iaconsiderable  poweia  of 
■azoasBi,  his  extreme  tnet  wisely  gui<ted  him  to  restmin  fot  tlio 
pimaDt  Uiat  dangerous,  though  most  efTectiro,  weapon. 

The  Pythagorean  school,  as  Woldenliare  styled  Mr.  Bertie 
TrsHisdoQ  and  Ms  folluiring,  TOiy  mnoh  ainuKcd  EndyniMi. 
TIm  heaT«n-botn  minister  air  of  Uie  great  IwkIpt  was  striking. 
He  DercE  sddled,  or  at  any  rate  conlemptuotujy.  Notice  of  a 
quMtioQ  was  aoimotiinos  publicly  given  from  this  bench,  but  su 
abtntte  in  its  natnre  and  so  quaint  in  its  expression,  lli.it  tho 
Houae  noret  ooroprehendod  it,  and  Die  unfortunate  minister 
who  hod  to  answer,  even  with  twiruty-fmir  hours'  study,  was 
obliged  to  oomRienoe  his  reply  by  a  conjectural  interpretation  uf 
Iho  query  formally  addreated  to  him.  But  tliougb  they  were 
■Umt  in  the  Houm,  Iboir  views  wcro  otlicrwiw  jioworfully  re- 
pneentod.  Tbe  weekly  jounial  deroted  to  tlir-ir  prind])1o«  was 
•odnlcnuly  drculated  among  monbors  of  tlie  House.  It  was 
caJlod  tba  '  Precoisor,'  and  systemati colly  ntUcked  not  only 
evet}-  luatitutiou,  but,  it  misht  he  said,  every  law,  and  nil  tlie 
mannen  and  cunloms,  of  tlio  country.  Its  style  woe  remarkable, 
never  excitm)  or  impaasioned,  Tint  frigid,  logical,  and  incisive, 
and  ngi^esting  api<alliiig  revolutions  with  Ibe  cnlmncM  with 
whidi  one  would  nsmto  tho  oniinnry  incidents  of  life.  Hie 
editor  of  lite  'Fn>cu«or'  was    ?It.  Jawett,  seleeW    hv  that

not  to  make  tlut  editor  of  tlie  '  Prcoutot '  a  nurt^T,  and  Biiillf'

After  East«r,  Lord  Boohamptoa  eaid  to  Endymlon  that  * 
qnostiun  ought  to  be  jnit  on  a  anhject  of  foreign  \ialky  of  Idi"^ 
jMntanoc,  and  on  whicli  tie  tlMugbt  the  miniatr;  were  in  didi 
euttioa  j  *  and  I  think  yoo  might  aa  well  ask  it,  Eodymios. 
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wQ]  dravr  up  tiu  question,  and  ytna  will  givfi  notice  of  IL 
will  be  ■  a>coi]uaiiiaunQe.' 

The  noticn  of  thui  quMUoii  vra*  tlin  first  timo  Endjmiion  opened 
hia  uioutk  in  Ibe  House  of  CommoiiB.  It  wu  «n  humblti  ami 
not  a  verjr  luu&idoui  ufTu-c,  but  wli«ii  lio  got  on  )ii«  log*  hix  bead 
ewam,  liis  heart  beat  hu  vitik'ntly,  tli*t  it  wm  lik«  a  convulsioil 
ing  death,  and  tliongh  fa«  vaa  only  on  bis  luga  fur  a  few 
id«,  ftll  th«  sorrows  of  hia  llfo  neincil  to  \»m  bvforo  bini. 
cti  hv  Mtc  dgwn,  he  wu  quit«  KiirprieAd  thnt  th«  busuieas 
Vf  the  iloiuo  piocMded  ae  unul,  and  it  was  only  after  some 
liii:u  tlittt  ho  became  conrinoed  that  no  one  but  himself  vnu  con- 
ious  of  bin  siiffaKngs,  or  thnt  ho  hud  porfurmed  a  routlae  dntj 
icnrise  than  in  a  rontiiM  lutmner. 
The  crafty  qtiiwtiou,  however,  led  to  tome  iuiporUint  onso- 
qtiRiiees.  Wn-n  iwlccil,  to  the  surprise  of  every  ono  tlio  minister 
biioseU  replied  to  it  Waldenharo,  with  whom  ETidymiun 
dined  at  Bellamy's  lliat  day,  was  iu  no  good  burnout  ia  ooaso- 
quenco. 

Wlim  Lord  Roebam^'too  had  coosideted  the  niiuLtt^ritil  rejilr, 
bo  uud  to  Endymion,  '  This  mutt  bo  followed  up.  Vou  must 
more  for  papers.  It  will  be  a  good  opportunity  for  you,  for  tlie 
Huuse  is  up  to  aoinetbing  being  in  the  wind,  aud  tlioy  will 
lialou.  It  will  bo  euriona  to  see  whctlicr  the  miniilur  folluwa 
j-oo.     U  so,  ho  will  give  me  an  opening' 

EndymioD  f«It  tlmt  this  was  the  erisis  of  his  life.  He  knew 
the  subject  well,  and  be  lud  all  llie  tod  and  experience  of  I.urd 
Iloctinmpton  to  guide  him  in  hia  statoment  and  hia  argumenta. 
u  had  alio  the  greut  fcvliug  that,  if  necouary,  a  powufu)  arm 
illd  »n[>tioit  him.  It  wiui  about  a  week  before  tlie  day  nrrirod, 
Kndyauon  slept  very  llltio  that  we«k,  and  the  ni^t  before 
motion  nut  a  wink.  He  almost  wished  he  waa  dead  as  he 
Wlltced  down  to  tlie  House  iu  Uio  hope  tlut  the  exercise  might 
lody,  or  improve,  bis  languid  drculaUon ;  but  in  rain,  and 
hi*  name  wa.i  called  and  lie  liod  to  rise,  his  bauds  and  feet 
n  like  ice. 

Lndy  Roubampton  and  t,ady  Uontfort  were  both  in  the  venti- 
;  and  ho  knew  it. 
,  uiglit  be  aud  that  be  waa  nutuaad  bjr  hia  uttor  daafnis 
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Hn  hit  (o  fooblo  sod  goiuirallj  uabacil*,  tlut  be  luul  not  vitelit; 
Moagh  to  b«  sMuiblo  of  failura. 

He  had  «  kind  audloiKie,  ft&il  an  tntcreBlad  one.  Wbea  h 
flpened  hit  mouth,  bo  fotgot  bis  fint  wntcnne,  which  bs  bad 
long  pro]mi»d.  In  trying  to  reciJl  it  and  fniling,  be  ma  fori 
Bunnwt  ooofwed.  Beit  it  vrai  anlj  tot  a  momenl;  thft  iui|i«- 
neJiUtad  tam«  la  hia  aid.  and  bia  Toioo.  at  6»t  tiemalaim,  ra 
neogniaat)  aa  disUnct  and  rich.  Thera  tsb  a  mnrmur  of  qs- 
ftttli]',  and  not  merely  from  bis  own  ddc^  Snddonlf,  bolb  phf 
ijenlly  and  tnt«ll»ctuallj,  h«  waa  qtitt*  hJmsoll  Ilia  aimtMl 
ciitalfltion  flowed,  and  f«d  liii  staKoant  bttia.  Hia 
was  lucid,  bis  ai^ininiGnta  mn  difBcnlt  to  cneoimter, 
aanner  ira>  modmiL  Ha  sato  down  amid  gcn«nl  applaoac^  wai 
tbough  he  waa  then  conctom  (hat  be  had  omitted  moie  tim 
(KW  point  on  which  be  hiA  lelied,  be  waa  on  the  whole  aatisfiai 
and  reooUected  that  ho  miglit  dm  them  in  n\iy,  a  {iririlejte  ti 
which  lu  now  taokod  foranard  with  feeling  of  oomfort  and  tea 
Odcnoa 

Hu  niaieter  aj^ain  followwl  him,  an<l  in  an  daborate  nfoeAi 
The  aaltject  evidently,  in  tim  Dj>iiiidn  of  tlie  miabt«r,  waa  ot  loa 
tUlicoie  and  difBcnlt  a  diara«t«r  to  trust  to  a  mbacdinateL  Or» 
wholmed  aa  he  was  with  tlie  labount  of  hia  own  deportmnnt,  tfat 
gMierol  conduct  ot  oirain,  and  the  Icodenhlp  of  the  UotWj  bi 
still  would  unilorlAke  tlie  reptcaoatatiott  of  an  office  with  whoH' 
bnalnen  he  ww  not  faiuilior.  Wary  and  aecwate  he  alwiji 
was,  but  In  diacuMions  on  foreign  alToin,  be  never  exhibited  ibi 
onrivalled  facility  with  which  be  ever  treated  a  commercia]  it 
finnitcial  ijueation,  or  that  plausible  piomptneas  with  which,  at 
nonMot's  notice,  bo  oonld  enooontor  any  dilScollj  eonnectad 
with  domeetie  adnunisttation. 

All  Ihcae  wen  qoalitJos  which  Ijord  Roelutnpt'in  potMnwi 
with  reference  to  the  affaira  over  whieh  he  hn<i  long  preaided, 
and  in  the  present  inBtonce,  following  the  mJniilcr,  be  was  jm- 
Ucutarly  luppy.  He  hod  a  pood  oaae,  and  lie  waa  graliJiml  br 
the  imonas  of  Plmlyinion.  He  comptiment«>:l  him  and  conful«d 
hia  opponent,  and,  not  aatis6ed  with  demoUahiuK  bii  argumcati, 
Roehampt^n  indulged  In  a  litttn  nillwy  whidi  the  llcnw 
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enjoyed,  but  which  *ru  aavm  plcuioj;  to  tho  more  solomn 
of{[iuuiatioo  (tf  his  rival. 

Ho  langoage  cah  describe  the  fury  of  Waldcnhare  as  to  tho 
6v«nla  of  tliix  erening.  Ho  looked  upon  the  couduct  nf  tho 
ninistor,  in  not  petmitting  liim  to  repreeent  bis  dopartTaont,  ae 
a  decree  of  the  incainuily  of  lib  subordinate,  aud  o£  the  virtual 
Icrraination  of  tlio  oHicioI  coimt  of  th«  Under- SccroUuf  of 
8tat«.  Ho  would  have  rorigned  tho  next  day  had  it  not  been 
for  the  influence  ^  Lady  Beaumaris,  who  soothed  hiin  hy  sug- 
^'eatin^,  tltat  it  would  lje  bctl«i  to  take  «n  oirly  opftortuuity  of 
clunjiing  hill  prc»*nt  post  for  another. 

The  minister  was  wrong.  Ho  was  not  fond  of  tnutiug  youth, 
but  it  is  a  ociDfideiicc  whicli  should  be  exorcised,  particularly  in 
Uio  conduct  of  a  popular  usontbly.  if  the  undersecretary  bad 
not  tottsfactorily  answered  Endyniion,  which  no  one  bad  a 
right  to  «»uiue,  for  Waldertban  was  »  btiUiant  man,  tlio 
minister  could  have  o]waya  odrancod  to  th*  reecuo  at  tho  fitting 
time.  As  it  was,  he  mode  a  person*]  enemy  of  ono  who  natur- 
ally might  have  ripened  into  a  devoted  follower,  and  who  from 
his  socbl  influence,  as  well  as  from  his  political  talents,  was  no 
despicable  foa 
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y n  rwmiirrjut  Pixo  the  gront  politicsJ,  and  oonsoquently  social, 
changes  that  had  taken  place,  no  very  coiudderable  altentiou 
ooeurred  in  the  general  life  of  tlioM  chief  pctsoDHgos  tu  whoM 
I'xistMioe  we  have  attemptoil  to  intorott  tho  render.  However 
riul  may  nppror  to  ha  ttio  urotld  in  which  we  more,  we  oU  of 
us  tiro  in  a  limited  circle.  It  is  tlio  tvxull  of  clrvumstancos ; 
•it  our  conTenii-uco  and  onr  lotttk  IjiOy  Ik'aumoris  becam*  the 
Acknowledged  loadei  of  Tory  society,  and  her  kasband  was  so 
pleased  witli  her  poiiition,  and  so  proud  of  it,  that  ho  in  a  coD- 
•fdanMo  ddgroe  sncrilioed  his  own  pursuitu  and  pleasurra  for  its 
maintenance.     He  «v«n  refu«Ml  the  mastership  of  a  celebrated 
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hunt,  nhjcli  bud  once  been  lui  object  of  his  hi^est  unbtt 
Uiat  1m  tuiglit  bo  early  and  klirap  in  London  to  npport 
vifo  in  her  ntcoplJORS.

Tlis  efforta  of  Lady  Monlfort  were  mora  fitful, 
tltoj  vrsco  to  a  certain  dngres  dq>ondeDt  on  the  moods  of  hn 
liuftbaad.  It  waa  obeerred  that  La-Ij*  Benoniftria  nover  omit: 
attftiulinj;  tho  nweptioiu  of  Lady  Roebamptoo,  and  tho 
of  nlmnat  rovvnntUl  olToctioD  with  wtudi  abe  oror  approaci 
Mym  waa  toQdung  to  ihoee  who  won  in  the  seeret,  bat 
men  few. 

No  gnat  change  occunod  in  tho  position  of  Piincs  FInnal«l^ 
except  tbat  in  addition  to  the  ^>ort«  to  which  he  was  apparamJ; 
devoted,  h«  gmdually  began  to  intereal  himaetf  in  tho  turl 
bad  bi«d  aeveral  Itonaa  of  rapute,  and  on^  whidi  b«  lud  namtd' 
Lady  Boebainpton,  waa  tbs  faronrits  for  a  eelsbtnted  tace.  VBt 
hi^i&eas  n*  anxiooa  that  Mjn  ahodd  honoar  liim  by  btfa; 
his  guast  This  hud  never  occuntd  bofon^  because  Lonl  Ito^-

Exct(t 
nw  alliuion  at  the  «di1  of  hi*  vtait,  whun  his  Gnca  moiitinnd 
Mills  petlf  griovanco,  of  wliieh  he  wilted  to  ralioTd  tus  do^, 
ud  Mill,  '  I  think  I  will  coonilt  tihu-  brothor ;  being  in  tb 
oppontioti,  htt  will  be  lew  omfaarnuMd  than  some  of  ay  tank 
ID  the  gorennBont,  or  Ihoir  vupporten,'  h»  norer  rofomd  to  d* 
puL  All  ha  spoko  of  was  Um  magnitudo  of  hU  taak,  tl« 
jwniMriw*  but  inspiring  laboon  which  awaited  hini,  and  hii  <ittf 
Miuo  of  his  Tupouribilitjr.  Nothing  but  the  Diviiw  prianf^ 
of  the  Church  could  surt«iQ  him.  He  was  at  oan  lime  ho|KJid 
that  llkt  Holiii«M  miglit  hav*  thoitght  tha  time  ripo  fa  tfai 
iMtontion  of  tho  national  bionrchy,  but  it  waa  docmd  otfac- 
wiaa  Had  it  been  aooorded,  no  dooht  it  would  bare  aaadil 
hiin.

■o  many  questions  about  what  was  happening  at  Rome,  taJ 
what  was  going  to  bo  done  hen)— tliat  yigd  might  liavo  bsn 
jiardojied  ii  he  did  not  despair  of  ulliuiatcly  inducing  Ltal 
Montfort  to  return  to  the  fiiith  of  his illttstrious  osce^! 
jot,  alt  this  time,  Lord  Uonltort  wad  only  amusing  ' 
I B4W  chsiacter  it^i  to  hiiu  n  iivw  toy,  and  wliun  ho  could  mK 
Etiii.l  nun,  ho  Would  dip  into  the  '  Uemoirs  of  St.  Simon.' 

!  of  avoidins  society,  as  woa  his  wont  in  old  days,  thi 
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Aichtiishop  sought  it.  And  thero  iras  nothinj;  exolunre  i&  hts 
iul  tinbiU ;  nil  elasaoc  and  all  cracd>,  nil  oinditions  and  onlen 
mm,  w«n  alika  intaiMtiiig  to  him ;  thojr  ir«n>  put  of  tho 
ightj  oommunitj,  irith  all  whose  pnreuitc,  and  paacions,  and 
tercKli^  and  occupations  ho  seeined  to  avuipitliiae,  hot  KQpect- 
ing  which  bo  hud  oidy  ono  object — to  bring  tliem  liaek  once 
more  to  that  tinpeiial  fold  from  which,  in  &n  hoar  of  dArkncn  uid 
diatmctioD,  tliej  bad  ininntbly  wandered.  Tlte  conversion  of 
Eii^'loiid  ira«  dcoplj  engraven  on  the  hntrt  of  Pcnruddock;  It 
wfta  hi^  constant  puqwae,  and  his  dailj^  and  nightly  prajer.

Sidney  Wilton  n-ith  inqnirics,  why  bo  and  Iii« 
fciendii  liiul  nut  mode  tuttroada,  instead  of  inveotiDg  nonBcose 
about  cboiip  braiuL  Job  Tfaombcrry  made  wonderful  kpeflchea 
in  favour  of  total  and  immediate  repeal  of  the  com  Uwe,  and 
the  l.ibnnil  party,  wbilo  tbrsy  dioeml  Itiin,  privately  espieeaed 
their  regret  that  such  a  capital  speaker,  who  might  be  anything 
waa  not  a  pmcliuil  inan.  Low  pricw,  abundant  barvesta,  and  a 
thriving  oommerce  hod  icndemd  nil  appcala,  raried  oven  by  tbo 
sJTe  ingenuity  of  Thombwry,  a  weuneom*  itaratian;  and, 
bou^h  Iho  I.«ifrue  had  ttansplanted  itself  from  Manchester  to 
iha  metrcipolid,  and  liiicl  thcatrea  for  Uieir  rhetoric,  tbo  clno  of 
1H5  found  them  nearly  reduced  to  silence.

Veht  shortly  after  tiie  proTdgation  of  jKirlinmcnt,  nn  incident 
occtimxl  which  nutterially  affected  the  position  of  Endymion, 
Ijord  Roehamptun  luwl  a  serious  illnwa.  Having  a  flno  conrtitH. 
ti'>n,  h«  nppniDnlly  complntvly  ralHcMl  from  t}ie  attavk,  and  little 
was  known  of  it  by  the  public  Th«  world  o!»o,  nt  tliat  uom<>nt, 
wu  as  uaunl  much  dispersed  and  distracted ;  di?pcn«d  in  many 
cLimet,  and  dintnclod  by  thu  fatigue  and  hanUliips  they  anniially 
endnns  i>nd  which  thfty  csl!  n^la.xnlion.  F.vca  l}ia  collea^es  of 
the  gK«t  etat^sman  were  scattered,  and  before  thoy  had  rcnliMd 
Uiat  he  had  been  seriously  ill,  they  read  of  him  in  the  fulfilment 
of  oOicioI  dtiti«ei.  But  then  wu  no  ini*tako  as  to  hia  suite 
under  hi«  own  roof.  I/>td  Eoehampton  ha<l,  throughout  thn 
tcr  period  of  his  life^  lieen  in  the  liftbit  of  working  nt  ni|:lit> 
only  at  Dtghl  thst  he  could  eorauand  Uiat  abstraction 
ry  for  the  considemtion  of  grtAl  afliiirK.  He  wm  also  a 
worker.  He  wrote  Ua  own  despatches,  wlieoover  tliey 
fomdto  matters  of  monient.  He  left  tothepenoanentfttcffof 
i«  office  little  but  the  fulfllroent  of  duties  wliivh,  though  heavy 
d  tnultifarioua,  vera  duliea  of  routine.  Thu  iiomporitlon  of 
Ihere  denpotdiee  was  a  source  to  Lord  Roehampton  of  much 
tificfttion  and  excitement  Tbey  were  of  European  fame,  end 
eit  terM  ai^piment,  their  dear  determiDnlion,  and  often  their 
nppy  irony,  won  acknowledged  in  all  the  cabinots,  and  duly 
i['teli«iiided.

au    It  woa  all  an  affair  of  habit.  a  a 
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iMiij  Ro»lMinpton  throw-  «II  W  Murgica  into  UiU  miUis. 
Bb>  VDtwtatned  fw  W  lont  *  tcremitU  afleution,  nnd  his  lib 
lo  Imt  wumed  a  (ireeknu  d«pc«it,  of  wliich  nhe  wu  Um 
Sho  ntcc««()Al  «h«n  the  pliysiciaiu  wanM  prolwhly  hava  fal"*.

Italj'  vn  tny«teriousI]r 
Bgitatod ;  tha  pop*  aaiiDimcod  himself  a  ivfonner ;  then  vera 
dUlutbaiices  in  Milan,  Ancona,  and  Fenara;  the  Aiulrians 
tiircutoniHl  the  occupation  of  several  Stat«»,  and  SnrdintA  ofli^rud 
to  di>r«nd  Hi«  HolinoM  from  th«  AnatrianK.  In  addition  to  all 
tliig,  Ihera  veto  reform  banquota  in  France,  a  ciril  war  in 
Switnxrlarid,  ami  tUu  Kin;;  of  Pruoaia  tUou^hl  it  pradeiit  to 
prsMnt  hi*  Mihjrt^bi  nith  a  Constitution.

UTDT  than  ho  iriahod.  Lady  Moctfort  hcndf  tnadn  Montfort 
tl«  her  home,  paying  sometimw  a  visit  to  li«r  family  in  tho 
edghboBrbood,  and  aometiiuea  rvceiving  them  and  other  f^csU. 
nnl  Mont fi)Tt  himself  ilid  nnt  hvc  inahsulutoiolitude.  lie  hail 
ci«ty  always  at  commoDd.  He  always  had  a  court  about  bim  ; 
lueiriea^  and  secretHn«i,  and  doctors,  and  odd  and  amusing 
ai  vrliORi  tbej  found  i>ut  for  him,  and  who  ireru  well  jilcn:ii-il 
to  find  thcmBclvra  in  bis  beautiful  and  mftgnilinnnt  Pfincoilowii, 
vondering  in  wouda  and  parka  and  pleasounces,  devouring  his 
dioicG  eulrefii,  and  quaffing  hi*  curiuiM  wiuM.  Somelim«a  he 
dined  witti  th«m,  somolimes  a  few  diiiR'l  witli  him,  aoDicttmea 
be  was  not  seen  for  weeks;  bat  wbelber  ho  were  Tisible  or  not, 
be  was  the  imbject  of  coiuUnl  Uiuught  and  conversation  by  all 
under  hi*  rooL 

LonI  Kontfort,  it  may  bo  nrnamborvil,  wm  a  giral  Behnrman. 
It  iraa  tlie  only  sport  whioh  retained  a  hold  upon  liiin.  Tlie 
Dlitikte,  tli«  cliamiing  soeneryi  and  the  requisite  skill,  eonibinvtl 
'  plow  him.  He  bad  a  love  for  natore,  and  ha  gratified  it  in 
puisuiL  nia  domain  abounded  in  thoae  hiighl  dialky 
I  wbiob  the  trout  lora.  Ho  Uked  to  iratch  the  moor-licno, 
tuo^  and  e*4N><inl)y  a  kingfisher. 

Lord  MoDtfort  cama  homo  lato  one  day  aft«r  much  wading 
It  hod  been  a  fine  day  for  onglon^  soft  and  not  too  bright,  ami 
bod  bvon  t«mpt«l  to  nmain  long  in  tbo  watar.  He  drora 
ome  mpidly,  but  it  waa  in  an  open  oarriogc^  and  when  the  turn 
sot  then  waa  a  cold  autumnal  hri«Ke.

Had  to  a  certain  degres,  of  condolence^ 
inm  tlcw  <in,  bnt  he  could  not  venture  to  writ«  again,  and 
withotit  anj  ahftoltito  cnuno  for  hi*  dineonifcrl,  ho  fi?U  hanuwd 
and  unhappy.  He  had  been  so  ficcuetomGd  &L1  his  lifo  to  «xist 
under  the  p-nJul  influence  of  women  thnt  liis  present  tUys 
Momed  liHie  and  datk.  l!!d  sister  and  Iterengaria,  two  of  tlia 
moat  giftod  and  clmrming  bciopt  in  the  world,  hn>l  seunied  to 
agree  that  their  Rret  duty  hod  erer  been  to  BympathtM  with  hi* 
fortunes  and  to  uiil  tliem.

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On  the  moniing  of  Tuesday,  April  19,  18S1,  came  to  nn  end  one  of 
the  most  extraordinary  careers  recorded  in  our  political  annale. 

It  is  hard  to  saj  what  makes  a  great  man,  as  conceptions  of 
greatness  dtOer  so  widely  when  gauged  by  individual  ideas.  Lord 
Btaconflfield's  own  definition  was, 'one  who  affects  the  laindofhis 
generation ;  whether  he  be  a  monk  in  his  cloister  agitating  Christ- 
endom, or  a  monarch  crossing  the  Oranicus  and  giving  a  nen' character 
to  the  Pagan  world.'  The  definition  has  the  disadvantage  of  being 
somewhat  vngue,  for  there  are  moral  influences,  indirect  aa  well  as 
direct,  by  which  every  veteran  politician  of  commanding  position 
mu£t  obviously  have  acted  on  the  mind  of  his  nation.  But  whether 
tlie  late  Premier  may  fairly  be  called  great  or  not— achieving  pre- 
eminence in  poHtical  life  in  the  face  of  exceptional  obstacles,  is  the 
infallible  test  of  a  remarkable  man. 

The  career  of  a  statesman  who  was  emphatically  a  partisan  can 
scarcely  be  dispassionately  criticised  when  he  has  jnst  deparleil. 
His  character,  as  welt  as  his  conduct,  his  actions,  in  their  motives 
OS  in  tlieir  conse(|uences,  will  be  considered  more  or  less  leniently 
or  harshly  according  to  the  bias  of  thoee  who  judge  them.  It  was 
Lord  Beacons  field's  fortune  to  lay  himself  more  open  to  unfavourable 
construction  than  most  of  bis  contemporaries,  even  in  an  age  when 
charges  of  inconsistency  have  been  bandied  freely  and  plausibly 
among  the  most  eminent  of  our  statesmen.    It  must  be  remembered,

T1i«  polilical  (LliunElcr  of  few  men  but  bcrn  mort!  hanhly  Attacked, 
Uid  few  at&l«anien  evur  addniucd  tlicir  ptnlrBlAtinna  of  pnttiotism 
and  ptinciple  to  ronre  diatnutlul  t*t*.  If  we  grant  *»me  juitice  in 
the  eommou  Mniimi-ut,  •«  uiu«t  recollect  that  tlierc  U  niudi  «xienun- 
tlon  tot  tho  telaxatlon  of  political  moniliir  when  aulburicy  «u  »u 
often  deiaclicd  inm  icapoaaibililjr.  Wbni  pjwcr  bo  rxcreiaed  wa« 
dtuintt  the  greniar  part  of  hia  career  in  Qppotition,  and  then  il  waa 
diteHy  critical  or  obitructire.  While  on  tbe  Tniu.Tir]r  benchei  he 
bad  long  to  accept  hia  impulse  fiom  LibefMl  opponenii^  or  coiiciliat* 
the  oppoaition  of  eilreiue  Badicala.  At  len^^tb  a  lime  atrirad  when 
he  could  aetuall}-  direct  the  iiatlcqinl  iwlicy.
